CALENDARS. 


Instmotions  to  Editors. 


The  Master  of  the  Rolls  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Editors  of 
Calendars  to  the  following  considerations,  with  a  view  to  secure  uniformity 
of  plan  in  the  important  works  on  which  they  are  engaged :  — 

'  He  is  anxious  to  extend,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  proper  economy  and 
despatch,  the  utility  of  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers  now  publishing  under 
his  control :  1st.  As  the  most  efficient  means  of  making  the  national  archives 
accessible  to  all  who  are  interested  in  historical  inquiries  ;  2nd.  As  the  best 
justification  of  the  liberality  and  munificence  of  the  Government  in  throwing 
open  these  papers  to  the  public,  and  providing  proper  catalogues  of  their 
contents  at  the  national  expense. 

The  greater  number  of  the  readers  who  will  consult  and  value  these  works 
can  have  little  or  no  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Public  Record  Office,  in 
which  these  papers  are  deposited.  The  means  for  consulting  the  originals 
must  necessarily  be  limited  when  readers  live  at  a  distance  from  the  metro- 
polis ;  still  more  if  they  are  residents  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  distant  colonies, 
or  foreign  states.  Even  when  such  an  opportunity  does  exist,  the  difficulty 
of  mastering  the  original  hands  in  which  these  papers  are  written  will  deter 
many  readers  from  consulting  them.  Above  all,  their  great  variety  and 
number  must  present  formidable  obstacles  to  literary  inquirers,  however 
able,  sanguine,  and  energetic,  when  the  information  contained  in  them  is 
not  made  accessible  by  satisfactory  Calendars. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that,  without  superseding  the  necessity 
of  consulting  the  originals,  every  Editor  ought  to  frame  his  Calendar  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  shall  present,  in  as  condensed  a  form  as  possible,  a  correct 
index  of  the  contents  of  the  papers-  described  in  it.  He  consider.s  that  the 
entries  should  be  so  minute  as  to  enable  the  reader  to  discover  not  only  the 
general  contents  of  the  originals,  but  also  what  they  do  not  contain.  If 
the  information  be  not  sufficiently  precise,  if  facts  and  names  be  omitted  or 
concealed  under  a  vague  and  general  description,  the  reader  will  be  often 
misled,  he  will  assume  that  where  the  abstracts  are  silent  as  to  information 
to  be  found  in  the  documents,  such,  information  does  not  exist ;  or,  he  will 
have  to  examine  every  original  in  detail,  and  thus  one  great  purpose  will 
have  been  lost  for  which  these  Calendars  have  been  compiled. 
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As  the  documents  are  various,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that  they 
■will  demand  a  corresponding  mode  of  treatment.  The  following  rules  are 
to  be  observed : — 

1st.  All  formal  and  official  documents,  such  as  letters  of  credence,  -war- 
rants, grants,  and  the  like,  should  be  described  as  briefly  as  possible. 

2nd.  Letters  and  documents  referring  to  one  subject  only  should  be  cata- 
logued as  briefly  as  is  consistent  with  correctness.  But  when  they  contain 
miscellaneous  news,  such  a  description  shoidd  be  given  as  -will  enable  a 
reader  to  form  an  adequate  notion  of  the  variety  of  their  contents. 

8rd.  "Wherever  a  letter  or  paper  is  especially  difficult  to  decipher,  or  the 
allusions  more  than  ordinarily  obscure,  it  will  be  advisable  for  the  Editor  to 
adhere,  as  closely  as  is  consistent  with  brevity,  to  the  text  of  the  document. 
He  is  to  do  the  same  when  it  contains  secret  or  very  rare  information. 

4th.  Where  the  Editor  has  deciphered  letters  in  cipher,  the  decipher  may 
be  printed  at  full  length.  But  when  a  contemporary  or  authorised  decipher 
exists  it  will  be  sufficient  to  treat  the  cipher  as  an  ordinary  document. 

5th.  Striking  peculiarities  of  expression,  proverbs,  manners,  &c.  are  to  be 
noticed. 

6th.  Original  dates  are  to  be  given  at  the  close  of  each  entry,  that  the 
reader  may  know  the  exact  evidence  by  which  the  marginal  dates  are 
determined. 

7th.  Where  letters  are  endorsed  by  the  receivers  and  the  date  of  their 
delivery  specified,  these  endorsements  are  to  be  recorded. 

8th.  The  number  of  written  pages  of  each  document  is  to  be  specified,  as 
a  security  for  its  integrity,  and  that  readers  may  know  what  proportion  the 
abstract  bears  to  the  original. 

9th.  The  language  of  every  document  is  to  be  specified.  If,  however,  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection  be  in  English,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  denote 
those  only  which  are  in  a  different  tongue. 

10th.  Where  documents  have  been  printed,  a  reference  should  be  given  to 
the  publication. 

11th.  Each  series  is  to  be  chronological. 

1 2th.  The  Prefaces  of  Editors,  in  explanation  of  documents  in  the  volume, 
are  not  to  exceed  fifty  pages,  unless  the  written  permission  of  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls  to  the  contrary  be  obtained.

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PREFACE. 


The  present  volume  forms  the  connecting  link  between 
the  volumes  of  the  Interregnum  that  preceded  it,  and 
those  of  the  reign  of  Charles  II.,  so  far  at  least  as  from 
29  May  1660  to  1667,  published  some  years  ago. 

The  period  embraced  herein  is  only  11  months,  but  it 
was  a  period  fraught  w^ith  many  changes,  until  at  length 
the  nation,  wearied  with  its  own  unsettledness,  and  "failing, 
to  find  freedom,  and  relief  from  taxation,  either  in  the 
oligarchy  of  1649  to  1653,  or  in  the  despotism  of  the 
Protectorate,  became  restlessly  impatient  to  revert  to  the 
old  form  of  government,  which  seemed  alone  able  to  give 
hope  of  permanency  and  stability. 

The  premature  rising  of  Sir  George  Booth  and  the 
Eoyalist  party,  in  July  and  August  1659,  created  wide- 
spread alarm,  because  it  took  place  before  the  majority 
of  the  nation  had  made  up  their  minds  to  a  return  to  mon- 
archical government ;  and  as  no  foreign  force  appeared 
to  strengthen  the  Royalists,  those  who  were  wavering  in 
opinion  held  themselves  aloof  from  the  movement,  and  by 
so  doing,  rendered  its  success  impossible,  and  Sir  George 
Booth  narrowly  escaped  execution  for  a  course  of  action 
which,  but  a  few  months  later,  would  probably  have  won 
for  him  a  ducal  coronet. 

On  the  first  premonition  of  danger.  Council  issued  a 
circular  letter  to  the  several  counties,  requiring  them  to 
assemble  their  troops,  in  order  to  withstand  the  designs 
of  the  enemy,  at  the  most  convenient  place  in  the  county, 
and  there  to  await  the  orders  of  Parliament,  Council,  or 
Lieut. -Gen.  Pleetwood.  A  promise  was  made  them  that, 
during  the  time  they  were  thus  engaged,  their  pay  should 
equal  that  of  the  Army  (pp.  15,  16). 
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A  fresh  Militia  Act  was  passed,  appointing  Commis- 
sioners in  eacli  county, — all  of  whom  were  to  swear  fidelity 
to  the  Commonwealth, — with  power  to  raise  horses  and 
arms,  the  scale  of  payment  to  be  2s,  a  day  to  horse 
soldiers,  and  Is.  to  foot  soldiers.  In  case  of  sudden 
exigency,  those  who  were  bound  to  provide  soldiers  were 
also  to  give  them,  a  month's  pay  in  hand,  to  be  afterwards 
refunded  from  the  Militia  tax  (p.  42). 

Special  care  was  taken  for  the  safety  of  London,  in- 
volving as  it  did  that  of  Parliament  and  Council ;  troops 
were  ordered  to  be  constantly  on  guard,  and  the  roads  and 
avenues  of  the  city  were  watched  (p.  49).  On  a  rumour 
that  many  apprentices  and  other  ill-affected  persons  had 
left  the  city,  designing  to  join  the  enemy,  the  Lord  Mayor 
was  ordered,  on  30  July,  to  give  in  a  list  of  all  who  had 
left  their  masters  during  the  last  14  days.  He  was  also 
to  have  all  stables,  private  and  public,  searched,  and  an 
account  taken  of  the  horses,  and  to  secure  such  as  be- 
longed to  suspected  persons  (p.  54).  The  next  day, 
masters  of  families  were  ordered  to  keep  in  their  servants 
and  apprentices  strictly,  or  to  answer  for  them  at  their 
peril  (p.  60). 

The  first  great  difficulty  with  which  the  Government 
had  to  contend  was  that  of  ascertaining  accurately  in  what 
places  risings  were  likely  to  take  place,  rumour  naming  so 
many,  e.g.,  Gloucester,  Bristol,  Bath,  Hereford,  Chichester, 
Eedhill,  Tunbridge,  &c.  (pp.  50,  54,  55,  60,  61,  68,  72). 
The  seizure  of  the  ringleaders  in  several  places,  and  the 
failure  of  attempts  to  surprize  a  garrison  town,  rendered 
abortive  the  intended  risings  in  the  southern  counties. 

Troops  had  been  ordered  over  from  Dunkirk  to  Graves- 
end  to  protect  Chatham,  which  was  said  to  be  threatened, 
the  southern  ports,  and  London ;  and  3  regiments  came 
over  (pp.  74,  95,  114). 

It  soon  became  evident,  however,  that  the  enemy's 
forces    were    rapidly  concentrating    in    Lancashire   and 
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Cheshire,  and  that  Chester  would  be  one  of  the  points 
threatened.  An  earnest  appeal  was  made  to  Col.  Croxton, 
the  governor,  to  raise  3  more  foot  companies,  enlisting 
volunteers,  and  seizing  all  suspected  persons,  and  to  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  to  assist  him  therein  (pp.  67,  73). 
Troops  were  also  ordered  northward  from  Leicester,  Not- 
tingham, Grantham,  and  Yorkshire,  the  rendezvous  to  be 
at  Macclesfield  (pp.  69,  120). 

It  was  thought  advisable  to  strengthen  the  English 
forces  by  an  instalment  from  Ireland,  and  Lieut. -Gen. 
Ludlow  was  ordered  to  send  up  with  all  expedition  1000 
foot  and  500  horse,  and  land  them  as  near  Chester  as 
possible  (pp.  54,  73).  But  one  of  the  vessels  in  which 
they  were  sent  over,  containing  4  oflS.cers  and  30  men  and 
their  horses,  was  unfortunately  wrecked,  and  all  perished, 
leaving  widows  and  orphans  to  be  provided  for  by  the  State 
(pp.  74,  84). 

Meantime  the  rising  in  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  was 
assuming  serious  proportions,  and  Charles  II.  was  pro- 
claimed King  at  Warrington  and  at  "Wrexham  (pp.  77, 
104).  If  Royalist  authorities  may  be  believed,  the  people 
in  London  and  many  places  were  inclining  to  tumult, 
disliking  the  present  Government,  and  wishing  the  King 
was  restored,  "  having  no  hope  till  then  to  be  freed  from 
"  their  oppressions  "  (p.  81),  and  it  was  rumoured  among 
the  party  abroad  that  Bristol  and  Gloucester  had  both 
proclaimed  King  Charles,  but  the  rumour  was  untrue, 
(p.  85). 

The  activity  displayed  by  the  Cotmcil  of  State  shows 
their  apprehension  of  the  seriousness  of  the  rising,  though 
in  their  despatches  they  endeavoured  to  represent  it  as 
easily  to  be  suppressed.  On  July  9th  they  wrote  on 
the  subject  30  letters ;  on  July  29th,  11,  and  circulars 
to  all  the  governors  of  garrisons ;  on  the  31st,  13 ;  on 
August  2nd,  5,  and  to  the  captains  of  militia  in  the 
several  counties ;  on  the  4th,  10 ;  the  5th,  10 ;  the 
9th,  32,  and  so  on,  till  the  danger  subsided. 
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Tlie  pressure  of  business  was  such  indeed  that  an  order 
was  issued  in  Parliament  on  8th  August,  that  for  the  next 
fortnight,  the  signature  of  the  President  of  Council,  with 
the  Council's  seal,  should  sufiS.ce  for  warrants  for  com- 
mitting the  numerous  prisoners  that  were  taken,  as  the 
members  of  Council  were  in  constant  attendance  on  othei: 
public  affans  (p.  85). 

Great  care  was  to  be  taken  to  seize  all  suspected  persons 
or  papers,  and  any  horses  or  magazines  of  arms  that  could 
be  discovered  (pp.  47,  49,  50,  56,  68,  75,  105,  107,  128, 
130).  The  cases  of  all  persons  demanding  travelling  passes 
were  to  be  enquired  into,  and  passes  only  granted  to  those 
who  were  of  known  affection  to  the  State,  and  who  were 
able  to  give  good  security.  This  caution  was  the  more 
needed  as  it  was  reported  that  any  man  could  obtain  a 
pass  for  M.  (pp.  103,  104). 

The  English  Royalists  were  in  confident  hope  that 
Charles  II.  would  come  over  and  place  himself  at  their 
head ;  but  he  waited  for  a  tide  of  success  to  determine 
him,  whilst  they  considered  that  his  coming  would  bring 
the  desired  success.  He  advanced  as  far  as  Zealand,  to 
be  ready  for  the  transit,  but  he  did  not  venture  to 
cross  the  Rubicon,  though  for  some  time  his  courtiers 
were  uncertain  whether  he  had  actually  landed  in  Eng- 
land or  not  (pp.  108,  110,  114,  132,  139,  188,  194). 

Yet  many  of  the  nobility  were  risking  their  lives  in  his 
behalf,  as  the  Earl  of  Derby,  Lord  Kilmorey,  Earl  Grey 
of  Stamford,  Lord  Byron,  &c.  (p.  114).  Several  of  these 
who  attempted  independent  risings,  hoping  to  be  joined 
by  the  country  generally,  saw  their  small  bands  scattered, 
and  were  themselves  taken  prisoners  (p.  125).  Chirk 
Castle  was  held  for  the  Royalists  by  Sir  Thos.  Middleton 
(p.  88).  Their  forces  rose  from  1,000  to  2  or  3,000,  and 
at  length  were  computed  at  7,000  men  (pp.  88). 

Nothing  but  the  strenuous  vigilance  of  the  Lord  Mayor 
prevented  a  rising  of  the  London  apprentices,  with  a  view 
to  hinder  the  marching  of  the  Parliament  forces  to  Chester 
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(p.  90),  yet  not  only  did  Lambert  march  on  with  a  good 
body  of  horse  and  foot,  and  a  train  of  artillery,  but  ships 
were  sent  to  Chester  Water,  to  intercept  the  passage  of 
provisions  into  the  city  (p.  87). 

A  proclamation  was  also  issued,  and  read  in  all  churches 
and  market  towns,  declaring  Booth  and  Middleton,  with 
Col.  Rand.  Egerton,  and  Rob.  Werden,  traitors  and  rebels 
(pp.  94,  103).  Lord  Ealkland  was  taken,  and  committed 
close  prisoner  to  the  Tower  for  high  treason,  till  his 
examination  should  be  perfected  (p.  103). 

Some  apprehensions  were  felt  as  to  the  safety  of  Ludlow 
Castle,  and  special  letters  were  written  to  provide  for  its 
security  (pp.  ]07,  108),  and  also  for  that  of  Rockingham 
and  Peterborough  castles  (p.  117). 

On  the  other  hand  Lambert's  forces,  now  increased  to 
10,000,  were  steadily  marching  towards  Chester,  where 
Sir  Geo.  Booth  had  intrenched  himself,  but  with  the  great 
drawback  of  a  Parliament  General  still  holding  out  in  the 
castle  (p.  126).  Lambert  had  14,600^.  handed  over  to 
him  in  money,  for  which  he  was  to  give  an  account,  and 
700^.  from  Council's  contingencies,  out  of  which  his  own 
salary  of  81.  a  day,  from  5  August  to  23  September,  was 
paid  (p.  255). 

When  the  hostile  forces  approached  each  other,  Lam- 
bert reported  that  the  enemy,  being  raw  and  badly  armed, 
were  more  disposed  to  run  than  to  fight  (p.  104).  As  soon 
as  Lambert's  troops  had  advanced  within  15  or  20  miles 
of  Chester,  Sir  Geo.  Booth  sent  off  a  trumpeter  with  a 
letter,  expressing  surprise  that  he  should  be  threatened 
with  an  attack,  his  only  design  being  to  secure  a  free 
Parliament,  and  offering  an  accommodation.  The  reply 
was  that  Lambert's  orders  were  to  reduce  him  and  all 
others  to  obedience,  and  that  the  only  way  to  avoid  effusion 
of  blood  was  to  lay  down  his  arms.  This  proposal  was 
refused,  and  on  19th  August  an  engagement  took  place, 
about  12  miles  from  Chester,  in  the  direction  of  North- 
wicli.     Sir  George's  own  statement,  made  later,  was  that 
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there  was  a  misunderstanding  between  liim  and  the  other 
chiefs,  in  that  they  wished  to  proclaim  the  King,  and  he 
did  not ;  that  they  engaged  in  fight  contrary  to  his 
advice,  and  that  before  he  arrived,  at  the  head  of  his 
troop  of  horse,  those  who  had  so  stubbornly  wi-shed  to 
attack  Lambert  had  begun  to  waver. 

It  was  certain  that  for  some  reason,  while  the  foot  were 
engaged,  the  cavalry  stood  aloof,  and  after  a  short  but 
sharp  dispute,  Lambert  remained  master  of  the  field, 
having  taken  30  colours  and  4  or  500  prisoners.  Indeed 
the  number  taken  amounted  to  700,  but  Lambert,  on  his 
own  responsibility,  dismissed  on  security  those  who  had 
not  been  in  arms  before,  leaving  the  rest  to  the  disposal 
of  Parliament  (p.  219).  He  pursued  the  stragglers  for 
some  miles,  and  next  day  went  towards  Chester. 

The  magistrates  seeing  themselves  between  Parlia- 
mentary forces  in  the  castle  on  the  one  side,  and  others 
advancing  victoriously  upon  the  town  on  the  other  side, 
resolved  to  close  with  the  winning  party,  and  bade  the  re- 
turning Royalist  troops  either  to  begone  or  to  submit. 
They  chose  the  latter  alternative,  and  stole  away  in  the 
night,  whereupon  the  town  tendered  its  submission  to 
Gen.  Lambert. 

Council  gave  an  extra  present  of  101.  to  the  messenger 
who  brought  the  news  of  Lambert's  victory  (pp.  130, 
132,  133,  136,  163).  They  also  gave  10^.  to  one  John 
Hodens,  who  took  the  Earl  of  Derby  and  his  man,  and 
101.  to  the  man  who  swam  the  river  at  Chester,  and  gave 
Major-Gen.  Lambert  intelligence  of  the  state  of  Chester 
Castle.  A  gratuity  was  also  given  to  the  inferior  officers 
and  soldiers  under  Col.  Croxton  in  Chester  Castle,  for 
their  faithful  service  in  a  time  of  "  great  and  imminent 
danger"  (p.  241). 

The  captors  of  Sir  George  Booth  were  more  liberally 
rewarded  ;  40Z.  was  given  to  the  innkeeper  who  recognized 
him  travelling  in  the  disguise  of  a  woman,  and  betrayed 
him ;  101  to  the  inn  servants,  10^.  to  the  minister  that 
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came  up  with  him,  and  60/.  was  distrihuted  amongst  those 
w^ho  brought  him  to  the  Tower :  201.  was  also  given  to 
the  constable  who  had  the  proclamation  against  Sir  G. 
Booth  proclaimed  at  Plymouth  (pp.  139,  141,  147,  149). 
Major-Gen.  Lambert  had  the  thanks  of  Parliament  ten- 
dered to  him,  and  was  ordered  a  jewel  value  1,000/. ; 
but  a  proposition  to  make  him  Major-General  of  all  the 
forces  did  not  find  favour,  as  there  existed  a  latent 
jealousy  of  him  for  courting  the  soldiers,  as  though  he 
were  aiming  at  the  supreme  power  (pp.  147,  188).  - 

The  capture  of  so  many  persons  of  wealth  and  position 
was  an  important  service  to  the  Government,  because  it 
gave  an  opportunity  for  seizing  their  goods  and  estates, 
valued  at  3  millions  a  year,  towards  paying  the  public 
debts  and  reducing  the  taxes,  which  had  been  almost 
doubled,  and  which  the  people  bore  with  impatience.  But 
there  was  a  difficulty  about  the  trials  of  the  delinquents. 
Parliament  disapproved  of  High  Courts  of  Justice,  and 
it  was  doubtful  whether  ordinary  juries  would  condemn 
those  who  had  taken  arms  to  obtain  a  free  Parliament 
(p.  147). 

A  Sequestration  Committee  was  appointed  on  27  Aug., 
to  seize  on  the  estates  of  the  oifenders,  and  of  those  who 
abetted  or  concealed  them,  or  who  adhered  to  the  cause  of 
Charles  Stuart,  its  powers  to  last  till  1  May,  1660  (p.  154). 

Chirk  Castle,  under  Sir  T.  Middleton,  was  now  the  only- 
place  that  held  out,  and  Lambert  was  ordered  to  grant  no 
terms  but  the  mercy  of  Parliament,  should  any  overture 
of  submission  be  made  (p.  150).  Its  surrender  took  place 
in  a  few  days,  without  other  conditions  than  leave  for  the 
defenders  to  retire  from  England  in  2  months,  if  they 
did  not  meanwhile  obtain  favour  from  Parliament.  Sir 
Thos.  Middleton  had  made  his  escape  beforehand,  but  the 
surrender  was  made  by  his  son,  and  the  castle  itself  was 
demolished  and  made  untenable  (p.  154,  162,  170). 

As  to  Sir  George  Booth,  no  sooner  was  he  lodged  in 
the  Tower  than  Sir  Henry  Vane  and  Sir  Art.  Hesilriffff 

c  2 
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were  sent  to  examine  him,  and  it  was  thought  tbat,  to 
save  his  life,  be  would  be  willing  to  betray  those  who  had 
promised  to  take  arms  ila  the  provinces,  but  who,  by  failing 
so  to  do,  had  thrown  upon  him  the  task  of  encountering 
the  Parliament  forces  unaided  (pp.  147,  187). 

Lady  Booth  attempted  to  intercede  in  his  behalf,  but 
the  reply  was  that  the  best  course  for  her  husband  to  find 
favour  was  to  make  a  full  discovery  of  the  enemy's  designs 
against  Parliament,  and  this  to  some  extent  he  evidently 
did,  as  warrants  were  issued  to  seize  the  persons  named  in 
his  examination,  with  their  papers,  horses,  and  arms,  and 
to  bring  them  before  Council  (pp.  157,  168). 

These  were,  however,  probably  persons  of  whom  Council 
already  had  cognizance,  for  when  further  ui-ged,  although 
Sir  George  discovered  the  whole  design,  he  begged  not  to 
be  pressed  to  name  the  authors,  as  by  so  doing  he  should 
wound  his  honour.  He  confessed  to  having  treated  with 
the  King's  agent,  John  Mordaunt,  who  was  safe  beyond 
the  seas  (p.  194),  and  confessed  also  that  his  wife  had 
received  a  letter  from  the  King,  and  Lady  Booth  produced 
a  letter  in  cypher  from  the  King  to  Sir  George  himself 
(pp.  160,  171). 

The  last  notice  that  appears  of  him  is  a  petition  to  the 
Committee  of  Safety,  for  freedom  and  restoration  to  bis 
estates.  He  complains  of  great  weakness,  by  reason  of 
a  dangerous  low  fever,  and  fears  that  in  the  unwholesome 
air  of  the  Tower,  he  shall  not  recover,  and  his  family  are 
wanting  subsistence  (p.  340). 

The  great  anxiety  of  Parliament  now  was  that  things 
should  return  to  their  normal  condition  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  The  Irish  troops  which  had  landed  only  a  day 
after  Sir  George  Booth's  defeat,  were  sent  home  with 
6  weeks'  pay.  The  rest  were  countermanded,  and  never 
came  over  at  all.  The  Militia  forces  were  thanked  for 
their  services,  but  dismissed  as  quickly  as  possible,  with 
pay  ordered  for  the  time  that  they  had  been  under  arms 
(pp.  183,  195,  220). 
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All  justices  of  peace  suspected  of  abetting  the  insur- 
rection were  put  out  of  the  commission  of  peace,  and  all 
such  private  persons  as  had  shown  disaffection  were 
disarmed,  whilst  horses  taken  by  the  rebels  from  the 
well  affected  were  restored  (pp.  220,  221). 

The  fortunes  of  the  Royalists  now  seemfid  at  the  lowest 
ebb  ;  one  rising  after  another  had  been  qiielled,  and  ended 
only  in  disgrace,  confiscation,  banishment,  and  even  death. 
No  foreign  power  wa>3  willing  to  take  the  initiative, 'and 
the  exiled  prince — King  only  in  name — was  living  in  a 
condition  of  helpless  and  humiliating  penury.  The  darkest 
hours  of  night,  however,  are  those  which  precede  the 
dawn. 

There  was  an  element  at  work  in  Charles''  favour,  the  full 
significance  of  which  he  was  unable  to  appreciate,  viz., 
the  want  of  union,  in  the  governing  power  at  home,  between 
the  legislature  and  the  military  force.  Two  men  had  held 
themselves  aloof  as  much  as  possible  from  the  Government 
on  the  one  side,  and  from  the  Koyalists  on  the  other ;  and 
as  one  commanded  a  considerable  force  in  Scotland,  and 
the  other  was  at  the  head  of  the  fleet,  on  their  will 
the  destinies  of  the  nation  hinged.  These  men  were  Sir 
George  Monk,  afterwards  Duke  of  Albemarle,  and  Edward 
Montague,  afterwards  Earl  of  Sandwich. 

As  early  as  July  9th,  it  was  noted  that  Parliament 
was  not  satisfied  with  either  of  them..  It  had  sent 
messengers  to  Monk,  requiring  him  to  dismiss  some  of 
his  officers.  This  he  peremptorily  refused  to  do,  unless 
"  material  exceptions  "  were  proved  against  them,  and 
even  then,  insisted  that  they  should'  be  paid  :  and  he 
showed  scant  courtesy  to  the  messengers.  Montague's 
reply  to  a  like  request  was  more  courteous  in  its  phrasing, 
but  still  evasive  as  to  any  compliance  with  orders,  and 
connivance  between  the  two  began  to  be  suspected  (pp. 
18,  19).  Parliament  felt  that  they  did  not  understand  th6 
attitude  of  the  men  (p.  32). 
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Still  they  were  treated  with  a  show  of  courtesy.  When 
the  insurrection  broke  out,  Monk  was  requested  to  use 
his  utmost  vigilance  to  prevent  any  correspondence  with 
Scotland,  and  was  left  to  his  own  discretion  as  to  the 
difficult  question  of  the  gathering  in  of  the  assessments 
there  (p.  53).  CouncU  also  wrote  to  inform  him  of  the 
progress  of  matters,  and  they  sent  a  warrant  for  20,000/. 
for  the  payment  of  his  forces  (pp.  119,  120). 

It  was  thought  high  time  to  withdraw  him,  if  possible, 
from  his  army  in  Scotland,  and  bring  him  up  to  London ; 
and  a  courteous  letter,  signed  by  the  Speaker  and  sealed 
with  the  Parliament  seal,  was  prepared  and  dispatched, 
thanking  him  for  his  past  "  high  deservings,"  and  re- 
questing him  to  come  up  speedily,  providing  for  the  safety 
of  Scotland  during  his  absence  (p.  303).  Monk  obeyed 
the  letter,  but  not  the  spirit,  of  his  orders ;  he  marched 
southward,  it  is  true,  but  he  brought  with  him  6,000 
veteran  troops  (p.  311). 

Parliament  treated  him  with  great  deference,  sent  to 
congratulate  him  on  his  march,  and  consulted  him  as  to 
the  best  mode  of  quelling  faction  in  Ireland,  and  also 
about  affairs  in  Scotland  (pp.  310,  323),  the  expenses 
of  the  gratulations  amounting  to  235/.  (p.  593).  He 
did  not  respond  to  their  overtures,  for  he  wrote  to  the 
Speaker,  telling  him  that  in  all  his  march  through  the 
land,  he  observed  that  nothing  would  content  the  people 
but  a  free  Parliament  (p.  324). 

Monk  had  had  a  fair  opportunity  of  testing  the  sense  of 
the  nation,  for  at  his  suggestion  probably,  county  after 
county,  and  town  after  town,  sent  to  him  the  declaration 
of  their  sentiments,  the  gist  of  which  is  fairly  represented 
by  an  extract  from  that  of  Devonshire,  as  to  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Parliament. 

"Having  put  the  father  to  death,  they  abjure  the  son 
"  whom  they  fear  to  trust.  By  force  they  would  maintain 
"  what  by  force  they  have  gotten.     A  single  person  wiU 
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"  go  down  well  'enougli  with  the  fiercest  of  them,  when  it 
"  lies  fair  for  any  of  themselves,  witness  the  late  Pro- 
"  tector,  and  the  later  Lambert." 

"Briefly,  since  the  death  of  the  King,  we  have  been 
"  governed  by  tumult,-  bandied  from  one  faction  to  the 
"  other,,  thi»  faction  up_  to  day,  that  to-morrow,  but  still 
"  the  nation  under,  and  a  prey  to  the  strongest  "  (p.  331). 

Copies  of  many  of  these  declarations  are  preserved  in 
the  Record  Office,  and  calendared  in  this  volume  (pp.  830- 
332,  335,  336,  340,  34il,  344,  356,  361). 

As  early  as  November  1659,.  the  Royalists  indulged  a 
hope  that  Monk  would  be  drawn  over  to  their  side 
(pp.  260,  261,.  269,  281).  As  matter  of  precaution, 
therefore,  before  he  actually  reached  London,  Parlia- 
ment had  drawn  very  larg,e  guards  into  the  city,  with  a 
view  of  possessing,  it  in  their  own  interest,  before  hi& 
coming  (p.  326).  The  troops  themselves,  however,  began 
to  mutiny,  and  to  join  the  general  cry  for  a  free  Par- 
liament ;  and  so  completely  was  Monk  felt  to  be  master  of 
the  situation,  that  the  Council  of  State  appealed  piteously 
to  him  for  aid  in  reducing  thes&  disorders,  and  bringing 
the  soldiers  to  obedience,  while  on  the  very  same  day,  the- 
apprentices  and  young  men  of  London  were  urging  him  to- 
procure  a  free  Parliament.  At  the  foot  of  this  latter 
appeal,  it  is  noted  that  it  was  delivered  to  Monk  at 
St.  Alban's  on  2nd  Pebruary,  "  by  persons  elected  for 
"  that  purpose,  and  bad  a  very  cheerful  reception " 
(pp.  344,  345.) 

A  letter  written  on  the  3rd  states  that  "  all  is  in  a  mist 
"  and  at  a  stand,  till  the  arrival  of  Monk  with  his  army, 
"  which  is  expected  at  Barnet  next  week.  Most  of  the 
"  counties  have  declared  for  a  free  Parliament,  and  in 
"  such  a  manner  that  most  of  the  gentlemen  who  came- 
"  with  their  declarations  were  rewarded  with  imprison- 
"  ment.  Bat  nothing  else  will  satisfy  the  people,  or 
"  hardly  the  very  redcoats,  who  begin  now  openly  to- 
"  drink  the  King's  health  "  (pp.  345,  346). 
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On  February  8th,  Monk  with  his  6000  men  marched 
into  London,  and  was  lodged  at  Whitehall,  The  sum  of 
lOZ.  a  day  was  assigned  for  his  table,  which  was  to 
be  shared  by  the  Committee  for  Governing  the  Army 
(pp.  357,  591).  Council  gave  200/.  for  the  present 
charge  of  quartering  his  army  (p.  592),  though  much 
embarrassed  to  find  money  for  the  soldiers  in  and  about 
the  city;  having  in  vain  appealed  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
and  the  Commissioners  of  Assessment  for  London,  they 
turned  to  Monk  to  assist  them,  and  also  to  the  Army 
Committee  (pp.  367,  380). 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulty  of  raising  money,  so 
anxious  was  the  House  to  propitiate  the  new  dictator, 
in  whose  hands  lay  their  destinies,  that  they  voted  him 
20,000/.  for  his  eminent  services ;  13,000/.  to  be  paid  at 
once,  and  7000/.  in  September  (pp.  393,  594). 

The  same  day  however,  16th  March  1660,  Monk  insisted 
upon  the  E-ump  Parliament's  voting  its  own  dissolution,  and 
summoning  a  fresh  Parliament,  which  was  to  consist  of  a 
House  of  Peers,  as  well  as  a  House  of  Commons,  to  meet 
on  20th  April.  The  Royalist  tendency  of  these  changes 
could  no  longer  be  mistaken.  The  "  Exit  tyrannus,"  which 
had  been  set  over  the  place  for  the  statue  of  the  late  King 
in  the  Old  Change,  was  publicly  obliterated  by  order,  and 
"  Vive  le  E-oi "  substituted,  and  bonfires  were  lighted  in 
and  about  the  Change,  to  betoken  the  general  delight 
(pp.  393,  394).  A  few  days  later  brought  the  declaration 
of  indemnity,  signed  by  the  King,  of  4th  April,  and  his 
letters  to  the  Speaker,  to  Monk,  and  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
and  aldermen,  &c.,  of  London,  which  are  well  known,  and 
the  Riestoration  was  a  fait  accompli  from  that  time  (pp. 
428-430). 

These  overtures  were  accepted  with  abject  cordiality,  and 
the  death  of  the  late  King  was  alluded  to  as  an  act  which 
could  not  be  thought  of  "  without  such  a  detestation  and 
"  abhorrence  as  we  want  words  to  express  it."  A  procla- 
mation was  made,  by  order  of  Parliament,  not  that  King 
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Charles  should  be  restored  to  his  throne,  but  that,  from  the 
decease  of  the  late  King,  "  the  imperial  crown  of  these 
"  realms,  by  inherent  birthright,  descended  to  Charles  II., 
"  as  next  heir,  and  that  by  the  goodness  of  God,  he  is 
"  undoubted  King  of  England,  Scotland,  France,  and 
"  Ireland,  and  thereto  we  submit  and  oblige  ourselves  and 
"  our  posterities  for  ever"  (pp.  433,  434), 

Well  might  a  Frenchman  resident  in  England  exclaim 
"  Good  God,  do  the  same  people  inhabit  England  that 
"  were  in  it  10  or  20  years  ago  ?  Eelieve  me,  I  know  not 
"  well  whether  I  am  in  England  or  no,  and  whether  I 
"  dream"  (pp.  428,  429). 

Such  were  the  steps  by  which  the  Interregnum  or  Com- 
monwealth resolved  itself  into  a  return  to  monarchy. 

The  tables  of  attendances  of  the  Council  of  State  are 
given  as  fully  as  they  can  be  made  out,  but  it  was  subject 
to  perpetual  changes.  The  Council  established  in  May 
1659  collapsed  when  the  army  came  in,  and  turned 
Parliament  out  of  the  House  in  the  October  of  1659. 

On  the  re-assembling  of  Parliament  in  December,  they 
chose  another  Council,  which  met  on  3rd  January  1660, 
and  sat  only  7  weeks ;  Sir  Jas.  Harrington,  Nich.  Love, 
and  Thos.  Scott  were  its  most  frequent  presidents.  It  was 
superseded,  in  March  1660,  by  one  more  favourable  to  the 
project  of  the  restoration.  This  Council  commenced  its 
sittings  3rd  March,  and  sat  up  to  the  Hestoration.  It  did 
not  alternate  the  duties  of  the  presidency,  but  Arthur 
Anmerley  always  took  the  chair  at  its  sittings,  and  was 
not  once  absent. 

Eor  the  months  of  August,  September,  and  October, 
1659,  the  attendances  have  been  compiled  from  the  Order 
Book  of  Council ;  for  July  1659  and  January  to  May 
1660, — during  which  periods,  no  order  book  is  extant, — 
they  are  gathered,  though  with  less  precision,  from  the 
signatures  to  letters  and  warrants ;  these  are  not  always  to 
be  relied  on,  because  there  might  be  meetings  of  Council 
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at  which  no  documents  were  presented  for  signature,  and 
there  might  be  members  who  were  in  Council  who  did 
not  affix  their  signatures. 

Although  this  volume  concludes  the  historical  portion 
of  the  Commonwealth  calendar,  it  by  no  means  exhausts 
its  records.  There  were  committees  at  work,  exercising 
important  jurisdiction  over  the  property  and  even  the 
liberty  of  the  subject,  the  earliest  of  which  began  in 
November  1642,  after  the  erection  of  the  Eoyal  Standard 
at  Nottingham,  and  the  outbreak  of  the  civil  war.  The 
object  of  several  of  these  was,  by  dint  of  assessments, 
sequestrations,  or  sales  of  the  estates  of  Royalists,  or 
compositions  with  them,  to  obtain  additional  money  for 
carrying  on  the  Government.  One  was  for  sale  of  the 
Crown  rents,  or  fee-farm  rents,  another  for  the  provision, 
from  delinquents'  estates,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
ministry,  and  another  was  for  indemnifying  those  who, 
in  the  service  of  Parliament,  had  committed  actions  which 
would  otherwise  have  rendered  them  amenable  to  law. 

The  proceedings  of  these  committees  are  important  in 
their  historical  bearing,  but  more  so  from  a  genealogical 
and  topographical  point  of  view.  A  large  proportion  of 
the  landed  gentry  of  England  embraced  the  cause  of  the 
King,  and  their  acts  of  delinquency  came  before  these 
committees,  to  which  also  they  had  to  give  in  particulars 
and  valuations  of  their  estates,  in  order  to  afford  a  basis 
for  assessment  or  composition ;  so  that  from  these  records 
might  almost  be  compiled  a  second  Doomsday  Book  of  the 
seventeenth  century.

The  London,  Qommissioners.  Having  received  a  commission,  dated  24  Mar. 
Cope'nha°en  ^^*'  ^'^"'^  Admiral  Lord  Montague,  General  of  the  Fleet,  to  muster 
and  Elsinore.  that  part  under  his  command  in  the  Baltic  Seas,  I  herewith  send 
you  an  account  of  three  musters  taken  by  me  of  the  wliole  body 
thereof,  the  fireships  excepted, — which  are  only  tlie  Eaglet  and 
Hind,  now  both  at  home, — and  the  Fagon,  which  also  left,  and 
receiving  no  books,  I  called  them  over  per  poll.  I  intended  sending 
these  sooner  but  that,  besides  emergencies  relative  to  courts  martial 
(which  have  not  been  so  few  as  expected,  remoteness  of  place  con- 
sidered, where  opportunities  of  disorder  offer  not  frequently),  the 
setting  off  of  so  many  removes  of  seamen  from  one  ship  to  another, 
as  also  the  taking  account  of  men  sick  on  board,  and  on  shore  for 
recovery,  and  of  the  dead,  which  have  not  been  few  (and  it  is  a 
mercy  to  be  acknowledged  to  Divine  goodness  that  more  have  not 
followed),  and  likewise  the  unfrequent  opportunities  of  transmission 
have  occasioned  their  delay  so  long. 

I  hope  you  will  not  tax  me  of  negligence — considering  such  a 
body  of  ships,  consisting  of  near  10,000  persons  at  our  first  setting 
forth,  has  not  of  late  years  been  acted  upon  by  a  muster  master, — 
that  the  double  books  of  each  have  been  so  long  in  coming  to  your 
office.  I  have  made  a  fourth  round  through  the  fleet,  but  have  not 
time  to  set  it  over  into  these  books  ;  I  therefore  reserve  that  to  the 
books  I  intend  for  your  ofiice  and  the  Treasury  against  the  end  of 
the  voyage  (which  I  hope  will  not  be  now  of  long  continuance), 
together  with  such  further  musters  as  I  shall  take  in  the  interim, 
the  course  of  my  round  being  once  a  month  in  this  remote  region.

tend  them  and  administer)  with  SS  for  distinction's  salte  and  the 
better  taking  notice  of  their  returns  on  board,  which  the  poor 
hearts  gladly  do,  so  soon  as  any  strength  permits,  preferring  their 
sea  hammocks  before  the  cots  of  this  country.  The  Forester  was 
under  sail  when  I  got  intelligence  of  her  being  ordered  homeward, 
so  as  these  could  not  possibly  reach  her.

Sec.  Nicholas  to  M.  de  Marces.  I  am  glad  of  the  peace  between 
France  and  Spain.  There  was  a  great  meeting,  now  quelled,  at 
Dunkirk,  and  unless  the  garrison  is  soon  paid,  the  soldiers  threaten 
to  pull  down  the  Governor's  house  and  fire  the  town. 

The  Earl  of  Inchiquin  is  gone  to  Paris.  The  Earl  of  Bristol  is 
here.  Though  Hen.  Cromwell  has  submitted  to  the  ruling  powers. 
Parliament  is  not  satisfied  with  Monk,  who  refuses  to  sufier  any  of 
his  ofiicers  to  be  dismissed  till  they  are  paid,  and  till  material 
exceptions  are  proved  against  them ;  Parliament  is  not  pleased  with 
the  answer  sent  them  by  Adm.  Montague.  The  Dutch  and 
English  fleets  are  said  to  be  in  sight  of  each  other,  expecting  to 
fight.  Some  of  the  judges  appointed  to  circuits  refuse  to  take  the 
oath  prescribed  by  the  Rump  Parliament.  The  Bang  and  both  his 
brothers  are  now  here  and  well.  The  Dukes  speak  of  going  next 
week  to  their  sister  in  Holland.  [1^  po-gcs,  French  correspon- 
dence.] 

[Sec.  Nicholas]  to  Mr.  Mompesson.  I  am  glad  that  you  and  your 
lieutenant-colonel  are  so  ready  to  go  for  England ;  the  time  seems 
now  seasonable,  there  being  so  great  distractions  among  the  rebels, 
and  if  we  hear  truth,  the  greatest  part  of  the  nation,  being  very 
weary  of  the  rebellious  government,  wish  and  incline  to  appear  for 
the  King's  restoration.  My  advice  is  that  you  both  take  the  first  safe 
opportunity  to  transport  yourselves  with  all  privacy  to  the  fittest 
places  in  England.  Pretend  to  go  to  Low  Normandy  to  visit  some 
friends  there,  and  so  embark  at  Cherbourg  and  land  in  Dorsetshire 
or  Somersetshire,  where  there  are  no  garrisons  or  troops  ;  and  when 
landed,  contrive  to  get  to  your  friends,  and  raise  your  regiment. 
By  the  time  you  get  a  number  of  horse,  I  hope  you  may  hear  of 
some  of  the  King's  friends  gotten  together  in  a  body,  whom  you 
should  join  as  soon  as  you  can  safely.  Edw.  Penruddock  and 
Mr.  Duke  are  in  England,  and  will  join  you.  Write  me  where  you 
will  embark,  and  for  what  place ;  write  me  from  England,  directing 
to  Chas.  Siledon,  merchant  at  Antwerp.

His  daughter  is  married  to  Ingoldsby, 
Governor  of  Limerick,  who  vaunted  that  he  would  withstand 
this  Government  to  the  wearing  out  of  his  old  shoes.  All  ports 
for  Ireland  waylaid  him,  so  he  sailed  for  Dieppe  and  thence  for 
Ireland,  where,  if  disturbed,  he  will  arm  the  Irish.  Ludlow  is  the 
man  desired  as  lord-general  of  the  forces  in  Ireland. 

Parliament  is  incensed  against  Monk,  not  so  much  for  his 
peremptory  letter,  which  some  in  the  House  said  ought  to  be 
burned  by  the  common  hangman,  as  for  his  incivility  to  the  com- 
missioners sent  to  him,  who  are  so  little  i-egarded  by  him  that  they 
understand  him  not. 

From  Montague  they  have  no  assurance,  only  compliments,  and  fear 
correspondence  between  him  and  Monk  and  Scotland.  Lawson's  fleet, 
appointed  to  guard  the  Narrow  Seas,  is  rather  to  bring  Montague  to 
reason.

On  my  arrival  I  went,  partly  out  of 
curiosity,  partly  out  of  duty,  to  kiss  the  Queen's  hands.  She 
assured  me  that  Father  Campion,  procurator  in  this  Court  for 
England,  told  her  that  Mr.  Wilson  was  turned  out  of  his  society 
for  disservices  done  to  her  eldest  son.  The  Queen  said  she  was 
sorry  they  proceeded  so  rashly,  because  she  knew  of  many  services 
done  by  Wilson  to  her  children,  but  of  no  disservice.  Campion, 
who   expected   many  thanks   for   their   zeal   and   affection,  stood 
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amazed  and  silent,  but  his  companion,  a  French  father,  said  that 
her  Majesty  spoke  with  great  charity  of  Wilson.  She  said  it  was 
not  charity,  but  knowledge  of  the  contrary  of  what  they  said,  and 
so  dismissed  them.  They  repeated  the  same  thing  to  my  Lord  of 
Clancarty.  Campion  is  choleric,  but  he  will  not  act  without 
instructions.  Is  it  wise  in  them  to  sell  services  against  that 
Commonwealth  at  so  uncertain  a  rate  as  the  promise  of  a  college 
in  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  when  the  King  is  restored  ?  St.  James's 
Park  they  cannot  expect,  unless  they  break  wiLh  the  Abbess  of 
Ghent,  who  has  the  promise  of  it,  and  deprive  themselves  of  her 
counsel.  Campion's  followers  can  only  disavow  his  relation  to  the 
Queen,  and  Barrister's  compliment  to  the  ambassador  of  Portugal, 
but  it  will  be  a  hard  task,  as  they  are  public  persons  here.  I  told 
the  Queen  I  could  prove  the  story  false  by  Barrister's  letter,  and 
she  was  glad,  and  laughed  at  their  flattery  and  folly.  They  will  be 
prejudiced  both  in  Spain  and  England  by  such  obsequiousness. 

Mr.  Barrister  should  remove  Campion  from  being  procurator,  as 
he  has  brought  all  his  comrades  to  declare  themselves  enemies  of  that 
State,  and  not  on  the  score  of  religion,  but  if  Mr.  Barrister  will  not  do 
this,  I  must  manifest  the  calumny  to  the  world.

Londonderry,  6  July. 

There^  is  a  pirate  of  80  tons,  with^S  guns  and  80 

men,  lying  between  Cantyre  and  the  'coast  of  Ireland, 

most  of  her  stay  being  in  the  Isle  of  Banna,  which  last 

iveek  took  14  vessels,  ivhereof  4  from  Coleraine,  6  from 
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July  13.  Ayr  and  Erwin,  3  from   Portrush,  and  1  from  the 

North  Isles,  all  which  were  put  to  ransom,  and  paid 
it,  except  one,  a  pink  hound  for  Norway,  which  the 
pirates  sent  away  with  the  prizes ;  260  men,  women, 
and  children  coming  from  Scotland  to  their  abode  in 
Ireland  were  taken  by  the  said  pirates  and  pillaged, 
and  then  set  on  shore  in  Cantyre,  of  which  said  passen- 
gers, 60  coming  again  for  Ireland  in  2  boats,  were 
again  taken  last  Lord's  Bay  near  Cantyre  by  the  said 
pirates. 

Lisnegarvy,  9  July. 
The  poor  people  on  this  coast  have  of  late  sustained 
insufferable  losses  by  pirates.  There  were  4  barks  of 
Bonaghadee  taken  last  Tuesday,  and  they  have  taken 
29  vessels  within  these  6  lueeks  between  Ireland  and 
Scotland.  There  are  3  frigates  now  in  this  channel 
belonging  to  St.  Sebastian,  one  of  10  guns  and  the 
other  2  of  i  each,  who  have  some  Scots  in  them  who 
were  of  (Jharles  Stuart's  party,  and  who  know  almost 
every  port  and  owner  both  here  and  on  the  Scots'  side  ; 
so  that  if  they  be  suffered  to  follow  this  trade,  there  will 
be  neither  money  nor  trade.  Several  drovers  alsb  out 
of  England  have  lost  their  money,  and  others  keep  their 
cattle  here,  and  dare  not  ship  them.  If  one  frigate  of 
14  guns  was  ordered  to  he  constantly  on  these  seas 
between  this  and  Bublin,  it  might  prevent  such  mischief 
for  the  future. 

Goleraine,  9  July. 
This  coast  is  most  mischievously  infested  with  pirates 
that  will  not  permit  any  vessel  to  pass,  insomuch  that 
5  or  6  poor  harks  helonginy  to  Goleraine  were  taken  in 
one  day,  and  not  one  of  many  escape,  to  the  utter  im- 
poverishing of  all  the  country  from  Strangford  to 
Londonderry.  There  are  17  vessels,  great  and  small, 
ordered  to  ply  this  coast,  so  that  it  lies  under  an 
universal  ruin. 

Bonaghadee,  8  July. 
This  week  3  vessels  of  Bonaghadee  rvere  taken  by  a 
pickeroon  upon  the  Mould  of   Galway,  which  has  so 
disheartened  both  masters  of  ships  and  merchants  that 
trading  is  at  a  stand. 

Carrickfergus,  9  July. 
There  are  4  or  5  Spanish  men-of-war  on  this  coast, 
who  have  taken  28  ships  and  small  boats  these  8  days 
between  Berry  and  Carrickfergus,  which  has  much 
obstructed  trade.  There  is  not  a  vessel  dares  stir  out 
of  this  harbour  or  from  Bonaghadee,  the  men-of-war 
being  in  sight  daily.  One  was  taken  this  morning  at 
the  harbour's  mouth. 
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Coleraine,  8  July. 
It  is  a  sad  condition  that  we  can  have  no  relief  of 
shipping  here  to  inn'pede  the  enemy  on  this  coast.  They 
have  taken  within  these  6  or  8  days  between  this  and 
Scotland  16  vessels,  and  they  took  6  that  went  from 
hence  lately. 

Londonderry,  8  July, 
The  pirates  do  much  harm  on  our  coast,  as  they  took 
several  vessels  last  week,  and  if  some  men-of-ivar  he  not 
speedily  appointed  for  these  parts,  trade  will  he  wholly 
ruined.  The  number  of  pickeroons  infesting  these 
coasts  is  5,  and  none  have  above  5  or  6  guns.

Two  packet  boats  have  arrived  from  Ostend  and  Calais ;  the 
latter  reports  there  are  some  vessels  arrived  from  St.  Vallery,  which 
are  laid  up  in  the  magazine  at  Calais,  and  that  a  master  who  came 
from  Ostend  had  leave  this  week  to  go  on  shore  there  and  walk 
all  over  the  town,  which  they  formerly  would  not  suffer  ;  that  the 
inhabitants  desire  peace  with  England,  but  the  men-of-war  desire 
war  with  Holland,  and  that  the  chief  discourse  there  was  a  hope  of 
peace  with  England.

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to  the  master  of  her,  and  desired  his  boat,  with  4  oars,  to  go  on 
board  the  frigate,  and  promised  I  would  give  his  men  content.  He 
cotaplied,  and  coming  on  board,  I  asked  for  the  captain  and  purser, 
and  demanded  a  sea  book,  to  muster  the  frigate's  company,  that  1 
might  give  an  account  of  it  to  you,  and  a  perfect  sea  book  for 
Mr.  Treasurer,  and  showed  him  my  warrant.  The  purser  looked 
very  sour,  and  said,  for  his  part,  he  would  not  take  any  notice  of 
tay  warrant,  neither  did  he  believe  that  you  had  any  such  power 
now  as  formerly  you  had,  neither  would  he  give  me  any  muster 
books,  but  what  the  captaia  would  do  he  knew  not.  I  stayed

I  sailed  myself  for  Har- 
wich, with  the  Yarmouth,  came  to  anchor  there,  and  then  resailed 
with  the  Yarmouth  for  Ostend,  and  came  to  anchor  as  near  there  as 
I  could.  There  were  no  other  of  the  State's  frigates  on  my  arrival 
there  or  at  Nieuport,  as  Capt.  Newberry  of  the  Portland,  and 
the  Accadia,  had  chased  a  vessel  off  to  sea,  and  were  at  anchor  a 
distance  off,  as  also  the  Bristol  and  Hampshire  ;  but  they  have  all 
since  arrived. 

I  cannot  hear  of  any  preparation  for  shipping  men  from  Ostend, 
and  conceive  there  is  none  as  yet.  I  can  discover  but  few  ships  in 
the  harbour,  but  4  of  their  smaU  men-of-war  went  to  sea  ten  days 
since,  and  two  are  getting  ready,  which  wiU  carry  about  thirty 
guns  apiece;  if  they  had  a  present  design  of  shipping  off  any 
number  of  men,  they  would  keep  all  their  men-of-war  and  ships 
for  that  service.  I  will  endeavour  to  get  what  intelligence  I  can, 
and  advise  from  time  to  time,  and  use  all  means  to  place  the 
frigates  so  as  to  prevent  their  men-of-war  going  in  and  out ;  but 
they  take  such  opportunities  as  can  hardly  be  prevented,  for  when 
it  blows  hard  at  JN  .W.,  they  get  into  harbour,  and  sail  out  at  night 
close  by  the  shore  to  the  eastward.  The  Kent  has  arrived  with 
the  pilots  from  Dover,  and  Capt.  King  has  gone  with  my  long-boat 
to  Harwich.     There  is  a  small  pink  at  Woolwich,  which  draws

They  are  to  pay  2s.  a  day  to  horse  and  Is.  to  foot  soldiers,  and  lay 
a  rate  of  35,000/.  a  month.  In  case  of  sudden  exigency,  those  who 
find  the  soldiers  are  to  give  them  a  month's  pay  in  hand,  which  is 
to  be  repaid  from  the  militia  tax,  and  if  they  serve  longer  than  a 
month,  they  are  to  be  paid  from  the  Treasury  as  the  established 
army.  They  may  impress  wagons  at  4c/.  a  mile  outward,  and  imprison 
and  fine  mutineers  ;  also  those  who  refuse  to  find  soldiers,  or  who 
embezzle  arms,  or  do  not  appear  on  summons.  They  are  to  meet 
when  needful,  appoint  treasurers  and  clerks,  and  give  in  monthly 
accounts  to  Parliament  or  the  Council  of  State.  Also  to  demand 
money  in  hand  or  arms  from  the  late  Militia  Commissioners,  and 
levy  them  by  distress  or  imprisonment. 

They  are  to  search  Popish  retreats  for  arms,  and  therewith  arm 
the  well-afi'ected  ;  all  constables,  &c.,  to  assist  them.  When  any 
are  charged  with  horses  or  arms  where  they  do  not  reside,  notice 
is  to  be  given  to  the  tenant,  and  through  him  to  the  landlord,  who 
is  to  provide  them,  or  on  failure,  the  tenant  is  to  provide  them  on 
pain  of  distress,  and  defalk  the  same  from  the  rent. 

Those  who  are  charged  with  horses  or  arms  and  not  allowed  to 
]3ut  riders  on  them,  or  who  desire  to  pay  money  instead,  are  within 
14  days  to  pay  10/.  for  every  horse  and  arms,  and  then  to  be 
discharged.  No  person  to  act  on  this  commission  nor  in  those 
for  Westminster,  London,  Southwark,  or  the  Tower  Hamlets, 
without  making  a  declaration  of  fidelity  to  the  Commonwealth,'

witnesses  dwelling  beyond  seas  be  had  otherwise  than  by  the 
course  of  the  Admiralty  only,  which,  proceeding  by  the  same  laws, 
and  taking  notice  of  the  customs  of  those  foreign  places,  may  give 
righteous  judgment  thereupon,  to  be  understood  as  well  by  the 
foreigners  as  the  English,  to'  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  both,  which 
may  much  tend  to  the  iacrease  of  trade  and  commerce  ; — Parliament 
declares  and  enacts  that  all  matters,  contracts,  and  agreements 
whatsoever,  made  in  any  ports  or  places  beyond  seas,  and  all  causes 
of  ships,  and  of  goods  water  bound  and  laden  aboard  ships,  shaU 
belong  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Admiralty  Court  of  England,  and 
shall  be  duly  and  speedily  proceeded  on  in  that  Court,  and  there 
heard  and  decreed,  due  consideration  being  had  of  the  laws  and 
customs  of  those  foreign  places,  so  as  to  keep  up  a  mutual  good 
understanding  with  foreigners. 

And  as,  by  the  ancient  course  of  the  Admiralty,  in  all  matters  of 
ships  split  or  cast  away,  where  any  of  the  persons  are  saved,  so 
that  the  property  both  of  ship  and  goods  remains  in  the  owners, 
one  commission  for  enquiry  upon  all  used  to  issue,  and  to  examine 
by  the  cockets  and  maritime  evidence,  and  do  summary  justice 
upon  all  at  once,  with  restitution  of  all  saved  to  their  respective 
owners,  upon  reasonable  salvage, — whereas  to  force  everyone  to  his 
several  action  of  trover  or  trespass  would  add  affliction  to  the 
afflicted,  by  spending  the  goods  saved  in  multiplicity  of  suits,  and 
wearying  out  the  parties  when  witnesses  cannot  be  brought  to  the 
trial  vivd  voce  to  prove  the  interests,  as  those  ways  of  actions 
require : — Be  it  declared  and  enacted  that  in  all  such  cases,  the 
course  of  the  Admiralty  be  observed,  and  speedy  and  righteous 
justice  administered  to  the  parties  concerned,  by  that  Court.  And 
for  avoiding  vexation  and  causeless  troubles,  and  for  the  quiet  of 
the  people.  Be  it  also  declared  and  enacted  that  the  orders  and 
decrees  in  the  said  Court,  in  all  cases  whereof  it  has  right  of 
jurisdiction,  shall  be  of  force  and  valid  in  all  Courts  and  places, 
saving  to  every  person  their  lawful  remedy  of  appeal,  as  heretofore 
has  been  allowed.

Also  that 
there  are  7  or  8  more  getting  ready  to  come  to  sea,  two  being  new 
frigates  of  15  and  36  guns  ;  the  first  is  ready,  and  the  other  would 
be  in  a  month. 

There  are  not  400  Irish  soldiers  in  that  town,  and  those  that  are 
there  are  part  of  the  garrison,  save  such  as  go  to. sea  in  men-of-war. 
There  were  lately  2  or  3  foot  companies  drawn  into  that  gai'rison, 
as  an  addition  to  those  which  were  there  before,  on  account  of  the 
great  confluence  of  people  in  that  place,  come  to  be  at  the  meeting 
of  Cardinal  Mazarin  and  Don  Lewis  de  Haro.  The  forces  shipped 
away  from  thence  for  Ostend  in  the  frigates  which  were  burnt  were 
800  men,  and  had  gone  5  weeks  before  he  came  from*' thence :  there 
was  another  ship  which  went  away  before  them,  and,  as  he  heard, 
was  taken  by  one  of  our  frigates.  He  did  not  understand  of  any 
more  soldiers  that  were  to  be  transported  from  thence,  there  being 
no  discourse  of  anything  but  about  the  peace  between  that  country 
and  France. 

My  informant  belongs  to  Southampton,  was  taken  8  or  9  weeks 
since,  and  has  come  on  parole  to  free  a  prisoner  at  Plymouth ;  by 
means  of  the  wife  of  the  man  he  has  come  to  free,  he  had  liberty 
to  walk  about  that  town  4  or  5  days,  and  so  came  to  the  knowledge 
of  what  he  has  informed.  I  am  in  this  place  with  my  troop  by 
order  of  the  Council  of  State,  but  I  may  be  at  Plymouth  next 
Friday,  when,  if  anything  presents,  I  will  give  you  a  further 
account.

I  have  secured  several  of  the  late  King's 
party  and  disarmed  them,  and  we  have  likewise  taken  a  great 
number  of  new  saddles  and  arms,  some  in  houses  and  some  hid  in 
woods,  which  were  provided  against  this  time,  with  holsters  and  all 
else  fit  for  service,  but  at  present  there  is  no  appearance  of  any 
enemy  in  this  country ;  I  believe  they  are  gone  towards  Gloucester- 
shire and  Herefordshire, — the  places  designed  for  their  rendezvous, 
as  appears  by  the  examinations  of  such  as  have  been  taken, — but  I 
hope  the  Lord  will  scatter  them  as  stubble  before  the  wind. 

The  Militia  Commissioners  met  yesterday,  and  have  agreed  to 
raise  700  foot,  120  horse  in  2  troops,  and  100  dragoons,  for  the 
defence  of  the  Commonwealth  in  this  country,  and  a  list  of  the 
commanders  has  been  sent  to  Council  by  this  post.  The  Oxford, 
Wolf,  and  Griffin  have  come  into  the  Road,  by  order  of  Capt.

R.  Deane  to  Amb.  Loekhart.  I  am  ordered  by  Council  to  give  you 
an  account  of  affairs  here.  The  design  I  named  to  you  has  broken 
out.  The  old  Cavaliers,  with  some  discontented  Presbyterians 
inclining  to  Kingship,  contrived  a  general  insurrection  through 
all  the  counties  of  England  at  the  same  instant,  on  behalf  of  Charles 
Stuart.  The  day  was  Monday  1st  August.  Many  horses  and  arms 
were  bought  up,  but  Council  having  notice  seized  some.  We  knew 
of  their  intent  2  or  S  days  before,  by  intercepting  their  letters,  and 
were  informed  of  their  places  of  rendezvous  at  Tunbridge,  Kent, 
and  Redhill,  Surrey,  to  each  of  which  Council  sent  2  days  before 
2  or  3  troops  of  horse,  who  took  up  60  or  80  prisoners,  some  of 
note,  and  without  a  stroke  disappointed  their  meetings  there. 
They  had  also  parties  the  same  day  on  Salisbury  Plain,  and  at 
Lansdown,  near  Bath  ;  troops  of  horse  were  sent,  but  they  waited 
not  for  them,  but  disposed  of  their  own  accord,  and  several 
stragglers  were  taken  prisoners.  The  county  troop  took  some  who 
appeared  near  Hereford,  and  the  rest  scattered. 

They  had  designs  on  Gloucester,  Hereford,  Bristol,  and  Chichester, 
but  were  prevented  of  all,  so  that  nothing  was  heard  of  them,  but 
as  they  were  pursued  and  taken  up  by  our  soldiers. 

But  in  Cheshire  and  Lancashire  they  laid  their  design  more 
politicly,  having  drawn  in  Sir  Geo.  Booth,  Col.  Brook,  Sir  Thos. 
Middleton,  and  others  of  repute,  and  by  the  help  of  some  ministers, 
and  the  treachery  of  2  of  our  county  troops  whom  they  seduced 
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to  their  party,  they  got  together  1,000  horse  and  foot,  and  per- 
suading the  magistrates  of  Chester,  possessed  themselves  of  the 
city,  where  they  now  are.  The  adjoining  castle  is  garrisoned  for 
Parliament,  and  holds  out,  to  their  great  annoyance-. 

To  reduce  the  enemy  there,  16  troops  of  horse  and  dragoons  were 
sent,  who  must  be  there  by  this.  Maj.-Gen.  Lambert  is  also  sent 
with  a  large  body  of  horse  and  foot  to  march  through  the  counties, 
to  prevent  further  commotion  and  reduce  the  enemy,  in  case  they 
so  shelter  themselves  within  Chester  that  the  horse  already  sent 
cannot  engage  them.  The  Cavaliers  have  discovered  great  confid- 
ence of  gaining  the  whole  nation  without  a  stroke,  and  have  boasted 
that  a  great  part  of  the  Parhament  and  army  were  engaged  with 
them,  and  thus  have  drawn  in  many  to  join  them,  to  their  min. 
I  have  been  the  more  precise  because  you  will  hear  strange  reports 
of  these  transactions.     [Extract.     French  correspondence.] 

Aug.  8,  Geo.  Thomson  to  Amb.  Lockhart.  I  gave  you  an  account  of  the 
late  insurrection  in  Lancashire  and  on  the  borders  of  Cheshire. 
Sir  Geo.  Booth  and  others  are  got  into  a  body ;  Chester  set  open 
their  gates,  but  the  commander  of  the  castle  refused  to  surrender, 
and  holds  out  against  them.  They  are  2,000  or  3,000  strong.  They 
hold  Chick  Castle,  which  was  delivered  them  by  Sir  T.  Middleton, 
but  it  has  no  water. 

Lord  Lambert  has  gone  to  encounter  them  with  a  good  body  of 
horse  and  foot,  and  a  train  of  artillery.  Many  persons  and  arms 
are  daily  seized.  Col.  Massey  was  taken,  but  escaped  by  falling 
from  his  horse  in  a  woody  place  in  a  dark  night,  going  down  a 
steep  hill.  Col.  Blake,  who  was  governor  of  Wallingford,  was 
taken  and  brought  to  London,  and  divers  other  persons  of  quality. 
I  hear  of  but  one  army  soldier,  a  trooper  who  went  over  to  them, 
and  he  is  taken.

On  Sir  Arthur  Hesilrigg's  report  of  a  paper  from  the  ambassador 
of  the  United  Provinces,  and  of  another  paper  of  a  further 
agreement  dated  at  the  Hague,  4  August  1659,  Parliament 
confirms  the  said  further  agreement  of  the  States  General,  and 
refers  it  to  the  Council  of  State  to  send  instructions  to  the 
Commissioners'  plenipotentiary  with  the  Kings  of  Sweden  and 
Denmark,  precisely  to  observe  the  contents  of  the  said  further 
agreement. 

A  list  of  commission  officers  given  of  Col.  John  Dixwell's  regiment 
of  foot,  presented  by  the  Militia  Commissioners  for  Kent,  read,  and 
all  approved  except  Phineas  Pett  and  John  Butcher,  who  were 
recommitted.

They  send 
commissions  for  the  persons  mentioned  in  your  letter,  and  others, 
with  blanks  for  inferior  officers,  for  you  to  fill  up.  They  hear  that 
the  enemy  is  scattered  in  all-  parts,  save  about  Cheshire.  To-day 
several  persons  were  arrested,  and  confessed  the  design  of  an  insur- 
rection in  this  city  this  evening,  that  the  word  was  given  out,  their 
posts  appointed,  and  strong  guards  placed  in  several  parts.  We 
enclose  Parliament's  declaration  concerning  the  insurrection,  and 
desire  to  hear  news  from  your  parts,  and  your  renewed  vigilancy 
to  preserve  the  peace.     [/.

At 
Chester  they  took  but  the  town,  Col.  Croxton  valiantly  holding  the 
cafitle. 

Major-Gen.  Lambert  is  marching  towards  them,  and  we  believe 
their  own  fears  will  disperse  them  when  they  hear  the  near 
approach  of  his  army,  seeing  that  the  rest  of  the  country  is  quiet, 
and  the  expectations  of  the  conspirators  disappointed  therein.  We 
understand  from  examinations  of  prisoners  before  the  Lord  Mayor 
yesterday,  that  a  rising  of  apprentices  in  London  was  intended  at 
5  this  evening,  to  prevent  the  troops  from  marching  to  Chester, 
when  the  calling  of  a  Common  Hall  was  to  have  been-  obtruded  on 
the  Lord  Mayor ;  but  these  designs  were  frustrated  by  the  Lord 
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Mayor's  vigilance,  and  Parliament,  by  assistance  of  the  forces  in 
and  around  London,  and  others  well-affected,  can  check  the  attempts 
of  the  enemy. 

We  hear  several  Irish  have  embarked  at  Biscay,,  intending  for 
Ireland,  Scotland,  or  Flanders,  and  desire  you  to  be  watchful  to 
prevent  evil  designs.  We  want  to  know  if  you  have  despatched 
the  500  horse  and  1,000  foot  we  wrote  to  you  to  send  over.  [/.

It  is  no  wonder  you  are  alarmed  by  strange  reports  of  rebellions, 
as  we  often  intercept  packets  of  forged  intelligence  which  the 
enemy  disseminate  in  order  to  discourage  our  friends ;  the  effect  is 
to  cause  our  secret  enemies,  and  those  who  are  wavering,  to  show 
their  hostility,  when  otherwise  they  would  have  behaved  more 
discreetly. 

You  have  heard  how  Sir  Geo.  Booth,  Sir  Thos.  Middleton,  and 
other  rebels  of  Cheshire,  Lancashire,  and  Wales  appeared  in  arms, 
and  proclaimed  King  Charles  at  Warrington  and  Wrexham,  and 
are  themselves  proclaimed  rebels  by  Parliament.  We  have  heard 
to  day  from  Maj.-Gen,  Lambert,  on  his  march  to  Chester,  and 
also  from  Maj.  Creed,  who  is  in  Cheshire  with  a  considerable 
brigade,  that  he  endeavoured,  to  engage  the  rebels,  and  has  taken 
some  prisoners,  but  that  the  enemy  is  rather  inclined  to  fly  than 
to  fight,  their  foot  being  mostly  forced  Into  the  service,  and 
unarmed.  A  few  days  will  try  their  temper.  Nevertheless,  although 
undoubtedly  they  have  many  friends  all  over  the  country,  all  their 
designs  for  risings  on  certain  days  have  hitherto  been  frustrated 
by  a  gracious  and  all-seeing  God,  save  only  at  Chester,  and  there 
we  have  good  hopes  speedily  to  reduce  them  to  obedience.  [/.

There  are  risings  in  many  parts  of  England,  though  some  are 
suppressed.  Chester  city  and  castle  are  in  arms,  and  in  Cheshire 
and  Lancashire  are  6,000  horse  and  foot,  and  others  are  marching 
to  them. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  has  told  me  what  you  sent  him  by  last 
post.  I  sent  him  letters  from  Sir  Rich.  Browne  and  Thos.  Elliott 
to  myself  We  have  not  heard  from  the  King  since  he  went  hence, 
nor  from  any  about  the  Duke  of  York. 

Lambert  has  marched  from  London  towards  Chester,  with  6,000 
troops  and  8  cannon,  so  that  the  Londoners  can  show  their  affection 
to  the  King,  if  they  have  a  mind  to  free  themselves  of  their 
oppressors.  Col.  Thos.  Blagg  is  said  to  be  sent  to  the  Tower  for 
being  too  free  in  discovering  himself  to  acquaintance  in  England. 
Bristol  is  said  to  stand  out  against  the  Government,  for  Col.  Okey 
died  -^  August  in  Westminster,  and  so  was  not  in  Bristol  as  the 
prints  say.

Lord  Taafe  to  the  Earl  of  Inchiquin. 

I  expected  to  be  in  England  by  this  time,  but  the  King  will  not 
cross  until  he  has  full  knowledge  of  the  ground  on  which  his 
friends  invite  him,  and  last  week's  news  will  not  encourage  him 
to  hazard  his  person.  Chester  has  certainly  declared  for  him,  but 
we  hear  of  no  great  risings ;  yet  if  he  attempt  nothing,  he  will  be 
disadvantageously  spoken  of  Some  say  the  Duke  of  York  is  in 
England,  but  I  believe  be  is  near  the  King,  who,  if  he  go  not  into 
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England,  will  go  to  Spain,  where  I  am  told  he  is  expected.  This 
were  a  sad  place  to  return  to.  I  know  not  whither  to  go,  but  hope 
soon  to  have  a  start  for  a  voyage. 

If  our  misfortunes  continue,  by  the  Parliament  suppressing  G;ir 
expectations  in  England,  the  negotiations  should  proceed,  therb 
being  nothing  better  for  our  support.  This  last  year  45  crowns 
has  been  given  in  Germany  for  horsemen,  with  saddles  and  bridles, 
and  pistols,  so  it  will  be  hard  to  persuade  them  to  go  a  long 
voyage  to  Portugal ;  you  must  make  all  inquiries  about  ports,  &c. 

If  I  do  not  hear  of  the  King  being  gone  to  England,  I  shall  not 
stir  till  your  answer  to  this  letter  arrives,  and  the  next  day  I  will 
ride  post  to  you,  but  with  liberty  to  return  hither  if  needful.  The 
Duke  of  Gloucester  is  here,  and  represents  the  person  of  a  great 
prince  very  well.  Caracena  sent  him  word  he  would  be  with  him 
by  5  last  Thursday,  but  being  ^  of  an  hour  late,  the  Duke  stayed 
not  for  him.     This  is  commended  even  by  the  Spaniard.

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or  in  default,  that  the  captains  provide  fit  persons,  to  be  paid  by 
those  in  whose  stead  they  serve.

Lord  Lambert  not  being  come  up  to  him  ;  ifc  is  supposed  that 
both  horse  and  foot,  under  Lord  Lambert,  joined  yesterday,  or  will 
this  day,  near  Chester,  and  an  engagement  like  to  be  to-day,  if  Sir 
Geo.  Booth  will  stand.  There  is  no  news  of  any  in  arms  against 
the  Parliament  but  Sir  Geo.  Booth,  and  Middleton's  party  in  divers 
parts  about  Cheshire,  ^and  those  about  Derby,  and  with  the  Earl  of 
Stamford,  which  it  is  said  are  not  great  numbers.  Many  of  the 
nobility  are  engaged  in  the  design.  Soaie  of  them  are  apprehended 
and  secured.

Advice  from  the  Sound  is  that  the  ministers  of  England  and  the 
Netherlands  are  like  to  agree,  but  neither  of  the  Kings  are  pleased 
with  what  is  agreed  at  the  Hague,  which  puts  those  ati'airs  to  more 
difficulty ;  if  nothing  like  to  be  done  with  S.,  the  knowledge 
thereof  might  be  of  advantage  by  speeding  out  our  fleet. 

Just  now  there  is  news  that  some  horse  and  dragoons  from  Lord, 
Lambert  reached  Derby  the  13th  instant,  but  those  that  had  been 
in  arms  had  laid  them  down  and  gone  home.

udon.  The  revolt  which  was  said  to  be  general  in  England,  is  reduced 

to  2  counties,  Lincolnshire  {sic)  and  Cheshire,  where  Sir  Geo. 
Booth, — a  gentleman  who  has  200,000  livres  rent  and  lately  bore 
arms  for  this  very  Parliament — is  at  the  head  of  10,000  or  20,000 
men.  He  is  a  great  Presbyterian,  and  for  politic  reasons,  has  not 
yet  declared  for  the  King,  but  for  a  Parliament  freely  chosen. 
Maj. -Gen.  Lambert  has  gone  with  6,000  men,  and  others  are  to 
join  him  en  route,  to  suppress  this  rebellion.  They  are  now  near 
each  other.  If  Lambert  can  beat  them,  this  disorder  will  contribute 
much  to  the  establishment  of  the  republic ;  but  if  he  were  beaten, 
great  changes  w^ould  happen. 

The  London  apprentices  were  on  the  point  of  declaring  for  the 
King,  but  the  conspiracy  has  been  discovered  and  prevented,  as 
have  been  many  conspiracies  throughout  the  country.  All  the 
nobility  and  gentry  of  the  King's  party  are  prisoners.  To  tell  the 
truth,  the  English  nobility  are  strangely  cowardly.  The  chief 
persons  who  declared    themselves  with  Booth  were   the   Earl   of 
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Derby,  Lord  Kilmorey,  Col.  Ireland,  Maj.-Gen.  Middleton,  and  other 
private  gentlemen.  It  is  not  yet  known  whether  the  King  has 
arrived.  Had  he  been  here  15  days  since,  his  affairs  had  gone  better. 
The  3  regiments  that  came  from  France  were  marched  after 
Lambert.  At  London  all  is  in  profound  tranquility.  [A  passage 
follows  in  cypher,  to  tvhich  there  is  no  key.

As  for  these  blind  people  here,  they  are  as  malignant  as 
others  who  show  their  teeth  ;  14  days  since,  some  of  the  baser  soi't 
openly  declared  fur  a  King,  and  invited  others  to  join  with  them, 
which  insolence  was  too  lightly  passed  over  by  the  governor  of  the 
town. 

I  am  informed  by  some  of  the  better  sort  how  things  go,  and 
have  sent  to  the  governor  of  Landguard  Fort  to  seize  2  or  3  of  the 
most  bold  and  violent  persons.  I  have  given  advice  to  the 
Admiralty,  and  desired  that  they  will  grant  a  commission  to  some 
persons  to  raise  a  company  of  the  well-affected,  to  secuie  the  town 
and  port,  which  is  needed  as  the  spirit  of  the  nation  is. 

I  also  moved  them  about  the  sale  of  the  old  decayed  ropes 
and  sails  that  pester  the  storebouse,  and  might  have  procured 
money  to  pay  off  the  workmen,  who  are  in  such  arrears  and 
necessities  that  they  cannot  get  credit;  but  I  find,  by  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Blackborne,  they  have  no  mind  to  do  themselves  so 
much  right. 

If  the  Concord  is  not  soon  removed,  she  will  sink  in  the  har- 
bour ;  and  if  no  other  be  appointed  to  supply  her  room,  the  service 
will  be  prejudiced,  and  the  powder  and  other  stores  endangered. 
I  find  the  stores  very  empty,  and  have  enclosed  a  demand  for  a 
present  supply  ;  for  a  more  fit  provision  there  must  be  speedy  care 
taken,  there  being  more  frigates  coming  in  daily  here  than  to  any 
other  port,  and  the  loss  of  masts,  rigging,  and  cables  is  great.

Norwich,  where  Maj.-Gen.  Lambert,  hearing  of  their  approach, 
gave  them  the  meeting  within  a  mile  of  Norwich ;  they  fell 
on  the  enemy,  who  boldly  received  them,  that  is  as  many  of  the 
enemy  as  were  there,  for  the  horse  stood  on  a  hill,, and  came  not  at 
the  foot.  The  dispute  was  short  and  sharp  ;  it  is  reported  the  foot 
are  all  slain,  but  our  horse  had  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy's  horse 
to  Chester  gates.  The  town  seeing  they  fled  did  not  stand,  but 
run  away,  bid  them  begone  or  submit,  or  else  they  would  let  in 
the  Parliament  party,  whereupon  the  enemy  stole  all  away  in  the 
night,  and  the  town  went  to  Gen.  Lambert,  and  submitted  them- 
selves to  his  mercy.

The  mere  appearance  of  the  troops  put'Booth's  party  to  the  rout, 
without  any  loss  except  of  30  dead,  and  200  or  300  prisoners. 
Lambert,  taking  advantage  of  their  terror,  marches  for  Chester, 
where  most  of  the  fugitives  have  retired,  but  all  the  chief  officers 
and  soldiers  abandoning  it  in  the  night,  next  day  he  found  the 
gates  open,  and  entered  with  some  of  his  troops,  but  without 
suffering  any  disorder,  according  to  his  promise  to  the  inhabitants. 

Liverpool,  being  thus  left  at  liberty,  sent  word  that  it  had  always 
held  for  Parliament,  and  that  even  Col.  Ireland,  who  commanded 
there,  had  declared  for  the  same  interest,  although  he  had  taken  a 
commission  under  Booth.  Some  other  small  castles,  where  garrisons 
had  been  placed,  were  reduced  without  fighting.  Only  Mid  die  ton 
remains  in  arms  ;  he  retired  to  his  castle  with  some  troops,  without 
other  hope  than  to  obtain  a  capitulation.  If  Booth  had  taken  this 
course,  and  held  Chester,  he  had  avoided  the  disgrace  into  which 
he  has  fallen.  Trying  to  escape  to  London,  disguised  as  a  woman, 
with  3  servants,  he  was  recognized  at  an  inn,  and  delivered  by  the 
innkeeper  to  the  soldiers,  who  brought  him  to  the  Tower.  Sir  Hen. 
Vane  and  Sir  Art.  Hesilrigg  went  there  at  once  to  question  him 
from  the  Parliament. 

Maj.-Gen.  Egerton,  one  of  the  other  chiefs,  and  the  Earl  of  Derby, 
have  also  been  taken,  besides  many  others  of  quality.  By  their 
depositions  it  does  not  seem  that  their  party  was  as  strong  as 
reported,  never  having  exceeded  3,000  or  4,000  men.  Still  by 
avoiding  a  fight,  this  body  might  have  kept  up  the  war  some  time, 
and  given  heart  to  the  disaffected  in  the  provinces  to  take  arms, 
but  this  needed  a  chief  more  experienced  than  Sir  G.  Booth.

This  latter  body  has  ordered  thanks  to  Gen.  Lambert,  with  a  jewel 
of  lOOOZ.  •  The  proposition  to  give  him  a  patent  as  Major-general 
of  all  the  forces  has  not  found  favour.

A  Committee  is  appointed  to  confiscate  the  delinquents'  goods, 
which  are  valued  at  3  millions  a  year,  if  all  the  suspected  are 
convicted.  There  are  difficulties  about  the  establishment  of  the 
judges.  Parliament  having  disapproved  the  use  of  [High]  courts  of 
justice,  and  being  doubtful  whether  juries  will  condemn  those  who 
have  taken  arms  to  get  a  free  Parliament.  This  difficulty,  and  the 
irritation  which  a  too  great  severity  would  cause,  may  lead  Parlia- 
ment to  gentleness,  even  toward  Booth,  if  he  will  discover  those 
who  promised  to  take  arms  in  the  provinces  ;  and  this  lie  may  do  to 
save  his  life,not  being  obliged  to  be  careful  for  those  who  abandoned 
him  after  having  embarked  him  in  so  bad  an  affair ;  but  whatever 
mildness  may  be  used,  the  goods  will  be  seized  to  pay  a  part  of  the 
public  debts,  and  to  reduce  the  taxes,  which  have  been  almost 
doubled,  and  which  the  people  bear  with  impatience.

To  report  to  Council  that  in  lieu  of  arrears  of  additional  pay  to 
tlie  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers,  they  have,  beside  the 
allowance  of  7c?.  a  day  (sic),  one  coat,  one  pair  of  hose,  one  pair  of 
stockings,  one  shirt  and  2  pairs  of  shoes  each.  The  profits  belonging 
to  the  town  major  to  be  allowed  towards  the  contingent  charge  of 
the  garrison,  and  the  pay  of  the  town  major.     [I.  130,  pp.  9-13.] 

15.  Vice-Adm.  Jno.  Lawsoa  to  [the  Admiralty  Commissioners]. 
This  day  the  Kent  arrived  from  the  coast  of  Flanders,  and  brought 
with  her  50  passengers,  taken  out  of  several  vessels  under  a 
Holland  convoy,  all  bound  for  England.  I  shall  take  their  exami- 
nations, and  such  as  are  able  to  give  a  good  account  of  their  coming 
over  I  shall  dismiss  ;  as  for  the  rest,  I  shall  send  an  account  more 
at  large  concerning  them  to-morrow. 

I  understand  there  were  60  persons  on  board  one  Capt. 
Bancker,  the  commander  of  a  Holland  man-of-war,  for  passage  over 
to  England,  but  the  States  of  Middleburg  would  not  permit  them 
to  come  over  in  that  ship,  neither  were  any  suffered  to  have 
passage  in  the  man-of-war  that  was  convoy  to  the  vessels  above 
mentioned.  The  Lizard  has  latelj''  chased  an  Ostender  on  shore 
near  Beachy,  and  the  Lily  has  retaken  a  vessel  of  Weymouth  which 
was  surprised  by  the  said  Ostender.  Having  had  information  of 
several  passengers  daily  coming  over  from  Calais,  for  the  better 
prevention  thereof,  I  ordered  Mr.  White  to  fit  out  a  shallop  that  he 
had  at  Dover,  being  a  prime  sailer,  and  having  put  20  men  in  her 
from  this  ship,  I  sent  her  out  on  Wednesday.  To-day  she  brought 
in  a  French  vessel  with  wool,  and  is  gone  to  sea  again  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  service  aforesaid.     [1  page.] 

16.  Vice-Adm.  Jno.  Lawson  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners. 
According  to  your  directions,  I  will  take  care  for  securing  the 
vessels  that  are  coming  under  convoy  of  the  Lizard  to  the  herring 
fishery.

I  cannot  hear  of  any  motion  of  the 
Spanish  Army  in  Flanders,  nor  of  any  preparation  for  motion, 
only  I  have  advice  that  that  part  of  the  Spanish  Army  which  lay 
by  Nieuport  had  a  design  to  break  in  upon  that  town  and  plunder 
it,  which  being  discovered  to  the  governor  there,  means  were  used 
for  prevention  thereof,  by  dismissing  several  of  them. 

As  to  the  passengers  mentioned  in  my  last,  I  find  most  of  them 
to  be  merchants  coming  over  on  their  lawful  occasions,  or  else 
English  soldiers  that  have  been  left  sick  in  Flanders  (as  they  say) 
behind  their  regiments,  and  are  now  going  over  to  them ;  but  there 
are  8  about  whom  I  am  not  satisfied,  and  shall  detain  them  longer. 
The  Kichard  has  only  7  days'  provisions  on  board.  [1  page.

We  were  made  treasurers  of  the  moneys  collected  for  the  distressed 
Protestants  in  Piedmont  and  Poland.  These  moneys  were  brought 
into  the  Chamber  of  London,  and  there  managed  by  a  Committee, 
whence  the  greatest  part  was  sent  beyond  sea  for  the  uses  intended, 
and  the  remainder,  by  order  of  the  Committee,  we  were  to  put 
out  at  interest.  Since  then,  on  29  July  [1659],  you  commanded 
us  to  bring  in  3,100Z.  lbs.  2d.  of  the  Piedmont  moneys,  and 
858Z.  10s.  5d.  of  the  Poland  moneys — 3,954Z.  8s.  7d.  in  all — supposed 
to  be  in  our  hands,  and  also  9,450Z.  more  unapplied  to  the  uses  for 
which  it  was  gathered.  We  never  had  any  moneys  in  our  hands, 
but  what  remains  in  cash  remains  in  the  Chamber  of  London,  in 
the  same  specie  wherein  it  was  first  contributed,  part  of  it  being 
money  counterfeit,  or  light  and  clipped  money  not  current.  Yet  to 
show  our  forwardness,  the  next  day  after  the  order,  we  brought  into 
the  Exchequer  all  the  same  -moneys,  amounting  to  3,1781.  8s.  9d. 
in  current  money,  and  7751.  19s.  lOd  in  other  money,  and  have 
since  got  in  4,500L  more  on  part  of  the  bonds. 

As  the  security  for  the  remainder  set  out  at  interest  is  taken  to 
the  late  Protector  and  his  successors,  and  if  any  part  should  prove 
desperate,  yet  the  moneys  being  put  out  with  the  best  of  our  skill 
to  persons  then  and  yet  responsible,  and  it  being  then  known  that 
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the  moneys  were  the  Protestants'  moneys,  we  conceive  we  are  not, 
by  any  rules  of  equity  in  the  case  of  orphans  and  executors,  to 
make  good  the  same. 

We  beg  acceptance  of  the  moneys  so  brought  in,  and  order  for 
the  rest  to  be  brought  in,  and  an  Act  of  Parliament  discharging 
us  in  full.     [1  sheet]

Newt!rane,  received  the  250?.  you  ordered  when  I  was  last  with  you,  which 
Vappmg  Wall.  ^^^^  cleared  my  old  accounts,  and  there  still  remains  a  great  sum 
due  to  shipwrights,  caulkers,  sawyers,  joiners,  &c.,  as  also  seamen 
in  ordinary  belonging  to  the  hulks  at  Harwich,  who  will  have  been 
without  pay,  by  the  end  of  this  month,  a  full  year  and  a  half  J 
neither  have  they  had  allowance  of  victuals  as  in  other  ports,  but 
have  always  received  money  for  victuals,  so  that  by  their  continu- 
ance so  long  without  pay,  their  necessity  is  exceeding  great,  and 
their  wants  insufferable,  they  having  families  to  maintain  ;  besides 
my  own  salary,  and  the  storekeeper's  for  so  long  a  time. 

As  I  am  made  in  plainness  by  the  power  of  God  to  act  for  the 
nation,  so  am  I  in  the  same  power  made  to  write  in  plainness,  lay- 
ing before  you  these  considerations,  to  wit ;  that  at  my  own  great 
cost  and  charges,  I  have  made  this  journey  hither,  having  no  other 
end  therein  but  the  hope  of  procuring  money  to  pay  the  debts  of 
the  Port  of  Harwich,  which  are  of  such  consequence  that  want  of 
payment  will  wholly  obstruct  the  business  of  that  port.  The  weight 
cannot  lie  upon  me,  but  upon  yourselves,  and  I  am  clear,  having 
discharged  my  duty  therein. 

The  purveying  of  timber  for  this  port  has  likewise  been  put 
upon  me,  and  now  timber  is  wanting  for  cheeks  for  masts,  and 
I  have  not  a  penny  in  hand  for  that  end,  so  that  in  case  I  should 
want  such  timber  when  business  is  in  haste,  what  an  obstruction 
will  it  be  to  the  works,  I  having  no  Commissioner  here  to  apply  to, 
as  shipwrights  in  other  ports  have,  and  they  have  all  things  neces- 
sary for  what  is  required  brought  in  by  purveyors.  Several  things 
of  this  nature,  and  very  burdensome,  lie  upon  me,  yet  you  will  not 
give  me  a  supply  sufficient  to  answer  your  expectations,  so  that  the 
blame  of  what  falls  out  contrary,  for  want  of  supply,  cannot  be  laid 
upon  me. 

There  was  a  time  when  my  complaints  were  answered  by 
Commissioner  Bourne,  but  since  he  left  oflf  inspection  into  your  port, 
my  complaints  have  seemed  of  little  weight  to  any,  and  for  18  months, 
I  have  not  known  to  whom  to  complain,  so  as  to  find  redress.

The  great  misfortune  of  Sir  G.  Booth's  total  defeat  will  discourage 
all  risings  at  present,  but  I  do  not  hear  of  any  great  body  of  men 
in  arms  against  the  rebellious  government.  This  news  will  defer 
the  King  and  Duke's  posting  into  England.  We  hope  the  Kings 
of  France  and  Spain  will  help  him  in  the  interests  of  monarchy, 
for  without  foreign  assistance,  his  friends  will  not  venture  to  appear 
again.  The  rebels  have  recalled  Adm.  Montague  and  their  fleet 
from  the  Sound.  Three  Irish  regiments  landed  at  Beaumaris  the 
day  after  Sir  G.  Booth's  defeat,  but  we  hear  of  nothing  done  by 
Monk  on  command  of  the  pretended  Parliament.     Lord  Berkley 
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arrived  on  Thursday  and  says  the  Duke  of  York  will  be  here  next 
week,  but  he  knows  not  where  the  King  is,  nor  what  he  intends 
to  do.

They  had  no  passes,  and  before  I 
could  examine  the  goods,  the  storm  increased  so  fast  that  I  towed 
her  at  my  stern ;  as  slie  was  almost  sinking,  towards  night  I 
saved  the  men,  and  the  greatest  part  of  the  goods  ere  the  boat  sunk, 
but  the  men  belonging  to  her  would  not  endeavour  to  save  any- 
thing. I  have  delivered  the  goods  into  the  Custom  House  at 
Plymouth,  where  such  as  have  paid  the  duties  are  carefully  looked 
after  ;  there  are  several  parcels  of  leather  which  will  also  be  looked 
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after  according  to  law.     The  passengers,  having  been  examined  and 
found  to  be  honest  men,  were  permitted  to  follow  their  occasions. 

I  hope  you  will  not  be  offended,  as  by  what  I  heard  from  the 
vice-admiral  in  the  Downs,  it  was  not  convenient  to  let  such  pass 
without  examination ;  her  men  at  first  gave  me  thanks  for  saving 
their  lives,  but  now  they  tell  me  that  if  they  meet  me  in  France,  I 
shall  pay  for  the  boat,  which  would  have  been  lost,  together  with  those 
therein,  had  I  not  met  them.

W  hitehail.  As  peace  is  happily  restored,  Council  thanks  you  for  your  service, 
and  desires  you  to  disband  forthe  present  your  volunteer  forces.  They 
also  inform  you  that  2  foot  companies  of  Col.  Clerke's  regiment 
lately  returned  from  Flanders  have  orders  to  quarter  in  Stafford, 
and  to  observe  Col.  Crompton's  orders  for  security  of  the  place. 
[I.  78,  p.  567;  I.  98,  p.  201.] 

Sept,  14.  Committee  of  Dunkirk.     Day's  Proceedings. 

On  the  order  of  10  September,  the  Committee  have  spoken  with 
Mr.  Delavd,ll  about  the  Black  Haven  and  Hope  of  Home,  named  in  the 
ambassador's  paper.  The  ships  were  taken  and  brought  to  Dunkirk 
under  Swedes'  commissions,  granted  to  Spalding,  a  Swede.  The 
Hope  was  compounded  for  with  the  master  for  820  guilders  and 
dismissed,  and  then  brought  by  him  into  Dunkirk,  and  disposed  of. 

The  Black  Raven,  laden  with  salt,  was  claimed  as  belonging  to 
Rochelle ;  she  lay  at  Dunkirk  4  months,  and  the  bulk  was  not 
broken  till  adjudication  by  Friezendorf.  The  captain,  Jacobson,  was 
born  at  Dunkirk,  and  is  free  by  the  capitulation  to  serve  any  prince 
or  state  in  amity,  and  his  appeal  lies  to  England  on  judgment. 
Delavall  received  1, 90O  guilders  for  customs,  and  1,300  for  due*  to 
the  crown  of  Sweden,  and  Spalding  would  have  carried  away  the 
ship  if  he  would  permit  it  The  ship  was  disposed  of  before 
Council's  order  to  the  contrary,  and  8,000  guilders  borrowed  to  pay 
tJie  soldiers,  4,000  yet  unpaid.  The  rest  of  the  ship  and  goods 
remain  at  Dunkirk,  stopped  by  Council's  order.  He  justifies  the 
sale,  because  it  was  not  known  at  Dunkirk  that  Swedes  might  not, 
as  usual,,  have  leave  to  sell  the  ship  and  compound  for  the  goods. 
Delavall  denies  that  he  has,  as  charged  by  the  Dutch  Minister, 
accepted  any  commission  from-  the  King  of  Sweden  as  judge  of 
Admiralty  or  postmaster,  but  he  sits  here  to  give  an  account  of 
proceedings,  as  desired  by  Lord  Lockhart. 

He  was  desired  by  the  King  of  Sweden  to  receive  the  dues  payable 
to  the  King  on  all  prizes,  but  only  received  lOOl.  He  confesses 
his  error  as  to  Mr.  Payne,  but  was  provoked  thereto  by  Payne's 
abusive  language,  and  knew  not  that  he  was  the  ambassador's, 
servant. 
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An  agreement  was  made  by  the  master  of  the  White  Horse,  the 
goods  restored  to  the  proprietors,  and  discharges  given  ;  he  got  the 
ship,  worth  5,000  guilders,  for  1,500,  and  the  goods  for  a  small 
matter,  but  part  of  them  were  secured  in  the  "Custom  House  for 
customs.  He  never  suffered  the  Dutchmen  to  be  kept  prisoners,  but 
"the  Dutch  suffer  the  Englishmen  in  Holland.  If  Dunkirk  be  a 
member  of  England,  and  to  be  governed  by  their  laws,  then  the 
Customer  must  not  seize  all  Dutch  ships  as  forfeit  by  the  Act  of 
Navigation.     [/.  130,  pp.  15,  16.] 

Sept.  14.  28.  Thos,  Cooper  to  Col.  Clarke.  I  have  received  yours  directed 
Dublin.  to  myself  and  Col,  Laurence,  and  we  shall  take  what  care  we  can 
for  the  filling  up  your  regiment  with  what  companies  are  con- 
venient, but  there  are  not  foot  companies  enough  to  fill  up  every 
regiment  with  10  companies,  for  there  are  13  companies  wanting, 
and  but  9  to  fill  them  up.  An.  to  the  persons  you  proposed  to  have 
employment  here,  I  have  acquainted  the.  lieutenant-general,  but  do 
not  know  whether  he  will  fill  them  up  here,  or  when  he  comes  to 
London.  There  is  a  very  strict  scrutiny  made  into  men  ;  I  hope  we 
may  not  lay  aside  better  than  we  take  in. 

You  may  be  sure  I  shall  not  be  wanting  to  serve  you  to  my 
power,  but  I  think  when  the  lieutenant-general  comes  to  London;  it 
will  be  your  fittest  time  to  get  employment  for  those  friends  of  yours, 
and  I  know  you  will  have  Lord  Fleetwood's  assistance.  I  suppose 
you  have  heard  your  old  Major  Rawlins  was  east  away  in  going  to 
England,  in  the  late  design,  and  Major  Bolton,  a  lieutenant  and  2 
commission  officers,  with  30  horse  and  their  riders.  We  judge  the 
vessel  foundered  in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  for  nothing  is  found  of  it 
as  yet.  We  are  here,  through  mercy,  in  quiet,  but  had  your  troubles 
lasted,  in  all  likelihood  there  had  been  a  flame  before  now  ;  blessed 
be  God  that  hath  so  soon  prevented  what  was  so  ill  intended.

ships,  and  the  Companion  from  Leghorn.  We  kept  company  until 
the  8th  instant,  when  we  were  separated  by  a  violent  storm,  and 
I  have  not  seen  the  Dover  Merchant  since. 

I  arrived  this  day  in  the  Downs,  with  the  Lyme,  Fairfax,  Dover, 
Tiger,  Taunton,-  Phoenix,  Dragon,  Defence,  and  Companion,  and 
would  give  you  a  particular  account  of  the  condition  of  these 
ships,  but  conclude  you  will  judge,  by  the  time  of  their  being  out, 
that  their  defects  must  be  great,  the  Dragon  only  excepted. 
I  formerly  acquainted  you  that  I  had  in  my  custody  800  Spanish 
barrels  of  powder  on  board  of  the  several  ships.

collect  the  money  and  pay  off  the  rest  of  the  forces,  from  their 
assembling  till  their  late  discharge.  You  can  supply  what  was 
wanting  in  the  vote  of  Parliament  of  29  August,  with  respect  to 
th^ir  pay  to  that  time,  and  meanwhile  till  the  money  be  raised,  you 
are  to  dismiss  the  forces  to  their  homes.     [/.

32.  Maj.  N.  Bourne  to  the  Navy  Commissioners.  I  advised  3'ou 
of  the  arrival  of  the  hoy  with  cables  and  canvas  from  Chatham ;

place  could  supply,  both  which  will  much  help  us,  till  other  supply 
can  be  made.

When  the  Admiralty  Commissioners  were  here,  finding  cause 
enough,  they  granted  an  order  to  Mr.  Grassingham  to  take  up  500?., 
to  answer  the  present  great  necessity  of  workmen,  both  ordi- 
nary and  extraordinary,  and  gave  order  to  him  to  draw  bills  of 
exchange  for  so  much  on  the  Treasurer,  at  6  days'  sight.  I  presume 
you  have  granted  a  warrant  thereupon  before  this,  for  the  days 
limited  are  nigh  completed ;  all  his  interest  would  not  prevail 
(so  good  is  our  credit)  but  seeing  the  necessity  so  great,  and 
having  their  positive  promise,  I  was  forced  to  engage  for  the 
payment  thereof,  and  therefore  intreat  your  furtherance  in  the 
compliance,  which  I  shall  esteem  a  friendship  to  me,  whose  reputa- 
tion stands  charged  therewith. 

I  am  now  advised  from  the  Vice- Admiral  that  a  great  part  of  the 
victuals  have  arrived,  and  enclose  the  names  of  the  vessels ;  as  I 
shall  despatch  what  concerns  me  here  by  Monday,  I  purpose  to  make 
homewards  on  Tuesday,  if  not  strongly  countermanded.

[Sec.  Nicholas]  to  the  Marquis  of  Ormond.  Titus  and  Barron 
came  hither  last  night  from  Calais,  leaving  there  Mr.  Mordaunt, 
who  assures  me  that  the  whole  business  in  England  relating  to  his 
Majesty's  service,  except  that  of  Sir  Geo.  Booth,  stands  still  as  fair 
and  undiscovered  as  ever,  and  that  Mr.  Popham,  Sir  Horatio 
Townsend,  Col.  Rossiter,  and  Mr.  Mansell,  sent  to  Mr.  Mordaunt 
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that  they  will  now  attempt  anything  for  the  King  to  prevent  the 
ruin  of  the  nation,  if  there  can  be  but  5,000  men  sent  over  from 
France  or  Flanders,  to  land  in  any  convenient  time  in  any  part  of 
England,  and  they  doubt  not,  with  such  assistance,  to  do  his 
Majesty's  business  with  success.  Barron  says  that  Maj.-Gen. 
Browne  stays  in  London  to  see  what  assistance  may  be  had  from 
France  or  Flanders.  Mordaunt  says  that  Rookwood,  the  friar, 
has  betrayed  several  of  the  King's  friends,  as  Sir  Fras.  Vincent 
and  •  others,  and  that  Rookwood  conducted  some  of  the  rebels' 
troops  to  a  wood  where  Mordaunt  was,  and  endangered  the  appre- 
hending of  him  and  his  company. 

It  is  believed  in  England  that  Sir  H.  Vane  and  Lambert  are  both 
Papists.  Vane  and  Hesilrigg  do  not  agree  ;  they  were  lately  like  to 
fall  to  blows  in  the  Parliament  House,  about  an  oath  proposed  to  be 
taken  against  the  government  of  a  single  person,  which  Vane 
refused.  Those  that  now  rule  at  Westminster  are  so  very  contra- 
dictory in  their  opinions  concerning  the  government  which  they  are 
endeavouring  to  settle  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  tliem-  to  agree 
upon  anything.  So  if  his  Majesty  can  procure  any  considerable 
assistance  in  this  conjuncture,  he  may  easily  effect  his  business. 

My  lord  chancellor  will  acquaint  you  with  the  extremities  of  the 
King's  family  for  want  of  payment  of  the  money  due  to  his 
Majesty,  and  how  eagerly  all  creditors  press  for  payment,  which 
makes  us  very  uneasy  abiding  here.

small  part  of  what  is  due.  I  hoped  yours  of  the  20th  would  have 
brought  some  news  of  the  King ;  we  have  had  no  letters  from  him  or 
any  .with  him  for  a  fortnight,  which  gives  us  much  trouble,  but  we 
suppose  he  is  gone  for  the  frontiers  of  Spain,  in  confidence  whereof 
Lord  Colepepper  went  hence  last  week,  and  Chancellor  Berkeley  this 
week,  intending  to  find  liim.  The  two  dukes  are  gone  to  meet  the 
Princess  Royal  at  Breda,  and  will  stay  10  days.

lading,  and  restore  them  to  their  true  owner,  on  security  for 
proceedings  to  be  had  thereon  in  the  Admiralty  Court,  according 
to  former  .orders  of  Council  in  such  cases.  Also  that  the  said 
officers  do  their  utmost  to  apprehend  Crowder,  and  send  him  up  in 
custody  to  answer  this  complaint  before  Council,  giving  an  account 
of  their  proceedings.  Also  that  they  give  directions  to  their  ofiicers 
in  all  ports  under  their  care  to  prevent  such  offences,  and  to  stop 
all  who  are  about  to  set  to  sea  on  the  like  account.  With  writ  of 
assistance.

Parliament  has  committed  to  Council  the  care  of  dispersing  the 
declaration  for  a  day  of  thanksgiving,  and  they  desire  you  to  give 
order  to  all  Ministers  of  the  respective  parishes  for  its  publication  in 
the  City  of  London  to-morrow,  being  Lord's  Day.     [/.  98,  p.  213.] 

[Sec.  Nicholas]  to  Lord  Ormond.  I  have  yours  from  Rochelle  of 
the  22nd.  The  two  great  Ministers  [Cardinal  Mazarin  and  Don  Lewis 
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de  Haro]  may  have  left  the  frontiers  before  the  King  can  arrive  there, 
for  our  last  letters  from  France  say  they  were  to  take  leave  of  each 
other  on  25  Sept.  We  here  apprehend  much  danger  in  his  Majesty's 
passage  by  sea,  the  wind  having  long  been  very  contrary  in  these  parts 
since  he  went.     We  shall  be  in  pain  till  we  hear  of  his  safe  arrival. 

I  fear  the  Cardinal  will  not  be  so  forward  in  the  King's  interests 
as  some  in  France  believe,  and  as  he  should  be  for  his  own  honour 
and  interest.  We  have  dispatched  Toby  Eustat  and  Mr.  Delves 
hence  yesterday,  with  all  the  things  mentioned  in  the  King's  note, 
and  some  shirts  and  bands  for  him.  Toby  will  make  all  haste, 
being  much  joyed  that  his  Majesty  has  sent  for  him. 

My  Lord  Chancellor  will  tell  you  how  very  little  money  is 
received  of  those  small  sums  assigned  at  Madrid  to  be  paid  here 
towards  the  arrears  due  to  his  Majesty.  There  are  clamours  by  the 
King's  creditors  and  by  his  domestics  who,  being  in  extreme  want, 
are  very  importunate. 

I  send  you  what  I  have  from  England  this  week,  by  which  it  is 
evident  that  the  rebels  are  not  likely  suddenly  to  make  any  settle- 
ment of  their  pretended  Commonwealth,  being  much  divided  in 
opinion ;  and  indeed  the  Parliament  is  in  a  very  unstable  con- 
dition. Most  think  it  will  be  shortly  dissolved,  or  at  least  purged 
by  Lambert  and  the  Army. 

You  will  perceive,  by  tlfe  enclosed  and  by  other  advertisements 
that  the  Lord  Chancellor  will  send  you,  that  before  long  there  will 
probably  be  some  alterations  in  the  Government  there.  I  hope  his 
Majesty  will  consider  whether  it  may  not  be  expedient  to  dispatch 
offers  and-negotiations  where  he  is,  so  timely  as  that  he  may  draw 
nearer  to  the  parts  with  as  much  speed  as  may  be,  that  he  may  be 
ready  to  makie  the  best  advantage  of  any  change  that  may  happen 
in  England.  His  business  stands  still  very  fair,  and  many  good 
subjects  are  still  ready  to  rise  for  him,  in  case  any  considerable 
forces  be  sent  over  from  this  side  for  his  assistance. 

Lord  Mordaunt  is  to  attend  the  King.  He  expected  his  lady 
last  week  at  Calais,  whither  she  intended  to  escape,  being  much 
sought  for  by  the  rebels  in  England.  Lord  Ossory  has  lost  his 
lady.  The  Dukes  are 'still  at  Breda,  but  expected  here  next  week. 
Lord  Richard  [Butler?]  is  in  Holland,  and  Lord  Ossory  at  the 
Buss  [Hertogensbusch].  My  Lord  Chancellor,  who  sends  often  to 
them,  will  give  you  an  account  of  them.  I  hope,  when  the  King  is 
at  the  frontiers,  we  shall  hear  from  you  fully  and  frequently  of  his 
concerns.     [If  pages,  shorthand  draft,  Flanders  correspondence.] 

Oct.  ^.         [See.  Nicholas]  to  Mr.  Jones.     I  should  be  glad  to  hear  of  your  . 

Brussels,  arrival  at  Calais,  considering  your  hazardous  passage.  I  had  a 
letter  from  Lord  Ormond  on  the  22nd  from  Rochelle,  which  says 
that  the  King  intended  to  go  speedily  for  the  frontiers,  where 
I  hope  he  is  before  this.  Mr.  Jenings  will  not  go  to  the  King  this 
fortnight,  if  at  all,  having  private  business  to  settle  in  Holland. 

There  is  no  good  agreement'  between  Lambert  and  the  men  at 
Westminster,  they  being  very  jealous  of  his  design  to  make  himself 
chief  magistrate,  and  he  has  so  gained  on  the  affections  of,  the 
soldiery  that  they  begin  already  to  ciy  him  up  as  tl;e  only  fit 
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peri5on  to  be  their  General,  and  they  say  they  will  have,  a  general 
that  may  be  more  concerned  in  them  than  the  Speaker,  which  makes 
the  ruling  members  of  Parliament  tremble. 

The  government  in  England  is  as  far  from  settling  as  it  was 
when  the  young  Protector  was  first  deposed,  and  none  know  how 
it  is  to  be  settled  at  last.  It  is  not  likely  to  be  suddenly.  If 
Lambert  gets  himself  chief  magistrate,  he  cannot  do  anything  so 
securely  and  advantageously  for  him  and  his,  nor  so  weU  for  his 
country,  as  to  be  a  means  (upon  the  marriage  of  his  only  child,  a 
daughter,  to  his  own  contentment)  to  restore  His  Majesty  to  his 
throne  and  his  just  right.  If  such  a  business  could  be  proposed  to 
Lambert  by  some  person  esteemed  of  credit  with  him,  so  as  it 
might  be  both  prudently  and  secretly  managed,  it  might  not  only 
serve  the  King  and  kingdom,  but  Lambert  and  all  his  family. 
I  have  not  said  a  word  of  this  to  any  person  living,  and  I  pray 
communicate  it  to  none  except  Lord  Mordaunt,  and  let  me  know 
his  and  your  opinion  about  it,  and  whether  he  conceives  it 
practicable. 

I  hear  the  treaty  is  concluded  between  France  and  Spain,  but 
the  Infanta  does  not  leave  Madrid  till  spring.  My  service  to  Lord 
Mordaunt  and  my  wishes  for  his  safe  and  easy  passage  to  the  King.

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18.  Nieuport's  memorial  of  -^  Oct.,  complaining  of  several 
abuses  by  Jno.  Spalding,  referred  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners, 
to  consider  and  report.

On  Order  in  Parliament,  the  Committee  considered  Capt.  Barker's 
articles  against  Capt.  Guugh,  of  Col.  Alured's  regiment,  which 
were  read  in  presence  of  both  parties,  and  Gough  gave  in  an 
answer  in  writing.  Barker  declares  he  can  prove  the  articles,  but 
did  not  desire  their'  presentation  to  the  House,  but  only  the  petition, 
by  which  he  wished  to  clear  his  own  interest.  Gough  denies  the 
letter  he  is  said  to  have  written  to  Barker,  and  desires  it  may  be 
produced.  Barker  says  he  has  it  not  in  town,  but  produces  a  wit- 
ness, Corporal  Hen.  Roach,  who  saw.  the  letter,  written  3  years  since 
from  Glasgow,  speaking  of  the  instrument  of  the  then  Government 
as  a  second  Magna  Charta. 

To  the  2nd  article,  Gough  says  he  forced  none  to  sign,  but 
protected  many  honest  men  that  did  not  sign.  Roach  deposes  that 
an  address  was  drawn  up  to  the  Protector,  which  Gough  and  the 
officers  signed,  and  Gough  sent  3  times  to  some  of  the  troop  to  sign 
it,  saying  it  should  be  worse  for  them  if  they  did  not,  but  some  of 
them  were  really  prejudiced  for  not  signing. 

Col.  Ashfield,  who  was  present,  says  that  an  address,  signed  by  all 
the  Army  here,  was  sent  into  Scotland,  and  Cough's  was  the  only 
regiment  that  stumbled  at  it,  so  another  was  drawn  which  satisfied 
their  consciences  better,  and  they  signed  it,  but  there  was  an  ill  eye 
en  that  regiment  for  their  backwardness. 
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Gough  denies  the  3rd  article;  that  he  threatened  to  undo  Barker 
by  showing  letters  of  his  against  the  Government,  unless  the  differ- 
ence between  them  was  composed,  but  says  it  was  settled  to  Barker's 
content. 

The  4th  article  being  as  to  a  discourse  between  the  two,  Barker's 
servant  testifies  that  they  were  in  earnest  discourse,  Barker  argu- 
ing for  a  Commonwealth  against  a  single  person,  and  Gough  the 
contrary. 

Gough  says  he  asked  Barker  to  sit  for  Ilchester,  as  there  would 
be  a  Commonwealth  party  in  the  House,  and  he  might  strengthen 
it.  Barker  remembers  Gougli'a  advising  him  to  be  chosen,  which 
he  was  accordingly,  but  not  his  saying  anything  about  Government. 

Barker,  being  asked  why  he  was  laid  aside,  said  it  was  for 
dissatisfactioft.  Gough  says  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Malyn  to  lay  down  his 
commission,  because  he  was  not  willing  to  go  into  Scotland,  and'  he 
desired  that  his  lieutenant  might  have  his  troop.

to  the  Duke  of  York,  on  his  return  hither  from  Breda,  told  me 

that  his  message  to  the  Duke  was  to  propose  a  match  to  the  Duke, 
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which,  if  liked  by  him  and  you,  might  be  a  means  to  restore  you  to 
your  crown.  I  asked  him  who  it  was,  and  what  the  Duke  said 
thereon.  He  said  it  was  the  daughter  of  a  general  of  power  and 
good  quality  in  England,  but  he  was  not  to  tell  who  it  was,  and 
that  the  Duke  said  he  should  be  ready  to  do  anything  that  lay  in 
his  power  in  order  to  your  restoration,  but  Mr.  Baron  enjoined  me 
not  to  speak  of  this  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  any  other.  I  told 
Baron  I  wished  Lord  Mordaunt  had  acquainted  you  with  the 
business  before  he  had  proposed  it  to  th-e  Duke.  He  said  he  intended 
to  do  so  if  you  had  been  in  these  parts. 

I  have  a  little  note  from  Mordaunt  this  week,  desiring  me  to  take 
particular  notice  to  you  that  he  wishes  Baron  to  inform  me  of  a 
match  proposed  to  the  Duke  of  York  from  a  friend  of  Lambert's, 
which  he  is  to  advance  or  to  let  it  fall,  according  to  whether  you 
approve  of  it  or  not.  I  have  thereupon  written  to  Mordaunt,  who 
will  be  at  Paris  by  the  time  my  letter  comes  there,  not  to-  say 
anything  more  of  the  business  to  the  Duke  or  any  other,,  till  he  has 
acquainted  you  therewith,  and  I  hope  he  will  follow  my  advice. 
He  is  resolved  to  repair  to  you  as  soon  as  he  can  be  supplied  with 
money,  which  he  daily  expects  by  his  lady,  who  was  tO'  be  at  Calais 
this  week.  If  he  comes  not,  I  would  suggest  that  you  should  write 
your  pleasure  to  him,  or  let  me  know  what  to  say  to  him  about  it, 
and  I  will  carefully  obey  your  commands.

Brussels,  made  so  much  haste  from  France  on  the  news  of  Sir  G..  Booth's 
defeat,  but  that  he  had  advice  that  the  two  great  ministers  were 
within  a  short  time-  to  part  from  the  frontiers,  where  his  Majesty 
held  it  necessary  for  him  to  h&  before  their  separation.  I  wish 
with  all  my  heart  that  you  were  with  the  King,  to  give  him  a  true 
and  full  relation  of  the  state  of  affairs  in  England,  which  few  or 
none  of  those  with  him>  believe  to  be  in  so  good  condition  as  they 
seem  to  be ;  for  the  personal  relation  of  one  of  your  quality,  who 
has  been  so  active  in  the  late  risings,  and  is  so  well  acquainted  with 
the  resolutions  of  many  of  his  good  subjects  there,  would  give  his 
Majesty,  and  even  the  Foreign  Ministers  there  great  satisfaction. 

As  for  your  note  in  cypher,  I  have  written  to  the  King  as  you 
desired,  and  as  I  formerly  told  Mr.  Baron  (when  at  his  return  from 
Breda  he  said  he  had  proposed  a  match  to  the  Dvike  without 
naming  to  me  who  it  was)  that  I  wished  he  had  forborne  to 
propose  that  business  to-  the  Duke  ;till  the  Eang  had  first  been 
acquainted  with  it.  So  I  now  advise  you  not  to  speak  or  write  a 
word  more  of  that  business  until  you  have  yourself  acquainted  the 
King  with  it,  and  received  his  direction  concerning  it. 

After  Mr.  Baron  had  gone,  I  began  to  think  who  the  person 
might  be,  for  whom  the  match  was  proposed,,  and  having  under- 
stood that  Lambert  had  only  one  child,  a  daughter,  I  imagined  it

[Sec.  Nicholas]  to  Mr.  Johnson.  We  hope  the  King  is  before  this 
in  Spain  or  on  the  frontiers,  though  we  cannot  so  soon  hear  from 
him,  but  I  hope  we  shall,  next  week  or  the  week  after.  We  hear 
from  several  hands  that  the  Kings  of  France  and  Spain  are  well 
inclined  to  assist  him,  and  that  the  two  chief  ministers  have  declared- 
as  much  to  Lockhart,  who  is  said  to  be  on  his  return  for  Paris. 

The  King  is  fully  satisfied  that  Sir  K.  Willis  (who  was  particu- 
larly entrusted  by  him)  has  long  been  false,  and  has  discovered  to 
Thurloe  all  that  he  knew  of  the  King's  aifairs,  and  that  he  was  the 
person  who  betrayed  all  the  preparations  in  England.

Brussels,  the  more  troubled  with  your  tedious  disease  of  the  spleen,  being 
alone,  and  oppressed  with  the  misery  of  our  country  and  friends  ; 
but  overcome  your  melancholy,  and  consider  how  gracious  God  has 
been  to  our  master  and  us,  even  in  this-  time  of  our  affliction. 
I  am  troubled  that,  though  the  King  left  Toulouse  on  the  7th,  he 
had  not  arrived  at  the  frontiers  on  the  14th,  for  so  Sir  H.  Bennet's 
letter  of  that  date  says. 

It  seems  veiy  strange  that  at  Toulouse  when  you  wrote 
you  should  not  know  that  the  two  ministers  were  not  then  sepa- 
rated. I  hope  the  King  on  his  'way  towards  Spain  received 
better   information  thereof,   so   as   to  make  him   wheel   about  to 
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St.  Sebastian's,  that  being  the  direct  way  to  St.  John  de  Luz  and 
Fontarabia,  for  it  would  doubtless  be  much  to  the  advantage  of 
his  negotiations  to  speak  with  the  two  great  ministers,  and  take 
their  advice  before  he  proceed  further  in  his  journey.  We  shall 
be  in  suspense  till  we  know  where  he  is ;  we  hope  next  week's 
letters  may  give  us  ease.

and  expected  by  all,  we  are  extremely  amazed  that  he  so  long 
delayed  his  repairing  thither,  and  that  at  length  he  declined  going 
there  at  all,  his  personal  presence  having  been  held  most  necessary 
by  himself  and  all  his  friends.  I  beshrew  the  counsel  that  divided 
him  from  the  resolution  he  fixed  on  before  his  departure  hence, 
which  will  not  only  expose  his  steadiness  to  much  censure  among  some 
of  his  friends,  and  all  his  enemies  at  home  and  abroad,  but  (what 
even  breaks  my  heart)  make  his  good  subjects  in  England  shy,  and 
doubting  to  rely  on  his  promise,  since  he  is  so  unstable  in  his  most 
important  resolutions.  This  will  give  much  credit  to  the  false 
reports  maliciously  spread  in  England  and  France,  and  sent  into 
Spain,  of  his  Majesty  and  his  Council.  I  much  apprehend  the  ill 
consequences  of  diverting  his  journey  to  the  treaty  at  the  frontiers 
will  be  little  less  prejudicial  than  Sir  R.  Willis's  dissuading  the 
friends  lately  engaged  to  rise  for  him. 

I  know  you  will  not  spare  to  advise  him  what  may  be  most  for 
his  honour  and  interest,  but  it  is  my  duty  to  say  this  to  you,  and 
to  acquaint  you  that  the  Prince  of  Conde  is  dissatisfied  with  his 
delay  in  hastening  to  the.  conference.  The  Marquis  of  Cara^ena 
speaks  sharply,  and  being  told  that  only  the  Earl  of  Bristol  was 
with  him  in  this  his  dilatory  proceeding  in  his  journey,  he  shrugged 
his  shoulders.  Reputation  is  the  interest  of  princes,  and  the  life 
of  government,  and  he  has  lost  much  of  it  by  this  unseasonable 
delay. 

My  heart  is  full,  and  I  impart  to  you  my  tender  apprehension, 
leaving  it  to  you  to  make  such  use  of  it  for  the  King's  advantage 
as  yqu  think  good.

nearer  distance  to  give  orders  on  occasion,  and  to  be  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  any  opportunity  that  may  offer  for  his  service,  of 
which  I  doubt  not  but  you  will  be  careful  to  mind  him. 

It  is  believed  in  England  that  Monk  and  Overton  ma}'  be  drawn 
to  serve  the  King,  if  reasonable  applications  are  made.

All  here  singularly  esteem  you  for  your  eminent  industry  in  his 
Majesty's  service,  and  are  much  satisfied  that,  on  the  intimation  you 
had,  you  so  readily  repaired  to  England,  where  your  presence  keeps 
up  the  spirits  of  his  friends.  They  should  make  what  preparation 
they  can  without  noise,  but  the  Duke  of  York  and  all  your  friends 
here  think  it  very  unfit  for  any  of  them  to  act,  or  to  do  more  than 
keep  thftmselves  in  readiness,  lest  it  give  such  jealousy  to  the  now 
divided  parties  among  the  rebels  as  to  make  them  unite.

Chancellor  has  now  written  to  Mr.  Rumball,  to  this  efiiect,  and  agree 
with  them^  and  wish  you  would  advise  with  Rumball. 

We-  shall  try  to  induce  his  Majesty  to  return  speedily  nearer  these 
parts,  and  doubt  not  but  in  his  wisdom  be  will  find  this  needful,  as 
soon  as  he  ean  finish  his  negotiations  where  he  is.  In  my  next  I  will 
tell  him  the  contents  of  yours  to  me.  He  was  to  be  at  Fuentarabia 
^  October,  Lord  Ormond  being  come  there  before  to  advertise  Don 
Louis,^  who  prepared  to  receive  him  as  though  the  King  of  Spain 
were  there  in  person.

[See,  Nicholas]  to  Mr.  Johnson.  Thanks  for  your  care  and  pains. 
Your  letters  sent  by  way  of  Antwerp  corae  very  safe.  I  am  glad, 
now  that  I  have  seen  what  you  write  about  Sir  R  Willis,  and  that 
you  have  no  confidence  in  him,  that  I  forbore  to  own  to  any  of  his 
acquaintance  that  you  corresponded  with  him,  though  Mr.  RusseU 
and  others  are  still  persuaded  of  the  knight's  integrity,  I  can  assure 
you  his  Majesty  knows  the  contrary.  It  cannot  be  helped  if 
any,  notwithstanding  a  warning  to  take  heed  how  they  communi- 
cate with  him,  pei'sist  in  their  confidence  in  him,  but  I  wish  all  my 
friends  in  England  to  forbear  to  impart  anything  of  his  Majesty's 
affairs  to  Willis  or  any  of  his  friends. 

As  for  creditors,  whatsoever  you  have  there  been  told  of  frequent 
countermands,  thei'e  have  none  such  been  sent  from  hence,  but  it's 
true  that  Willis  and  some  of  his  adherents  did  notwithstanding 
cross  the  orders  that  have  been  sent  from  these  parts.  I  doubt  not 
but  there  are  others  that  betray  the  King's  trust,  and.it  would  be  an 
excellent  service  to  give  us  notice  of  them. 

It  is  not  in  the  power  of  any  here  to  make  the  King's  friends 
where  you  are  (or  some  here  that  are  not  trusted  with  business) 
forbear  discoursing  more  than  ought  to  be,  but  in  the  King's  con- 
dition, all  men  that  suffer  think  they  may  be  allowed  to  talk,  and 
they  wiU  do  it,  though  they  thereby  prejudice  both  the  King's 
service  and  their  own  interest. 

If  Lambert  be  the  man  you  character  him,  he  must  be  dealt  with 
by  a  person  of  whom  he  is  confident,  and  where  suddenly  to  find 
such  an  one  that  the  King  may  trust  is  not  easy.

[Sec.  Nicholas]  to  Lord  Mordaunt,  In  answer  to  my  letters  to  the 
King,  concerning  the  message  you  sent  the  Duke  of  York  by  Hartgill 
Baron,  about  an  intimation  from  a  friend  of  Lambert's,  the  King 
writes  me  that  he  has  now  spoken  at  full  with  Baron,  and  does  not 
find  there  is  foundation  enough  for  him  to  build  any  judgment 
upon,  or  to  give  other  directions  than  that — if  it  be  renewed  or 
confirmed,  so  that  he  may  be  sure  the  overture  is  authentic — he  would 
have  it  kept  up,  but  he  can  countenance  no  advance  that  may 
expose  him  to  a  denial,  or  to  the  reproof  of  lightness  of  belief  in  a 
business  of  that  nature.  When  Baron  comes,  who  was  to  be 
dispatched  with  ike  first,  he  may  have  something  more  to  say 
about  it. 
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The  King  arrived  at  Fuentarabia  the  ^§,  and  by  the  King  of 
Spain's  particular  order,  has  been  received  as  though  he  were  present 
in  person.  Don  Louis  de  Haro  has  given  him  all  inxa,ginable  demon- 
strations of  his  master's  and  his  own  intentions  to  serve  him,  and 
the  Cardinal  has  done  the  same.  The  King  though  he  were  long  on 
his  way,  came  by  God's  providence  in  as  seasonable  a  time  for  the 
business  as  could  be  wished.

I  think  with  you  that  Spain  neither  can  nor  will  do  much  for  the 
King  without  France  join.  The  skill  is  how  to  incline  the  Cardinal 
thereto,  on  reasonable  and  honourable  terms.  This  should  not  be 
hard  for  those  in  the  place  best  acquainted  with  his  disposition  to 
work  him  to,  by  assuring  him  of  all  honourable  satisfaction  both 
in  his  hopes  and  fears.

war  resulted.  Cromwell  continued  all  these  practices,  and  acted 
still  more  tyrannically  and  illegally,  erecting  conventions  under  the 
name  of  Parliament.  Therefore,  on  6  May  1659,  Richard  Cromwell 
was  put  down,  and  the  Long  Parliament  restored.. 

But  on  Oct.  13,  1659,  because  9  Commissions  were  in  danger, 
the  Army  officers  dismissed  Parliament.  We  declare  that  we  will 
submit  to  no  authority  but  that  of  Parliament,  and  that  neither  the 
Army  officers,  nor  their  pretended  Committee  of  Safety,  have  any 
right  over  us,  and  we  will  endeavour  to  rescue  the  sword  out  of 
their  hand. 

The  Long  Parliament,  in  spite  of  wars  at  home  and  abroad,  paid 
all  debts  except  Public  Faith  bills,  and  left  400,000?.  in  ready  cash, 
but  when  they  returned  to  power,  they  found  the  nation  3,500,000Z.

I  send  a  letter  for  you 
Brussels,      from  France.     The  King  "proposed  to  begin  his  journey  for  France 
the  -j^  present,  to  visit  the  Queen  at  Paris  for  some  days,  and  then 
hasten  hither,  where  we  hope  to  see  him  before  Christmas. 

The  Cardinal  went  from  St.  Jean  de  Luz  to  Dax,  to  use  some 
waters  for  his  gout,  and  thence  was  to  go  to  the  French  Court  at 
Toulouse.  The  King  has  had  from  both  Ministers  good  hopes  given 
of  assistance  in  England.  I  hear  from  France  that  Col.  Fitzpatrick 
was  last  week  carried  prisoner  to  the  Bastile  ;  some  say  for  having 
endeavoured  to  draw  some  Irish  out  of  the  garrisons  in  France  for 
the  service  of  Portugal. 

Lockhart  passed  last  week  through  Paris  to  Calais,  and  thence 
was  to  go  to  Dunkirk,  and  so  for  England,  to  find  some  new 
masters.  I  have  no  news  this  week  from  England.  My  Lord 
Chancellor  sent  you  what  Col.  Whitley  brought  from  Calais  last 
week.

Eeceipt  of  letters.  Though  not  obliged  to  answer  further  your 
vindication  as  to  the  trade  in  Egypt,  yet  we  are  content  to  be 
repaid  the  15,705  dollars,  500  being  deducted  quarterly  from  your 
allowance  for  5  years,  and  the  rest  paid  at  the  end  of  the  5  years,  by 
2,000  dollars  a  year.  When  you  have  given  your  bond  for  this,  the 
articles  of  your  5  years'  engagement  can  be  sealed. 

Though  Jos.  Edwards  only  acted  as  Consul  6  months,  we  have 
ordered  him  9  months'  allowance  at  2,000  dollars  a  year,  and 
750  dollars  besides,  as  gratuity  and  charges.  We  name  this  because 
our  moneys  have  been  irregularly  voted  away  by  the  Smyrna  Fac- 
tory, .which  we  shall  not  admit,  and  you  must  make  the  factors 
sensible  hereof. 

There  are  still  complaints  against  Jonathan  Dawes,  who  has 
Erisey's  estate  in  his  hands  ;  see  that  it  is  disposed  of  to  his  prin- 
cipals, especially  Dan.  Edwards. 

George  Wells'  friends  thank  you  for  your  enquiries  after  that 
poor  captive,  and  are  sorry  he  is  not  heard  of,  but  he  may  be  found 
in  the  Bey's  gallies  or  elsewhere. 

Thanks  for  your  despatches  to  the  Consul  in  the  Morea,  and  that 
of  Smyrna,  who  is  not  to  be  blamed  if  he  has  omitted  that  decorum, 
because  our  orders  were  positive.  The  true  French  louis  (not  the 
falsified  ones)  ought  to  be  reduced  to  their  real  value  of  12  a  dollar, 
but  the  false  ones  should  be  totally  suppressed,  being  mischievous 
and  perilous.  We  beg  you  in  full  Divan  to  declare  those  moneys  to 
be  no  English  coins,  nor  tolerated  by  us  ;  and  to  assist  the  Consul 
at  Smyrna  in  opposing  their  import,  and  procuring  its  punishment. 
If  any  Avania  or  damage  happen  for  what  has  been  imported,  it 
must  be  borne  by  the  delinquents. 

Benj.  Lannoy  is  appointed  to  succeed  Hen.  Riley,  consul  at 
Aleppo,  who  desires  to  return  to  England.  Give  him  your  com- 
mands and  assistance.

Levant  Company  to  Wm.  Prideaux,  consul  at  Smyrna. 

We  are  glad  of  your  safe  arrival  and  establishment  in  your 
charge.  We  accept  your  courses  at  Leghorn  and  Smyrna  about 
false  coins,  though  his  lordship  (Sir  T.  Bendish)  thinks  you  were 
forward  in  acting  without  his  concurrence,  but  we  pray  you  to 
agree  with  him  in  all  your  transactions. 

You  are  to  declare  to  the  Turkish  ministers  that  these  false 
coins  are  not  tolerated  in  England  nor  imported  by  Englishmen,  &c. 
[SaTne  as  in  preceding  letter  relating  to  coin,  Jos.  Edwards' 
salary,  and  payments  by  the  Smyrna  Factory.] 

The  goods  of  unfreemen  and  irregular  members  of  our  company 
may  easily  be  discovered  by  you,  as  they  were  by  your  predecessors, 
Bretton  and  Bernard,  by  help  of  a  list  sent  by  our  husband  of 
each  ship's  lading,  stating  what  goods  have  been  entered  and  what 
not,  as  is  done  by'  us  to  the  several  ships  now  gone  for  Smyrna, 
on  which  you  are  to  see  that  our  dues  are  received. 

We  approve  your  appointment  of  treasurer  and  auditors.  We  have 
ordered  you  300  dollars  more  for  travelling  expenses,  but  we  know 
nothing  of  any  other  sums  paid  to  consuls  at  their  first  setting  up. 
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Yotirs  of  6th  Sept.  is  to  hand,  noting  quantities  of  those  base 
coins  brought  on  the  ship  La  Madonna ;  we  are  glad  you  denied 
protection  and  approve  your  diligence  in  suppressing  the  moneys  ;  but 
we  cannot  admit  the  precedent  of  breeding  up_  a  Jew  dragoman, 
and  so  entailing  on  ourselves  the  charge  of  a  family,  nor  yet  of  the 
factors'  appointment  of  salaries.  If  they  wish  to  be  bountiful,  it 
must  be  at  their  own  charges,  not  ours.  Therefore  you  must  put 
no  more  moneys  paid  for  Caleb,  the  youth,  to  our  charge.  [Levant

We  have  answered  your  repeated  desire  to  return  to  England,  by 
appointing  in  your  place  the  bearer,  Ben.  Lannoy,  to  whom  you  are 
to  deliver  by  inventory  all  that  is  in  your  charge  ofEcially,  and  give 
him  due  instructions  in  our  affairs,  with  the  benefit  of  your  many 
years'  experience  therein. 

We  reserve  answer  to  your  letters  of  7th  and  26th  Jan.,  and 
2nd  April,  till  your  return,  when  we  will  consider  the  gratuity 
asked  for  1654.  We  thank  you  for  your  opposition  to  the  import- 
ation of  false  coin  by  any  of  our  nation,  which  we  have  ordered 
Mr.  Lannoy  to  prosecute.  We  have  ordered  our  treasurer  there  to 
pay  you  500  dollars  for  your  journey  to  England.

We  have  heard  several  times  from  sundry  of  you  concerning 
the  division  in  that  factory,  but  have  not  been  ^ble  to  settle  the 
matter  because  the  former  consul  was  returning  to  England  at  his 
own  request.  We  have  instructed  the  new  consul,  Ben.  Lannoy,  as 
one  chief  branch  of  his  employment,  to  salve  over  the  said  animosi- 
ties, and  expect  your  compliance  with  his  endeavours,  due  pay- 
ment of  all  duties,  and  united  endeavours  to  promote  the  interest 
of  trade.  He  is  to  receive  500  dollars  within  a  month  of  his 
arrival,  towards  charge  of  his  voyage,  and  the  usual  salary  of 
500  dollars  a  quarter.  You  are  to  pay  Mr.  Riley  500  dollars  for  his 
journey  to  England. 

We  complain  that  our  directions  to  prevent  the  foulness  and 
extravagant  tare  of  raw  silk  are  unobserved,  and  the  mischief 
greatly  increased,  so  that  Aleppo  silk,  which  used  to  be  preferred 
before  all  other  of  that  kind,  is  now  valued  below  that  of  Smyrna, 
which  matter  you  must  immediately  remedy,  and  send  only  clean 
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silk  in  future,  on  pain  of  our  severe  displeasure.  If  you  are 
negligent  therein,  we  shall  put  the  damage  as  well  as  the  discredit 
upon  yourselves. 

Notwithstanding  our  frequent  orders  to  clear  all  debts  and  avoid 
interest,  you  have  retarded  the  raising  of  money  by  leviation  to 
that  end,  which  we  censure,  and  order  you  to  comply  with  and 
assist  such  endeavours  in  future.    ^Levant  Papers,  Vol,  IV.,  p.  532.] 

[Sec.  Nicholas]  to  the  King.  It  is  a  great  joy  to  me  to  find  by 
yours  of  the  y^^th  that  you  received  good  satisfaction  in  your 
business  after  your  tedious  journey,  and  that  you  intended  on  the 
•^th  to  begin  your  journey  this  way,  to  be  nearer  your  most 
important  affairs,  whicli  will  be  a  singular  comfort  to  all  that  are 
faithful  to  you  in  your  kingdom.

The  Prince  of  Condd  has  dismissed  all  his  Irish  and  German 
troops,  and  is  preparing  to  go  with  his  family  to  France  in  3  weeks. 
I  have  sent  the  news  from  England  to  the  King.  I  hear  that  one 
Fitz-James  affirmed  to  Sir  Rich.  Willis'  face  that  Rich.  Cromwell 
said  that  his  father,  old  Cromwell,  told  him  that  that  knight 
betrayed  to  Thurloe  all  the  King's  business*  entrusted  with  him,  and 
that  many  of  the  King's  friends  in  England  are  so  fooled  by  him 
as  to  believe  him  and  report  him  unjustly  suspected. 

I  hear  the  Committee  of  Safety  have  sent  Goodson  and  Stanier, 
two  sea  commanders,  into  the  Downs,  to  treat  with  Lawson,  who  is 
unsatisfied  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Army  ofiicers.  The  citizens 
of  London  are  very  jealous  of  the  soldiery  among  them,  insomuch 
that  all  the  goldsmiths  in  Cheapside  and  Lombard  Street  have 
conveyed  out  of  their  shops  all  their  jewels*  and  wares  of  best 
value,  for  fear  of  being  plundered  by  the  godly  soldiers.  I  hope 
we  may  soon  see  you  and  your  company  here,  [1  page.  Shorthand 
draft.    Flanders  correspondence.] 

[Sec.  Nicholas]  to  Lord  Hatton.  In  yours  you  mention  a  former 
letter  sent  me  on  the  death  of  goodman  Chambers,  which  I  never 
received.  Our  friend  Mr.  Hicks  has  acquainted  you  with  what 
Mr.  Hanmer  has  written  him  about  a  purchase  of  a  farm  belonging 
to  his  cousin  Luke,  and  has  shown  me  his  answer,  in  which . 
I  concur,  so  that  I  shall  not  say  anything  more  of  it  to  Mr.  Hanmer. 
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If  my  nephew  Holmes  ever  has  occasion  to  write  to  his  friend 
Wm.

All  eyes  are  on  the  treaty  between  Monk  and  Fleetwood.  It  is 
said  that  Monk's  propositions  look  as  if  he  intended  no' agreement, 
but  not  having  seen  them,  I  cannot  tell  what  to  say  to  them,  and 
they  may  be  altered  when  he  pleases. 

We  are  much  joyed  to  hear  that  the  King  is  drawing  nearer 
these  parts  and  England,  which  wiU  be  a  great  encouragement  to 
his  friends  there.

such  an  abundance  of  baggage  to  Cronenburg,  where  the  K[ing]  and 
Q[ueen]  reside,  makes  a  fair  discovery  of  such  a  resolution. 

We  hear  much  of  some  1,000  of  the  Danish  forces  from  Norway 
making  an  invasion  upon  Sweden,  so  that  the  Swede  wants  not 
matter  for  his  valour  to  work  upon.

No  man  has  suffered  and  does  suffer  more  for  his  religion  than  the 
King.  I  am  most  confident  he  is  as  firm  and  unalterable  in  the 
profession  of  the  faith  of  the  Church  of  England  as  you  or  I  can 
possibly  wish,  and  so  you  may  boldly  assert  to  all  men,  and  that  all 
the  reports  spread  in  England  to  the  contrary  are  mere  calumnies 
and  falsities.  The  King  had  no  counsellor  with  him  that  is  a 
Papist  or  popishly  inclined,  for  my  lord  lieutenant  and  Lord  Cole- 
pepper,  the  only  two  with  him,  were  far  from  it ;  and  as  for  the  Earl  of 
Bristol,  on  his  declaring  himself  a  Papist,  his  Majesty  received  from 
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him  the  signet,  and  he  was  never  afterwards  called  to  Court,  nor  is 
he  held  to  be  any  longer  of  the  Council  there.  By  reason  of  his 
having  naturally  the  Spanish  tongue,  the  King  used  him  in  this  last 
journey,  but  he  has  now  left  the  King,  much  unsatisfied  that  the  King 
did  not  make  use  of  him.

We  are  in  great  expectation  of  what  will  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
commanders  of  the  two  armies.  What  has  Lockhart  said  to  his  new 
masters  from  the  two  great  Ministers,  and  what  resolutioa  have  they 
taken  thereupon  ?  Is  it  true  that  he  is  dispatched  back  to  France, 
and  what  may  be  the  effect  of  his  despatch  ? 

The  Earl  of  Bristol  has  left  the  King,  much  unsatisfied  that  no 
more  use  has  been  made  of  him  in  the  late  negotiations. 

We  are  here  much  in  the  dark  as  to  fransactions  in  England.

I  have 
received  Mr.  Dermot's  letter  sent  you  from  Dawpool,  wherein  he 
charges  me  with  having  14  men  less  than  I  was  allowed ;  but  it 
was  not  so.  Being  in  great  haste  when  I  set  sail  from  Dublin,  to 
bring  the  messenger  that  brought  the  late  Lieutenant  of  Ireland's 
submission  to  Parliament,  I  had  no  time  to  send  for  those  10  men 
that  were  ashore,  and  the  others  had  my  leave  to  be  on  shore  to 
follow  their  occasions ;  when  he  came  to  muster,  he  admitted  meet- 
ing some  of  them  on  shore,  but  did  not  know  them. 

As  "to  questioning  his  power,  and  doubting  whether  your 
authority  were  sufficient  to  empower  bim,  I  deny  on  the  word  of 
a  Christian  ever  saying  anything  of  the  kind^  or  forbidding  my 
boat's  crew  carrying  him  on  board,  and  they  denied  it  to  his  face. 
As  to  his  excusing  himself  for  not  coming  on  board  the  day  I  set 
sail  from  Chester  Water,  from  the  uncertainty  of  his  being  put  on 
shore  again,  his  excuse  is  invalid,  as  either  my  boat  or  Capt.  Glover's 
would  have  done  it.  He  was  not  affronted  by  me,  either  by  word 
or  deed,  and  I  never  gave  him  any  cause  of  offence.  As  to  being 
unwilling  he  should  muster  the  men,  I  never  refused,  but  gave  the 
purser  order  to  give  him  what  books  he  desired,  and  therefore 
cannot  but  admire  his  impudence  that  dared  to  send  has  letter 
with  so  many  apparent  falsehoods.

John  Heath  to  Sec.  Nicholas.  Thanks  for  your  favour  by 
Mr,  Baron  and  your  advice.  The  tumult  in  London  last  Monday, 
about  delivering  the  apprentices'  petition  for  a  Parliament,  though 
appeased  after  some  bloodshed,  hasproduced  2  very  good  consequences. 
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(1.)  That  the  mayor  and  common  council  have  made  a  Com- 
mittee  to  consider  how  a  free  Parliament  may  be  had, 
which  may  bring  this  result,  that  there  is  no  way  for  it 
but  to  call  in  the  King,  who  has  the  only  power  of  con- 
Tening  a  free  and  just  Parliament. 
(2.)  They  have  by  a  Committee   acquainted  the  Committee  of 
Safety  of  resolutions  to  find  out   and  practise  all  expe- 
dients  for   the  peace  and  safety  of  the  city,  which  the 
prints  gloss  upon  as  a  good  understanding  between  them  ; 
but  the  truth  is  they  are  resolved  to  raise  a  militia  of 
their  own,  and  when  they  have  the  sword  in  hand,  I  hope 
they  will  exclude  the  overawing  power  of  the  Army. 
The  Portsmouth  garrison  has  declared  against  the  Army's  pro- 
ceedings, and  in  favour  of  Parliament  (whose  champion  in  the  town  is 
Col.  Morley)  insomuch  that  troops  of  horse  are  already  sent  down  to 
reduce  and  block  up  that  place  from  infecting  the  country. 

I  hope  our  master  will  not  think  fit  to  stay  long  at  Brussels,  when 
his  business  in  England  so  much  importunes  him  thither. 

I  hear  that  in  France  all  foreign  soldiers  (except  the  standing 
bodies  of  Swiss  and  Germans)  are  ordered  to  repair  to  the 
two  regiments  of  Scots'  guards,  commanded  by  Lord  Douglas  and 
Col.  Rutherford,  which  are  to  be  recruited  to  2,000  each.  These 
I  presume  the  King  of  France  intends  to  lend  our  King,  and  this  is 
to  be  done  speedily.  I  hope  the  preparations  for  us  in  Flanders  are 
as  forward,  for  it  is  high  time  we  were  in  action. 

The  prints  hint  of  Monk's  advance,  but  I  am  confident  he  will 
not  agree,  and  only  treats  to  give  him  time  to  see  what  we  will  do 
from  abroad.  Col.  Tuke  has  gone  privately  from  England  to  the 
King,  telling  no  one  his  business,  but  I  believe  he  is  an  agent  on 
behalf  of  some,  if  not  the  whole  body  of  Roman  Catholics,  whose 
new  proselyte  he  is  become.

Assurance  has  arrived,  and  her  captain  reports  that  the  Lamport  and 
Maidstone  are  also  coming  up.  I  have  seen  a  letter  from  Thos. 
Bellamy  to  a  porter  whom  he  trusts  to  issue  out  petty  warrant 
provisions  here,  not  to  deliver  any  more  to  any  of  the  State's  ships 
except  the  Worcester,  at  his  peril ;  he  gave  a  similar  order  before 
leaving  Gravesend  last  Saturday,  but  before  departing,  said  if  the 
pursers  had  been  present  to  sign  the  warrants,  they  might  have  had 
them ;  he  has  sometimes  forced  them  to  do  this  before  delivery, 
and  generally  does  when  he  has  not  sufficient  provisions.  The 
ships'  boats  attend  here  daily,  and  carry  most  of  their  provisions  on 
board  themselves. 

The  Dartmouth  and  Norwich  are  in  petty  warrant,  and  as  he  also 
refuses  to  deliver  any  more  to  them,  I  will  get  them  some  from  the 
Elias.  The  Pearl  has  only  6  days'  left,  and  as  the  3  frigates  coming 
in  will  expect  a  supply  here,  you  should  provide  before  there  is  a 
mutiny  amongst  them.     [1  page."] 

38.  Jno.  Morris  to  [the  Admiralty  Commissioners.]  I  gave  you 
an  account  last  night  of  Thos.  Bellamy's  order  to  his  porter  here, 
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which  was  observed;  both  the  stewards  of  the  Dartmouth  and 
Norwich  were  with  me  yesterday,  and  the  porter  being  then  present 
showed  his  master's  order,  and  said  that  if  I  delivered  them  warrants, 
he  would  not  deliver  provisions  to  any  ship  but  the  Worcester,  as 
his  order  charged  him  upon  his  peril  not  to  do  so.  I  received  yours 
of  yesterday,  and  perceive  Bellamy's  complaints  are  that  he  cannot 
obtain  any  warrants  from  me,  but  he  knows  this  to  be  untrue,  and 
that  on  Friday  he  sent  from  Rochester  to  his  man  here  not  to  deliver 
any  more  provisions  until  he  came  himself,  which  he  did  the  day 
following,  and  then  said  he  would  not  deliver  any  more  to  any  of 
the  ships,  which  I  conceive  was  because  he  could  not  procure  bread 
for  them  here  ;  but  having  complied  with  his  baker  for  2  or  3  day» 
longer,  he  gave  orders  before  his  departure  that  they  should  have 
provisions,  not  demanding  any  warrant  for  the  Dartmouth.  I  told 
his  man  he  might  have  it  if  he  pleased,  but  it  is  his  common  custom 
to  make  complaint  of  others  when  the  neglect  is  his  own,  or  he  has 
not  sufficient  provisions  to  satisfy  the  men. 

It  is  not  long  since  the  commanders  of  the  Tredagh,  Torrington, 
and  Worcester,  as  also  their  companies,  complained  to  me  for  want 
of  beer,  having  drank  water  2  or  3  days  together,  Bellamy  then 
having  warrants  already  signed  by  the  pursers,  and  if  he  had  not 
speedily  supplied  them,  I  shoidd  have  given  you  notice.  Now  the 
men  are  discontented  as  they  cannot  have  their  peas,  which  they 
much  desire  this  cold  weather.  I  gave  Bellamy  notice  last  Saturday 
that  the  Ehas  must  be  put  into  petty  warrant  victualling,  but  there 
are  no  provisions  sent  down  for  her. 

I  have  not  neglected  your  order  of  14  Sept.  for  putting  ships  into' 
petty  warrant,  and  on  receipt  thereof,  gave  you  notice  what  quantity 
of  provisions  were  then  on  board  the  ships  in  the  Hope,  when  you 
directed  that  all  ships  that  came  in  having  a  small  quantity  on 
board  should  expend  them  before  entering  into  petty  warrant ;  or 
wanting  some  sorts,  and  the  pursers  being  willing  to  complete  it  to 
a  proportion,  that  the  same  should  be  expended,  and  you  would 
allow  the  same  upon  their  accounts.  I  have  been  on  board  the 
ships  that  arrived  yesterday,  to  take  an  account  of  their  men  and 
provisions,  and  find  they  have  from  one  to  four  weeks'  victuals  left ; 
as  some  is  decayed,  it  may  be  more  beneficial  to  expend  it  than  to 
put  them  into  petty  warrant,  but  if  you  do  not  admit  this,  and 
will  give  me  notice,  your  commands  will  be  carefully  observed.

[Dec]  13.  39.  Major  Nehemiah  Bourne  to  the  Navy  Commissioners. 
Harwich.  I  presuma  your  hands  are  full  at  this  season,  and  therefore  wish 
I  were  not  bound  to  be  absent,  but  I  have  not  been  in  want  of 
business,  having  had  rather  too  much,  by  means  of  some  who  might 
have  prevented  it  if  timely  care  had  been  used  (I  mean  by  the  bad 
condition  of  the  Assistance  which  came  into  this  harbour  on  Saturday). 
Since  then  we  have  had  very  bad  weather,  and  all  that  could  be 
done  was  little  enough  to  preserve  her  from  sinking  in  the  channel, 
and  therefore  we  were  forced  to  heave  her  ashore,  to  prevent  a 
greater  mishap.     Since  then  she  has  troubled  all  hands  until  to-day. 
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and  the  tides  having  fallen  off,  she  is  quiet  and  well  shored,  hut  she 
does  not  dry,  and  yet  we  have  sight  of  her  wounds,  which  are  such 
that  I  wonder  that  she  ever  came  here.  All  that  can  be  done  here  in 
order  to  her  repair  will  he  only  to  plaster  her  up  with  board, 
lead,  &c.,  to  secure  her  from  sinking,  and  so  order  her  up  to 
Deptford. 

I  heartily  wish  I  may  hear  well  of  the  Nazeby,  Triumph,  and 
others  that  went  up  in  a  great  stress  of  wind,  rain,  and  dark 
weather  last  Saturday ;  I  greatly  wonder  at  the  keeping  of  the  rest 
of  the  fleet  in  Hoseley  Bay,  where  they  beat  their  cables,  and  could 
not  take  in  victuals  if  they  had  them,  by  reason  of  the  unquiet  and 
uncertain  weather.  I  have  been  urgent  with  my  reasons,  but  as  yet 
I  hear  nothing,  which  now  wholly  keeps  me  here,  because  I  cannot 
put  things  into  a  way  of  dispatch  until  I  receive  commands.  I  also 
wonder  that  I  have  not  a  word  from  you,  having  written  2  or 
3  letters  and  laid  before  you  the  state  of  the  stores,  and  what 
demands  and  wants  are  in  the  frigates  that  are  ready.  I  pray  take 
one  look  upon  this  inconsiderable  port,  for  it  is  your  own  as  well 
as  others  of  riper  age  and  greater  growth,  and  hath  its  share  in 
service  and  use.

[Dec.  17.]       41.  Representation  of  the  governor,  fellowship,  &c.,  of  the  East- 
land merchants  to  the  great  Council  of  State. 

Being  commanded,  on  our  late  petition  to  you,  to  present  the  con- 
dition of  our  trade,  with  the  obstructions  and  the  fit  remedies,  we 
show  that  300  years  ago,  our  predecessors  discovered  the  trade  to 
the  Baltic,  and  were  incorporated  21  Eliz.  that  we  might  vindicate 
the  trade  from  usurpation  by  strangers,  keep  it  in  the  hands  of 
skilful  natives,  and  protect  it  from  foreign  injuries,  which  has  been 
successfully  done,  for — 

(1.)  We  have  exported  yearly  14,000  broad  cloths,  beside  kersies, 
&c.,  not  lowering  the  price,  but  having  magazines  beyond 
seas  to  store  it  in  when  the  market  is  too  full. 

(2.)  We  have  had  returns  in  timbers,  tallow,  potashes,  linen, 
canvas,  metals,  &c.,  all  of  which  have  employed  the  poor, 
and  we  have  also  imported  gold  and  silver. 

(3.)  We  have  employed  200  large  ships  yearly,  and  have  thus 
become  a  nursery  for  seamen. 
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(4.)  We  have  obtained  immunities  abroad  and  freedom  from 
taxes,  protected  the  English  abroad,  mitigated  customs,  and 
removed  obstructions  in  the  trade  to  the  Sound. 

All  these  benefits  resulted  from  our  association,  the  late  suspension 
of  which  has  produced  many  sad  effects,  leading  to  the  decay  of 
this  ample  trade,  viz. . — 

1.  Through  loose  and  fraudulent  trading,  or  lowering  the  value 

of  the  goods. 

2.  Lessening  of  customs. 

3.  Decay  of  shipping,  scarce  20  having  been  this  year  employed 

in  that  trade. 

4.  The  general  employment  of  Flemish  ships,  bringing  the  trade 

into  the  hands  of  the  Hollanders. 
6.  Export  of  gold  and  silver,  owing  to  the  lessening  of  our  trade. 

6.  Increase  of  cloth  trade  in  Poland  and  Prussia  by  procuring 

English  workmen,  and  stealing  of  fuller's  earth  by  Hollanders. 

7.  Loss  of  our  immunities  abroad  threatened. 

There  is  no  way  of  rectifying  these  mischiefs  but  renewing  the 
incorporation,  Vhich  is  no  more  a  monopoly  than  the  incorporation 
of  any  city  or  town  in  England,  since  any  qualified  for  trading  may 
come  in  on  payment  of  201.,  and  no  port  town  is  excluded  from  the 
trade,  as  it  i^  not  confined  like  most  others  to  London  only. 

Our  government  being  re-established,  we  doubt  not  by  time  and 
patience,  and  further  assistance  of  the  State,  if  needful — 

To  rescue  the  trade  from  the  hand  of  strangers. 

To  hinder  the  making  of  foreign  draperies,  and  encourage  the 
reputation  of  our  own. 

To  prevent  foreign  shipping  and  promote  English  navigation. 

To  furnish  a  constant  supply  of  corn  and  Eastland  goods  at 
reasonable  rates. 

To  renew  the  import  of  coin,  and  prevent  its  export  by  strangers. 

To  preserve  the  estates  to  factors  dying  abroad  and  other  foreign 
privileges.  Endorsed,  with  an  order  for  its  consideration  in  Council.

Dec.  19.  42.  Rich.  Dermott  to  [the  Admiralty  Commissioners].  I  have 
Dawpool.  received  jrours,  with  copy  of  the  petition  of  Capt.  Rich.  Cowes, 
wherein  he  absolutely  denies  what  I  charged  him  with,  and  for 
revenge,  casts  the  most  false  and  unjust  aspersions  upon  me,  which 
is  as  much  as  my  life  and  estate  is  worth,  and  is  well  known  to  the 
best  ia  this  country  as  a  most  scandalous  falsehood.  I  never  had  a 
word  with  Sir  George  Booth  since  I  was  born,  either  by  letter, 
warrant,  or  otherwise ;  and  to  prove  Capt.  Cowes'  informer  and 
himself  to  be  malicious  spirits,  that  gentleman  is  now  a  prisoner  at 
London,  where  you  can  send  to  him  to  declare  the  truth,  whether 
he  ever  spoke  or  wrote  to,  or  ever  heard  or  knew  me,  either  by 
name  or  employment. 

It  is  well  known  to  the  best  and  well-aS'ected  in  these  parts,  and 
in  Ireland,  what  a  sufferer  I  have  been  in  both  nations,  and  to  the 
value  of  1,000^.,  for  my  loyalty  to  the  Parliament.  I  can  further 
show  that  I  have  belonged  to  the  Navy  22  years,  and  have  all  the 
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wars  been  intrusted  by  the  State  in  a  more  important  trust  than 
either  Capt.  Cowes  or  Philpot,  and  have  discharged  my  trust  with 
credit  and  honour,  which  they  can  never  attain  to,  except  they 
make  more  conscience  of  what  they  are  interested  in  for  the  time  to 
come.  You  are  the  judges  whether  what  he  alleges  for  the  want  of 
so  many  men  be  true,  or  it  be  warrantable  for  him  to  go  without 
them  in  such  a  distracted  time  as  it  then  was.  It  is  feared  that  if 
the  truth  were  known,  this  was  not  the  least  cause  of  his  bearing  up 
from  the  small  pickeroon  he  met  in  this  channel,  and  letting  her  go 
when  she  was  ready  to  yield,  of  which  you  had  a  good  account  both 
from  Ireland  and  Chester,  and  which  I  saw  at  your  office  when  in 
London- 
There  is  also  the  business  of  the  several  abuses  on  board  the 
frigate ;  his  selfendedness  and  abilities  (sic)  of  judgment  in  harbour- 
ing the  frigate  in  the  channel ;  his  diligent  attendance  on  passengers, 
both  in  Chester  Water,  Beaumaris,  and  Dublin,  and  carrying  goods 
to  and  again,  which  if  I  had  alluded  to,  it  would  have  been  thought 
it  was  done  by  me  out  of  malice ;  but  I  shall  say  no  more,  and  let 
him  do  as  he  pleases. 

As  to  what  I  wrote  concerning  tickets,  I  held  it  to  be  my  duty 
to  forewarn  you  of  what  I  feared,  when  I  found  such  a  want  of  men, 
and  having  notice  where  tickets  were  oifered  for  sale,  it  might  be 
safely  feared  that  things  are  not  rightly  carried,  when  there  is  such " 
a  correspondence  between  captains  and  pursers,  which  is  common  by 
those  frequeiiting  these  parts,  as  you  will  see  if  you  peruse  the  last 
book  I  sent  up  of  the  Fox. 

I  know  that  for  doing  my  duty,  and  discharging  the  trust 
reposed  in  me,  I  shall  be  in  as  bad  a  condition  and  as  much  abused 
as  I  am  now  by  Capt.  Cowes,  to  whom  I  never  gave  the  least  cause, 
nor  to  any  of  them ;  but  in  discharging  my  duty,  I  fear  no  man,  nor 
what  they  can  say  of  me.  As  to  what  I  charged  Capt.  Cowes  with, 
in  reference  to  questioning  your  power,  slighting  me  and  my 
warrant,  and  the  boat's  crew  saying  they  had  no  order  to  take  me 
on  board,  I  have  no  other  witness  than  God,  who  knows  the  secrets 
of  all  hearts,  and  whether  I  wrote  aught  but  the  truth.  As  to  his 
men  left  in  Dublin,  I  do  not  say  to  the  contrary,  but  I  must  give  a 
just  account  of  the  number  of  men  that  were  on  board  from  time  to 
time,  and  not  credit  aU  men.

In  the 
train  of  those  Englishmen  who  call  themselves  ambassadors  to  treat 
between  these  two  northern  crowns,  was  a  young  Welsh  gentleman, 
whose  friends  always  served  the  Crown,  but  being  a  good  scholar, 
and  having  several  languages,  his  kindred  got  him  this  employment, 
to  enable  him  to  serve  his  Majesty.  Being  lately  sent  here  with  one 
of  the  Commissioners,  he  took  with  him  a  table  of  cypher  from  me, 
by  which  he  can  receive  any  commands  that  his  Majesty  and 
Council  may  give  him  through  me.  His  fittest  employment  would 
be  in  Wales,  because  of  his  friends,  but  he  would  serve  anywhere.

We  have  also  a  confident  report  that  all  the  rest  of  the  army  with 
Major-Gen.  Lambert,  since  our  declaring  for  the  Parliament,  have 
either  dispersed,  or  declared ;  this  is  yet  only  a  report,  but  a  veiy 
probable  one.  The  Lord  we  trust  will  give  the  Parliament  hearts, 
upon  this  their  miraculous  return,  so  to  establish  and  secure  a 
Government,  with  piovision  for  such  a  successive  election,  that 
thereby  the  mouths  of  their  enemies  will  be  stopjDed. 

Here  was  a  report  that  there  was  a  party  of  men  ri.sing  in  this 
country  intending  to  declare  for  a  Council  of  State,  or  a  new  free 
Parliament,  but  we,  having  examined  it,  find  it  only  an  aspersion 
cast  upon  Lord  Fairfax,  because  his  son-in-law  accompanied  him, 
for  his  preservation  from  Col.  Lilburne.

Thomas,  bailiff,  the  aldermen,  common 
council,  and  burgesses  of  Brecon  to  the  Committee  of  Safety.     By 
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tlie  charter  of  Philip  and  Mary,  the  Common  council  of  15  persons 
was  on  Monday  before  Michaelmas  to  choose  a  bailiff,  2  aldermen, 
and  other  officers  for  the  next  year. 

On  26  Sept.  last  we  met  at  the  Guildhall  accordingly,  but  Edm. 
Jones,  made  recorder  by  the  malignant  interest,  though  expelled  the 
late  assembly  as  a  compounded  delinquent,  fearing  to  be  removed 
from  office,  and  wishing  to  set  up  a  malignant  interest,  combined  with 
Lewis  Jones,  the  present  high  sheriff  of  the  county  (formerly  put 
out  of  the  commission  for  high  misdemeanours)  with  Hen.  Powell, 
late  baiHff,  and  other  disaffected  men  and  militia  officers,  apprehended 
5  of  the  common  council  on  the  election  day,  and  kept  them  3  hours, 
though  they  offered  bail,  and  terrified  the  rest,  till  the  minority 
elected  John  Lewis,  a  scandalous  person  who  had  been  in  arms  for 
the  late  King,  as  bailiff,  and  other  officers  for  this  year. 

On  our  liberation  we  went  to  the  Guildliall,_and,  being  the 
majority  of  the  common  council,  elected  Wm.  Thomas,  bailiff,  and 
other  officers,  and  intended  to  swear  them  in  the  next  Monday,  but 
on  Tuesday  2ud  Oct.,  Lewis  Jones  and  his  party  brought  horse  and 
foot  into  the  town,  seized  the  Guildhall,  and  kept  guards  there,  and 
made  Thomas  prisoner,  and  others  who  came  to  see  him,  and  seized 
his  goods,  so  that  to  save  his  life,  he  was  forced  to  pay  them  52L 

Meanwhile  John  Lewis  and  the  other  pretended  officers  were 
sworn  in,  which  notwithstanding,  Thomas  was  afterwards  sworn  in 
by  a  mandamus  from  the  Upper  Bench ;  but  on  the  court  day,  Edm. 
Jones  and  his  party,  to  interrupt  the  government,  brought  horse  and 
foot,  and  assaulted  and  mortally  wounded  several  burgesses  without 
cause. 

We  beg  that  as  the  militia  was  intended  to  preserve  peace,  and 
these  practises  are  dangerous,  and  an  evil  precedent  in  this  juncture 
of  affairs,  and  our  enemies  have  employed  John  Morgan  and  others 
to  complain  against  us,  yon  would  examine  the  case,  punish  the 
offenders,  order  restitution  to  Thomas  of  the  money  taken  from  him, 
and  permit  him  to  exercise  his  office  quietly.

the  night,  for  fear  of  a  surprise.  I  have  also  kept  them  at  little 
charge,  for  they  have  had  little  pay,  and  I  none,  since  I  came  here, 
notwithstanding  I  have  been  at  great  charge  in  making  the  castle  fit 
for  myself  and  the  service,  and  I  have  given  the  town  and  country 
good  content,  for  although  it  has  grown  hard  with  me,  3''et  I  never 
quartered  one  soldier  on  free  qxiarter,  so  that  neither  I  nor  they 
have  been  chargeable  to  town  or  country  one  penny. 

As  you  were  a  chief  instrument  in  placing  me  here,  I  hope  you 
will,,  in  these  turning  times,  continue  your  former  love  by  keeping 
me  here,  and  I  will  faithfully  promise  to  be  as  true  and  as  real  to 
you  and  Piarliament,  in  keeping  and  defending  this  place  for  your 
and  their  use,  and  in  opposing  all  enemies  who  shall  attempt  to 
assault  the  same,  as  any  man  breathing.  I  also  desii'e  that  you  will 
command  your  clerk  to  write  me  a  line  or  bwo,  as  I  am  left  in  a  mist 
in  th-ese  turning  times,  having  never  seen  the  face  of  nor  received 
a  letter  from  any  one  member- of  Parliament,  nor  even  seen  one 
ofiicer  of  the  army  since  I  received  my  commission.     [I  page.'] 

4.  Jno.  Godfrey  ta  Sir  Art.  Hesilrigg;  On  Saturday  night  or 
Sunday  morning,;  we  met  Lord  Fairfax,  Sir  Hugh  Pethen,  and  Sir 
Hen.  Cholmley,  with  divers  other  country  gentlemen,  and  3  troops 
of  Col.  Lilbume's  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Maj.  Smithson, 
at  Marston  Moor,  when  I  tendered  to  them  the  engagement  I  sent  to 
you  to  sign  and  seal,  that  I  might  know  on  what  account  they  were. 
The  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  3  troops^  and  of  that  of  Col.  Bethel, 
unaminously  assented  to  it,  but  Lord  Fairfax  and  the  rest  of  the 
country  gentlemen  declined.  I  told  my  lord  and  the'  rest  that  I 
would  not  join  with  them  except  they  would  own  this'^  Parliament. 
He  replied  he  would  own  a  Parliament..  I  asked  him<  whether  his 
lordship  intended  a  free  Parliament,-  or  all  the  members  of  this 
Parliament  as  it  was  constituted  in  1642,  and  found  him  inclinable 
to  the  latter.  He  desired  me  to  join  with  him,  which  I  could  not  do 
unless  he  would  own  this  present  Parliament,  to  which  he  consented, 
and  gave  me  an  assurance  that  this  brigade  should  quarter  in  it 
[York],  in  case  we  reduced  it,  whereupon  my  lord  sent  a  summons 
to  the  city,  and  drew  up  this  party  before  it.  Col.  Lilburne  was 
willing  to  admit  th®  Army  forces  in,  but  not  my  Ibrd  and  the 
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country  gentlemen,  he  having  received  intelligence  that  they 
intended  to  proclaim  a  free  Parliaments  There  were  300  or  400 
persons  who  got  into  the  Minster,  and  intended  to  make  a  party  for 
my  lord,  and  Sir  Philip  Munckton  was  to  head  them',  but  was  pre- 
vented hy  Col.  Lilburne,  who  apprehended  him  Before  he  could  get 
in.  It  was  concluded  about  4  o'clock  that  the  Irish  Brigade,  and  the 
3  troops  of  Maj.  Smithson's,  should  march  in,  but  that  my  lord  and 
his  party  should  draw  back,  to  which  at  last  my  lord  consented,  and 
accordingly  did. 

On  Saturday  night,  Col.  Redman  and  Lieut. 'Col.  Brett  came  to 
this  party,  with  a  letter  from  the  Speaker,  empowering  them  to  take 
eharge,  one  of  the  horse,  and  the  other  of  the  foot.  I  am  glad  the 
party  was  drawn  away  from  Lord  Lambert,  before  they  came,  or 
else  they  had  obstructed  these  brigades'  declaring,  and  a  great 
party  of  the  Army,  they  being  formerly  such  great  sticklers  for  a 
Ptotector,  and  havjng  received  such  remarkable  favours  from  one, 
the  officers  and  soldiers  of  this  brigade  did  not  well  resent  it; 
however,  in  obedience  to  your  commands,  they  are  resolved  to  observe 
such  instructions  as  they  shall  receive  from  them,  tintil  your  farther 
pleasure  is  known  herein. 

I  cannot  but  admire  that  good  hand  of  Providence  that  has  re- 
established you  again  in  peace,  through  so  many  difficulties,  without 
shedding  of  blood  ;  and  since  the  Lord  has  re-invested  you  without 
blood,  I  humbly  beg  you  would  extend  your  mercies  to  those 
persons  who,  for  their  offences,  would  fall  tinder  the  hand  of  justice. 
But  put  on  tenderheartedness  and  bowels  of  compassion  towards 
them,  and  that  good  God  that  hath  frustrated  their  designs  against 
you  will  deliver  you  out  of  all  trouble,  and  cause  you  to  flourish,  so 
that  the  nations  of  the  earth  shall  call  you  blessed.  I  have  sent  a 
messenger  on  purpose,  and  desire  you  will  signify  your  pleasure 
to  me. 

P.S.  I  entreat  you  will  permit  me  to  wait  on  you,  having  an 
earnest  desire  to  see  you.  There  is  one  Capt.  Walcott,  and  some 
other  officers  that  I  shall  give  you  an  account  of,  who  have  been 
very  instrumental  in  this  work,  and  I  hope  you  will  give  them  a 
mark  of  your  favour,  and  countenance  them.  Just  tiow  I  received 
intelligence  that  the  Army  have  left  Lord  Lambert,  and  are,  in 
obedience  to  your  commands,  repairing  to  their  several  quarters ; 
that  he  has  not  above  50  horse  left  with  him,  has  declared  for  this 
Parliament,  and  is  riow  at  Northallerton.

You 
know  who  are  friends  to  government  by  the  Parliament  now  at 
Westminster,  and  who  are  for  an  arbitrary  sWord  government.

Jan.  3.  all.  Paul  Hobson,  Mr.  Joplin,  Mr.  Gower,  and  Col.  Lilburne 
continually  sending  warrants  which  was  opposed,  and  Maj.  Smith  son 
giving  me  notice  that  Lord  Fairfax  would  appear  (having  the  same 
from  Gen..  Monkj,  to  endeavour  to  raise  what  he  could,  to  disturb 
and  discountenance  Lambert.  After  I  acquainted  several  of  the 
county,  I  endeavoured  to  speak  with  some  of  the  troop  that  was 
mine,  upon  which  about  12  came  away,  and  th«n  I  considered 
further  that  if  I  could  carry  the  whole  troop,  it  would  be  well. 
I  went  with  tha/t  party  in  the  niglit  where  the  troop  quartered, 
secured  the  cornet,  and  took  the  coiours,  for  the  officers  of  that 
troop  were  desperate  against  Monk,  and  cannot  endure  to  hear  of 
the  Parliament.  That  time  about  40  marched,  and  the  rest  came 
after,  and  that  night  joined  with  Maj.  Smithson  and  Capt.  Strang- 
wayes  at  Helmsly,  from  thence  marched  to  Knaresborough,  and 
joined  with  Lord  Fairfax,  Col.  Bethell.and  Sir  Fras,Boynton.  There 
were  some  Cavaliers  there,  but  we  thought  it  was  better  for  them  to 
go  home,  which  they  accordingly  did. 

Having  credible  information  that  Lambert's  design  was  upon  York, 
and  if  possible  to  make  this  country  the  seat  of  war,  or  to  have  it  a 
place  to  make  his  peace  with  Maj.  Creed  and  others,  Col.  Lilburne 
being  governor — who  is  known  to  be  altogether  his  creature,  and 
said  that  he  hoped  never  a  true  Englishman,  would  name  the  Parlia- 
ment again,,  and  that  he  would  have  the  house  pulled  down  where 
they  sat,  for  fear  it  should  be  infectious — so  that  we  could  not  be 
satisfied  till  we  had  York.  Upon  this  the  Irish  regiment  came  and 
joined  with  us,  and  we  marched  to  York  yesterday,  and  are  now 
quartered  in  the  city,  Lambert  is  at  Northallerton  yet,  and  is 
expected  hither,  but  will  be  refused  except  himself  and  servants. 
Maj.  Smithson  has  prevailed  for  the  Irish  regiment  to  stay  with  us 
till  Lambert  pass  us,  though  the  truth  is  all  his  forces  are  broken  ; 
he  has  but  one  troop,  and  not  many  foot,  but  many  officers  that 
fled  from  Gen.  Monk.  We  shall  all  be  glad  of  settlement,  which 
now  is  in  a  very  fair  way.. 

If  the  Parliament  receive  satisfaction,  I  desire  that  the  -old 
lieutenant,  Thos.  Skelto'n,  may  receive  a  commission  to  be  lieutenant 
of  that  troop.  Rich,  Freeman,  cornet,  and  Robt.  Markindale,  quarter- 
master,, who  are  faithful,  stout  men,,  and  I  will  engage  my  life,  will 
be  faithful  to  Parliament.  If  you  think  I  can  do  you  any  service, 
I  shall  be  faithful  and  true,  but  indeed  those  officers  that  were  put 
in,.  Lieut,  Cooke  and  Cornet  Dixon,,  are  very  unfit,  and  'venomous 
against  Parliament,  and  will  much  discourage  the  soldiers  that  left 
them  in  their  rebellion,  so'  that  Maj..  Smithson  thinks  fit  they  should 
not  meddle  till  the  pleasure  of  P-arliament  be  known.  That  troop 
I  commanded  and  Capt.  Strangway's  troop  were  excepted  from, 
coming  in.to  the  city  yesterday,  and  to-day  M^.  Smithson,  who  has 
received  orders  to  command  the  regiment,  has  sent  for  the  troop  that 
came  with  me,,  and  Capt,  Strangway's  troop,  and  removes  the 
colonel's  and  Capt.  Peverell's  troops,  This  morning  Col.  Lilburne' 
ordered  Capt.  Robinson's  troop,; — that  basely  ran  away  from  Gen.. 
Monk,  after  they  had  received  their  arms,  by  persuasion  of  theii: 
officers, — to  march  to  Allerto-n  ;.  but  upon  notice,  it  was  thought 
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tkat  they  should  not  go  thither  until  Lord  Lambert  were  marched, 
upon  which  Maj.  Smithson  ordered  them  to  Pontefract,  where  they 
are  accordingly  gone.  If  you  please  to  lay  your  commands  upon 
me,  I  shall  be  very  faithful,  and  ready  to  serve  either  in  this  place, 
or  in  CO.

Groome  to  Sir  Art.  Hesilrigg,  M.P.  I  have  been  a 
servant  to  the  Commonwealth  in  the  army  18  years,  and  have  had 
a  commission  of  foot  13  years,  and  I  did  not  contribute  one  word 
to  the  late  bad  act  of  interruption  of  this  Honorable  Parliament, 
not  having  been  in  London  these  2  years,  but  have  had  my  com- 
pany in  Ludlow  and  Denbigh  Castles  these  4  years.  Truly  v/hen 
the  news  came  of  the  Parliament's  interruption,  I  was  as  sad  as 
ever  I  was  at  anything  of  news  since  the  beginning  of  the  wars  in 
this  nation,  and  certainly  did  conceive  and  do  judge  this  Parliament's 
sitting  to  be  the  only  means  of  establishing  this  nation  a  free 
Commonwealth.  I  well  know  the'  restoring  of  this  "Parliament  to 
the  exercise  of  their  power  to  be  the  only  check  upon  the  old 
Cavaliers,  and  that  which  cuts  them  to  their  very  hearts,  and  shall 
heartily  beg  of  God  for  His  guidance  of  you,  and  His  blessing  upon 
you,  so  that  you  may  be  the  establishers  of  this  poor,  distressed,  and 
distracted  nation.

Thereupon  a  mutiny  arose  amongst  them,  and  Capt.  Coats  marching 
off  with  some  of  his,  the  rest  fell  upon  them,  and  took  their  colours 
and  destroyed  them,  and  then  ran  in  a  confused  manner  to  the 
magazine  and  storehouse,  took  out  what  arms  and  ammunition  they 
judged  necessarj"-,  and  kept  up  such  a  noise  and  tumult  in  the  streets 
that  no  man  durst  appear  to  quiet  them,  till  at  length,  by  the 
providence  of  God,  being  wearied  with  acclamations  and  confusion, 
they  came  to  be  a  little  quiet.  They  are  yet  in  arms,  but  we  hope 
to  get  them  to  their  quarters.  Wb  are  ready  to  serve  in  our  several 
stations,  but  we  can  do  no  more  than  so  many  single  men  without 
money,  and  we  expect  an  insurrection  here  every  night  by  the  old 
enemy.

In 
my  passage  through  Lichfield  to  Stafford,  I  found-  a  foot  company 
newly  raised,  but  as  most  of  them  were  without  arms,  I  dismissed 
them.  When  I  arrived  here,  I  acquainted  Col.  Crompton  with  the 
business  for  which  I  was  sent,  as  also  some  of  his  officers  afterwards. 
I  found  them  at  a  great  stand  what  to  do,  although  professing  for 
the  Parliament,  and  the  more  I  see  the  number  of  forces  gathered 
together  in  such  an  unparliamentary  way,  the  more  I  wonder  at  the 
turn  that  has  of  late  opened  the  door  to  the  sitting  of  this  Parlia- 
ment. 

In  this  little  county  I  find  700  foot  raised,  and  two  troops  of 
horse,  but  the  latter  being  dismissed  before  I  came,  I  shall  demand 
of  their  captains  that  the  saddles,  bridles,  and  arms  belonging  to  the 
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county  be  restored.  To-day  they  have  dismissed  Capt.  Dudley's 
foot  company,  but  not  without  some  mutiny,  many  of  that  company 
being  of  that  principle  which  of  late  played  at  a  game  "  Have 
at  all." 

Two  companies  are  out  of  town,  on  their  march  back  from 
Leicester,  but  I  shall  endeavour  that  they  are  dismissed  before  they 
enter  this  town.  Col.  Crompton  and  Lieut. -CoL  Gent's  companies, 
being  very  good  soldiers,  and  well  armed,  I  conceive  they  may  be 
very  serviceable  to  Parliament ;  the  chief  inhabitants  of  the  town 
not  only  give  them  a  good  character,  but  desire  they  may  be  con- 
tinued for  the  safety  of  this  place,  which  is  so  naturally  defended 
with  ditches  and  water,  that  if  the  frost  were  gone,  it  could  be  made 
very  tenable  ;  if  there  be  any  Cavalier  designs  on  foot,  it  would  not 
be  convenient  to  let  it  lie  open  to  the  enemy.  Col.  Crompton  has 
been  an  old  servant  of  Parliament,  and  professes  he  will  so  live  and 
die,  as  also  that  he  has  had  no  other  end  in  calling  this  force  together 
than  to  defend  these  parts  against  the  flOmmon  enemy.  Lieut.-Col. 
Gent  is  a  stout  man,  and  an  old  soldier,  and  always  for  Parliament ; 
without  his  help,  we  could  not  have  dismissed  Capt.  Dudley's  com- 
pany, and  I  think  he  might  be  very  fit  for  foot  employment. 
According  to  instructions  from  Colonels  Sanders  and  Hacker,  I  shall 
foUow  the  example  of  Coventry,  in  arming  the  well-affected  of  this 
town,  imder  such  a  commander  as  will  freely  engage  to  be  faithful 
to  this  Parliament.  I  desire  you  will  acquaint  the  Council  with 
the  state  of  affairs  here,  and  send  their  resolutions  speedily  as  to 
the  two  foot  companies  before  mentioned.  I  think  of  ordering  the 
troop  quartered  at  Lichfield  to  march  to  this  town,  until  further 
order  ;  and  as  soon  as  I  have  done  what  can  be  done  here,  I  shall 
hasten  back  to  London.

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Jan.  19,  We  were  riding  in  Duhlin  Bay  on  IMh  Dec.  last ;  Gapt. 

Abraham  AUgate,  commander  of  the  Oxford  was  there, 
and  being  in  danger  of  seizure  by  those  who  secured  the 
town  for  Parliament,  he  made  his  escape  to  Bullock,  got 
aboard  his  frigate,  and  stopped  the  packet  boat  with  him 
for  24  hours,  thence  sailed  to  Holyhead,  and  thence  to 
Beaumaris,  where  they  took  in  Lieut.-Gen.  Ludlow  on 
30th  Dec,  and  sailed  again  for  DiMin,  where,  we  rode 
4  days,  and  had  several  treaties  with  Sir  Hardress 
Waller  by  letters  from  the  town. 

The  captain  told  his  seamen  that  the  rebels  had  risen 
in  Ireland  and  had  got  into  Dublin,  which  occasioned 
the  disturbance,  and  Gen.  Ludlow  said  they  had  turnsd 
all  honest  men.  out  of  their  commands,  and  Gapt.  AUgate 
with  Gen.  Ludloiu  stopped  the  packet  boat  again  for 
30  hours,  and  perused  her  letters.  Lord  Corbett  being 
tlien  on  board,  who  went  from  the  frigate  In  the  packet 
boat  for  Wales. 

Gapt.  AUgate  would  have  persuaded  his  men  to  sur- 
prise the  Harp  frigate  for  Gen.  Ludlow's  use,  but  they 
refused,  and  declared  generally  against  any  such  action. 
Thereupon  AUgate  proposed  to  his  men  that  he  would 
take  to  his  assistance  a  Tner chant  ship  then  in  the  harbour 
by  force  for  the  surprisal  of  the  frigate,  but  this  tJiey  also 
refused,  telling  him  that  the  Harp  was  for  the  Parlia- 
ment of  the  Gommonwealth  of  England,  as  they  were, 
and  that  they  would  not  do  such  a  thing  against  their 
friends.

We 
therefore  recommend  it  to  your  care  to  appoint  some  prudent  agents 
and  persons  to  watch  and  observe,  not  only  in  the  port  of  Dover, 
but  also  in  the  creeks  and  passages  thereabouts,  for  any  strangers 
who  may  come  over  from  beyond  seas  and  land  there,  or  who  come 
thither  to  embark;  to  inquire  as  carefully  as  they  can  of  their 
quality  and  business,  and  in  case  any  of  them  shall  be  found  or 
judged  dangerous,  to  make  stay  of  them,  and  give  us  a  speedy 
account;  or  yourself,  upon  any  intimation  thereof,  forthwith  to 
examine  the  business,  and  improve  what  you  shall  find  out  to  the 
best  security  of  the  public  interest,  and  communicate  speedily  to  us  ; 
meantime  you  are  to  dispose  of  their  persons  as  may  be  most 
conducing  to  those  ends.    You  are  also  to  cause  the  horse  watch 

upon to  be  renewed,  and  the  like  care  taken  there  as 

in  the  other  passages  ;  and  what  expenses  you  shall  be  put  to  therein 
we  will  see  defrayed.  Your  care  and  vigilance  herein  is  much 
relied  upon. 

P.S. — Since  writing  the  above,  we  have  received  yours  of  the 
19th  instant,  and  take  notice  of  some  other  letters  of  yours  which 
lately  came  to  our  hands,  whereby  we  perceive  you  have  already 
taken  much  pains  in  the  business  to  which  the  letters  relate.  In 
answer  to  your  desires,  we  have  ordered  that  a  troop  of  horse  of 
Col.  Walton's  regiment  be  speedily  sent  to  you,  so  that  a  party 
thereof  may  be  employed  for  the  safe  conducting  to  London  of  the 
prisoners  whom  you  mention,  viz.,  Thos.  Browne,  Rich.  Allison, 
Wm.

I  shall  keep  within  the  lines  of  truth,  and 
presume  on  your  just  and  charitable  construction  of  the  whole. 

Having  received  orders  here  to  convoy  several  vessels  bound  for 
Ireland,  on  Nov.  30  I  arrived  at  Dublin,  with  2  laden  with  powder 
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Jan.  21.  bound  there,  where,  according  to  my  o]?der,  I  applied  to  the  Com- 
missioners for  the  government  of  Ireland,  from  whom  I  received 
orders  10  days  after  to  take  such  vessels  as  were  there,  and  at 
Wexford  and  Waterford,  bound  for  England,  convoy  them  over,  and 
then  return  to  my  former  station. 

Before  I  had  opportunity  to  depart,  being  in  Dublin  the  13th  of 
December,  a  sudden  uproar  happened  in  the  city,  and  the  soldiers, 
both  horse  and  foot,  appeared  in  arms,  and  the  general  cry  amongst 
the  whole  was  for  a  free  Parliament ;  the  Commissioners  and  other 
persons,  whom  I  considered  were  the  firmest  friends  to  the  present 
Parliament,  were  seized  on,  and  clapped  under  restraint,  the  seeing 
and  hearing  of  which  much  amazed  me. 

Understanding  that  I  was  sought  for  to  the  same  intent,  I  made 
my  escape,  and  got  to  my  charge  on  board  the  frigate  in  Dublin 
Eoad,  where  I  received  an  invitation  next  day,  by  letter  from  Sir 
Hardress  Waller,  to  come  ashore  ;  doubting  much  what  was  done, 
1  returned  him  a  civil  answer,  but  reckoned  it  my  concernment  to 
do  my  utmost  for  preserving  the  frigate  for  Parliament.  Ere 
I  could  sail,  the  Harp,  by  some  called  the  packet  boat,  coming  from 
England,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  the  captain  information  of 
the  state  of  things  there,  and  he,  being  at  a  loss  what  to  do,  of  his 
own  accord  rode  by  me  all  the  night.  I  took  my  oppcjrtunity  for 
Holyhead,  and  left  her  in  the  Bay,  and  to  that  end  I  arrived  at 
Holyhead  Dec.  18,  gave  you  an  account  of  what  I  saw  and 
heard,  and  desired  orders  at  Beaumaris.  Waiting  for  them  there, 
Lieut.-Gen.  Ludlow  came  on  board,  Dec.  31,  and  requested  me  to 
transport  him  to  Dublin,  where  he  said  he  was  hastening  to  endea- 
vour the  securing  the  Parliament's  interest  in  Ireland  ;  knowing  in 
what  capacity  Parliament  had  set  him,  I  durst  not  deny  his  com- 
mands, and  carried  him  to  Dublin  Bay,  where  we  rode  4  days,  in 
which  time  some  letters  passed  between  him  and  Sir  Hardress 
Waller,  and  Lord  Corbett  came  on  board,  and  spoke  with  the 
Lieut.-General,  who  stayed  the  packet  boat  some  time,  to  see  if  he 
had  any  letters  from  England  in  her. 

The  Lieut.-General  wanted  to  have  the  Harp  frigate  that  then 
lay  with  us  secured  for  Parliament,  but  nothing  was  attempted  ;  and 
my  former  orders  appointing  me  to  call  at  Waterford,  and  the  Lieut.- 
General  desiring  me  to  carry  him  thither,  I  did  so,  and  he  went 
ashore  to  Duncannon  Castle,  within  which  I  thought  at  first  to 
ride  while  I  was  there;  but  on  second  thoughts,  lest  any  diiference 
should  arise  among  those  on  shore,  I  resolved  to  ride  without,  and 
so  told  my  men. 

I  waited  there  some  days  in  expectation  of  victuals,  and  of  the 
coming  forth  of  vessels  bound  for  England  from  Waterford,  for 
despatch  of  which  I  sent  my  boat  to  Passage,  at  whose  return  some 
fowls  and  other  small  provisions  were  sent  by  her  to  the  Lieut.- 
General.  During  my  stay  there,  two  men  came  aboard  my  frigate, 
with  papers  and  declarations,  saying  they  were  sent  to  know  whether 
we  were  for  Parliament,  to  which  I  and  my  company  replied  we 
were.  Said  they,  "  You  must  give  a  signal  then  to  our  friends 
ashore,  by  firing  5  guns,  that  it  is  so,"  and  I  accordingly  ordered 
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5  guns  to  be  fired,  which  done,  "  Now,"  said  they,  "  you  must  go 
ashore  with  us,  for  ordei-s  on  the  Parliament's  behalf,"  but  I  desired 
they  would  excuse  me  therein  ;  thereupon  they  applied  themselves 
again  to  my  men,  and  told  them  that  all  they  had  done  was  as 
good  as  nothing  if  their  captain  were  not  ashore,  and  the  like ;  but 
my  men  refused  to  be  persuaded  by  them  against  me,  but  unani- 
mously told  them  that  their  captain  should  not  go  out  of  the 
frigate.  At  length,  perceiving  their  design  was  only  to  ensnare 
me,  I  required  them  to  depart  the  frigate;  but  they  very  confidently 
told  me  they  would  not,  nor  did  until  my  men  heaved  them  into 
the  boat  which  brought  them  aboard. 

The  next  morning,  no  vessels  or  provisions  appearing,  and  having 
very  little  victuals  on  board,  I  weighed  and  inclined  to  get  to 
Milford,  it  being  the  shortest  cut,  where  I  supposed  I  might  hear 
of  your  commands  in  answer  to  mine  from  Holyhead  ;  but  finding 
my  men  unwilling,  I  made  the  best  of  my  way  for  this  place,  and 
got  up  as  high  as  Falmouth,  the  16th  inst.,  where  two  of  my  men 
informed  Capt.  Fox  harshly  against  me,  and  he  as  readily  received 
it,  and  commended  himself  by  it  to  you  and  other  persons  of  note. 
Forthwith,  while  I  was  in  the  harbour,  Capt.  Fox  sent  aboard, 
desiring  me  to  come  and  speak  with  him,  but  having  been  so 
hurried  as  I  had  been  before,  I  was  unwilling  to  it,  and  desired  to 
be  excused ;  Capt.  Heaton,  of  the  Gainsborough,  coming  near  the 
harbour's  mouth,  I  went  on  board  of  him,  and  with  him  to  Capt. 
Fox  in  the  Castle,  where  I  understood  that  such  two  persons  had 
offered  such  things  against  me.  After  this,  the  wind  favouring, 
the  Gainsborough  and  we  turned  up  to  this  place,  where  she 
arrived  yesterday,  and  we  this  morning  before  day. 

In  this  narrative  I  have  presumed  on  your  patience,  but  have 
not  used  deceit  to  cover  myself  with,  nor  undertaken  to  justify  all 
that  I  have  done,  or  have  been  exercised  in,  for  I  was  destitute  of 
intelligence,  and  am  sensible  that  I  was  at  best  very  incapable  to 
make  a  certain  judgment  of  those  late  wonderful  revolutions,  and 
therefore  very  liable,  as  a  poor  infirm  creature,  to  err  in  them  ;  yet 
I  have  had  no  sinister  end  in  what  I  have  done,  but  had  it  honestly 
and  conscionably  upon  my  heart  in  all  to  answer  the  just  end  of 
that  trust  which  was  reposed  in  me,  and  the  commands  laid  upon 
me.  If  you  do  not  receive  satisfaction  in  me  hereby,  I  desire, 
before  you  sufier  me  to  be  concluded  according  to  what  those 
persons  have  preferred  against  me,  to  order  a  plain  and  thorough 
inspection  to  be  made  therein ;  which  done,  I  shall  humbly  and 
comfortably  refer  myself  to  what  the  Lord  shall  direct  you  with 
respect  to  me.  Capt.  Hatsell  has  ordered  us  some  provisions,  and 
for  me  to  ply  between  this  and  the  coast.     [2  pages.]

We 
thank  you  for  your  extraordinary  affection  and  s'ervices  to  Parlia- 
ment, and  assure  you  that  we  will  retain  you  in  our  thoughts  on  all 
occasions  which  may  happen,  for  any  employment  suitable  to  your 
great  merits.     [/.

Council  of  State  to  Col.  Jno.  Dixwell,  Governor  of  Dover  Castle. 
We  have  received  your  letter  which  accompanied  the  4  prisoners 
who  are  secured  here,  and  put  it  into  a  way  to  be  examined.  We  have 
also  received  a  letter  from  a  private  friend,  of  which  we  enclose  a 
copy,  the  name  of  the  writer  being  concealed,  and  in  it  the  copy 
of  a  declaration  which  is  or  lately  was  carrying  on  about  Canter- 
bury, having  in  it  the  seeds  of  new  distempers  in  that  county, 
whether  we  consider  the  persons  that  carry  it  on,  or  the  way  of 
managing  it.  That  the  designs  couched  under  their  proceedings 
against  Parliament  and  the  public  peace  may,  at  the  beginning, 
receive  some  check  and  discouragement,  we  think  it  necessary  to 
secure  some  of  the  principal  persons  mentioned  in  the  letter  as  the 
actors  therein  ;  and  we  desire  you,  on  receipt  of  this,  to  send  some 
party  of  the  horse  with  you  to  apprehend  them  and  dispose  them  as 
follows,  viz.,  Sir  John  Boyce,  son  of  Mr.  Boyce,  Thos.  Engham,  Capt, 
Jno.  Bowes,  and  Sir  Wm.  Mann,  at  Dover  Castle ;  old  Mr.  Boyce,  Mr. 
Sumner,  the  Proctor,  and  Mr.  Masters  of  Powles,  at  Deal  Castle,  and 
charge  the  respective  officers  to  keep  them  in  safe  custody  there. 

You  are  also  to  have  a  vigilant  eye  upon  that  county,  observe  their 
actings,  and  endeavour  the  securing  of  the  public  safety  in  those 
parts ;  in  order  thereto,  the  party  that  comes  up  shall  be  hastened 
back  to  you,  and  care  is  taken  for  sending  more  troops  into  your 
county.     [/.

Jan.  28.         27.  The  gentlemen  of  Devon  to  Gen.  Monk. 

A  letter  is  printed  under  your  name,  dated  Leicester,  Jan.  23, 
directed  to  Mr.  Rolle,  for  the  rest  of  the  gentry  in  this  county.  If 
this  be  your  act,  we  receive  it  as  £1  noble  respect  from  Gen.  Monk 
to  his  friends  and  countrymen ;  if  otherwise,  it  is  the  artifice  of  an 
anti-parliamentary  faction,  under  pretence  of  your  concurrence,  to 
delude  and  enslave  the  nation. 

Taking  it  for  granted  that  it  is  yours,  we  thank  you  for  your 
piety  and  care,  and  particularly  that,  though  at  the  liead  of  an  army, 
you  prefer  reason  to  force,  propose  the  word  of  God  for  your  rule,  and 
the  settlement  of  the  nation  for  your  end ;  that  you  profess  service 
to  no  interest  or  faction,  but  desire  to  compose  old  differences  at 
home,  and  prevent  new  mischiefs  from  abroad ;  and,  finally,  that 
you  submit  all  to  a  fair  and  rational  examination. 
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Jan.  28.  For  these  purposes,  we  would  live  and  die  at  your  feet,  but  we 
think  that  to  you,  as  a  stranger  to  our  late  oppressions  and 
calamities,  our  affairs  may  be  misrepresented.  Your  letter  was 
occasioned  by  ours  to  the  Speaker,  for  the  recall  of  the  secluded 
members.  You  say  that  the  monarchical  government  cannot  possibly 
be  restored,  because  incompatible  with  the  interests  of  Presbyterians, 
Independents,  Anabaptists,  &c. ;  also  of  the  purchasers  of  crowa  and 
bishops'  lands,  forfeited  estates,  &c.,  so  that  the  constitution  must  be 
a  republic,  to  which  the  secluded  members  of  1648  will  never  agree, 
many  of  them  being  asserters  of  monarchy,  and  disclaimers  of  all 
laws  made  since  their  seclusion ;  also  that  the  army  will  never 
endure  it.  You  advise  us  to  desist  from  that  paper,  and  rest  on  this 
Parliament's  promises  for  a  due  representative,  a  provision  for 
succeeding  Parliaments,  and  a  peaceable  settlement. 

Hence  there  seem  but  4  reasons  against  a  free  Parliament.  (1)  The 
majority  desire  a  monarchy,  but  they  that  have  swallowed  up  the 
revenues  of  the  Crown  declare  against  it.  (2)  The  entangled 
interests  of  this  nation  can  neve^  be  united  but  under  a  republic. 
(3)  The  army  will  never  endure  it.  (4)  It  would  beget  a  new  war, 
whereas  this  Parliament  promises  lasting  peace. 

As  to  monarchy,  we  wonder  why  it  is  prejudged  by  those  who 
swore  to  defend  it.  But  you  have  hit  the  reason  ;  they  gained  by 
dissolving  it,  and  they  fear  to  lose  by  restoring  it.  "  Having  put 
the  father  to  death,  they  abjure  the  son,  whom  they  fear  to  trust. 
By  force  they  would  maintain  what  by  force  they  have  gotten.  In 
effect  the  question  is  not  so  much  what  government,  as  what 
governors  ?  A  single  person  will  go  down  well  enough  with  the 
fiercest  of  them,  when  it  lies  fair  for-any  of  themselves.  Witness 
the  late  Protector,  and  the  later  Lambert." 

"  Briefly,  since  the  death  of  the  King,  we  have  been  governed  by 
tumult ;  bandied  from  one  faction  to  the  other ;  this  party  up  to- 
day, that  to-morrow — but  still  the  nation  under,  and  a  prey  to  the 
strongest.  It  is  a  feeble  argument  against  monarchy  that  we  never 
have  been  happy  since  we  lost  it,  and  yet  nothing  hath  appeared  to 
obstruct  our  quiet  but  the  division  of  the  booty.  What  hath 
been  shall  be,  so  long  as  this  violence  continues  over  us,  nor  can 
any  other  government  settle  the  nation  than  that  which  pleases 
the  universality  of  it." 

You  speak  of  the  necessity  of  a  tepublic.  We  say  it  is  not 
necessary,  nor  even  effectual,  but  if  it  were  both,  a  free.  Parliament 
ought  to  introduce  it.  The  consent  of  the  people  must  settle  the 
nation,  the  public  debt  must  be  secured  out  of  the  public  stock,  and 
interests  of  opinion  and  property  must  be  secured  by  a  free  Parlia- 
ment. You  speak  of  the  dangerous  inclinations  of  the  people  to 
monarchy,  and  balance  against  the  universal  vote  of  the  nation  the 
interests  of  a  "  few  persons,  who  would  rule  us  themselves — for 
that's  the  English  of  the  settlement  they  propose."  Is  a  republic 
to  exclude  a  considerable  in  favour  of  a  small  interest  ?  If  a  free 
Parliament  will  never  agree  upon  a  free  State,  that  form  will  never 
do  our  business.  What  government  soever  is  forced  upon  us  must 
expire  with  the  force  that  imposed  it. 
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You  say  "  the  army  will  never  endure  it ;"  that  is  to  say,  "  you 
are  to  be  governed  by  the  sword."  You  fear  a  new  war,  and 
promise  a  speedy  composure.  Alas,  parties  are  uniting  against 
us  abroad,  and  we  against  ourselves  at  home !  Are  not  the 
promisers  those  who  vowed  to  make  our  last  a  glorious  king? 
Just  such  a  glorious  nation  they  will  make  of  us. 

They  abjured  a  single  person  and  then  set  up  another,  with 
another  oath.  We  dare  not  trust  these  men,  nor  any  other  of  that 
leaven,  but  we  will  empower  our  representatives  with  the  command 
of  all  we  are  worth.     [1  sheet] 

Jan.  28.  28.  Declaration  by  the  gentry  of  Norfolk  *  aud  Norwich.  Being 
deeply  affected  by  our  sad  distractions  in  Church  and  State,  wearied 
with  an  unnatural  civil  war,  the  too  frequent  interruptions  of 
Government,  the  impositions  of  heavy  taxes,  the  loud  outcries  of 
famished  people,  occasioned  by  decay  of  trade,  we  have  met  and 
consulted  as  to  a  remedy.  We  think  the  chief  expedient  will  be 
the  recalling  of  the  members  secluded  in  1648  (by  such  seclusion  we 
of  Norfolk  being  deprived  of  any  person  to  represent  us  in  Parlia- 
ment), and  the  filling  up  of  vacant  places  without  oath  or  engage- 
ment. We  will  be  ready  to  submit  to  Parliament,  without  which 
authority  the  people  of  England  cannot  be  obliged  to  pay  taxes.

It  is  tedious  to  see  government  reeling  from  one  hand  to  another  ; 

Our  sacred  and  civil  liberties  solicit  • 
restitution  to  their  legal"  boundaries.  Cast  your  eyes  on  a  nation 
impoverished,  bleeding  under  an  intestine  sword.  Let  its  miseries 
and  ruins  implore  your  assistance.  The  only  redress  lies  in  a  free 
and  full  Parliament.  These  are  not  our  solitary  thoughts ;  the  pre- 
sentments of  several  grand  juries,  and  the  desires  of  the  seamen 
of  this  country  urged  this  address.

Jan.  28.  [Sec.  Nicholas]  to  John  Heath,  sent  by  Fox  to  Col.  Phillips.  I 
Feb.  7.  have  read  yours  to  the  King,  who  is  well  pleased  with  your  industry, 
and  wishes  its  continuance,  you  advising  with  the  Commissioners 
for  securing  moneys  necessary  for  engaging  men.  If  that  business 
were  so  compassed,  we  might  have  a  good  squadron  brought  to 
declare  for  him,  and  actually  to  serve  him,  such  sums  as  you  men- 
tion to  be  deposited,  and  paid  as  the  ships  actually  enter  upon 
the  service.     I  have  written  Col.  Whitley  to  give  you  his  interest 
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among  the  seamen,  and  to  proceed  with  your  privity  and  advice. 
About  Col.  Dixwell  I  refer  you  to  what  my  Lord  Chancellor  wrote. 

I  have  received  nothing  yet  from  the  lords  who,  you  say,  meet  in 
Council,  and  would  know  who  they  are,  whether  they  are  designing 
the  King's  interest,  and  what  they  expect  from  him.-  He  has  heard 
nothing  of  their  persons  or  designs.  He  is  doing  what  he  can  to  pro- 
cure assistance.  His  heart  is  in  England,  and  if  he  had  landed  there 
a  month  or  6  weeks  ago,  he  might  have  prevailed,  but  many  discreet 
persons  advise  him  to  forbear  venturing  himself  or  his  friends  till 
he  sees  what  [Monk  does  ?]

This 
Feb.  7.  is  my  4th  letter  to  you,  though  you  have  received  none,  but  we  hear 
that  [the  packets]  from  these  parts  to  you  are  very  strict[ly  searched 
and  some  of]  them  detained.  I  have  received  several  from  you. 
Acquaint  Lord  Mordaunt  with  all  your  intelligence,  and  observe  his 
directions.     The  Lord  Chancellor  has  written  to  him. 

The  King  wishes  you  to  communicate  freely  with  Heath  all 
[relating  to]  the  Navy  and  seamen.  As  for  the  business  of  Kent, 
impart  what  you  learn  to  Heath,  and  Sir  Thos.  Pay[ton],  and 
advise  with  Mordaunt. 

I  cannot  learn  that  Col.  Worden  or  any  other  has  said  anything 
about  the  business  of  Chester,  but  it  has  [been  said]  you  told  Sir 
Thos.  Middleton  the  King  had  s[ent  him  a  commission]  to  be  major- 
general  of  his  horse,  which  was  here  held  *  *  that  the 
King  did  never  appoint  any  such  officer,  but  left  it  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  every  county  to  make  their  choice.  It  is  here  thought 
that  all  gentlemen  and  officers  who  are  [as  much  in]  Majesty's 
interest  as  yourself  may  be  more  serviceable  in  England  than  on 
this  side,  and  we  wish  more  of  them  were  with  you. 

You  say  the  person  that  the  lords  sent  to  the  King  a  fortnight 
since  is  returned,  *  *  still  keeps  him  in  his  chamber. 
J  assure  you  I  have  heard  of  no  person  sent  to  the  King  by  any 
lords,  and  I  believe  you  are  misinformed.  Tell  me  in  cypher  what 
lords  they  were  that  sent  to  the  King,  and  that  meet  in  his  interest, 
and  what  their  intentions  are.  Your  advertisements  are  acceptable,

If  the  King  had  landed  in  England  a  month  or  6  weeks  since, 
with  a  small  force,  he  might  have  prevailed  with  much  more  ease 
than  now ;  and  yet  if  Monk  be  the  prudent  person  I  understand  him 
to  be,  I  do  not  despair  of  a  happy  issue,  for  it's  evident  to  all .  the

I  hope  to  be  under  sail  with  them. 

Our  arrival  here  has  worked^  several  good  effects ;  first  in  the 
Spanish  men-of-war  who  infest  this  coast,  and  who,  on  the-  repi  ■ri  of 
our  coming,  retired  to  Naples,  and  have  not  appeared  at  sea  since. 
Secondly,  the  strangers,  as  Armenians  and  ethers,  who  formerly 
refused  to  lade  upon  English  shipping,  have  now  laded  money  and 
goods  to  a  very  considerable  amount  upon  an  English  ship  going 
with  us  towards  Smyrna. 

I  have  intimated  to  Genoa,  Venice,  Smyrna,  Zante,  and  several 
other  ports,  to  give  notice  to  all  merchant  ships  to  meet  us_  at  our 
several  rendezvolis,  and  received  an  answer  from  Jno.  Hobson  at 
Venice,  as  also  from  Genoa;  I  hope  to  bring  the  ships  with  me 
that  are  now  at  Smyrna,  and,  I  suppose,  nearly  laden. 

In  my  last  to  you,  I  requested  credit  for  a  month's  provisions 
at  Leghorn,  against  I  came  back,  which  please  grant,  as  I  have 
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Jan.  30.  procured  provisions  of  Charles  Longland  for  my  squadron,  amounting 
to  521  pieces  of  8,  for  which  I  have  given  him  bills  on  you,  and 
intreat  you  to  accept  and  pay  them. 

I  have  lately  received  a  letter  from  Consul  Browne  at  Algiers, 
and  seen  another  he  wrote  to  Morgan  Read,  Consul  at  Leghorn,  in 
both  which  he  complains  very  much  of  the  Bashaw  and  men  of 
Algiers,  for  their  insolence  and  rigour  towards  the  English,  and 
declares  that  the  Bashaw  has  threatened  to  search  all  our  English 
ships.  Though  we  may  probably  rally,  upon  our  convoy,  the 
Smyrna,  Venice,  Zante,  Tunis,  Leghorn,  and  Genoa  shipping  of  our 
nation  bound  for  England,  yet  the  Scanderoon  English  shipping 
as  per  margin  will  be  left  behind  us,  and  exposed  to  hazard  at  the 
Straits  of  Gibraltar;  if  not  before,  by  the  Algiers  or  Tripoli  men  in 
our  absence.  By  intelligence  from  a  Genoese  who  came  lately  from 
Castello  a  Mare,  a  port  near  Naples,  I  am  informed  that  the 
Spaniard  is  fitting  out  12  ships  of  such  as  he  can  get  together,  to 
carry  soldiers  for  Catalonia,  and  that  they  of  Tripoli  are  setting 
forth  4  of  their  best  ships  to  trouble  our  merchant  ships.  [2  pages.}

32.  I.  Robert  Brhwne  to  Morgan  Read.  The  little  regard  our 
Tnasters  at  home  have  of  the  affairs  of  this  place  makes 
these  people  think  they  approve  of  what  they  do,  or 
dare  not  call  them  to,  account  for  it,  so  that  now  they 
are  resolved  to  have  the  same  privileges  the  Tripoli 
coasters  have,  and  will  search  all  English  vessels,  and 
take  what  strangers  or  goods  they  find  on  hoard ;  they 
have  already  taken  two,  and  made  prize,  not  only 
of  the  goods,  but  the  ships;  what  they  intend  to  do 
with  the  men  we  know  not,  they  being  with  the  men- 
of-war  who  are  yet  abroad.  One  of  the  2  ships  was  a 
laden  pink  of  100  tons,  half  inanned  with  Flemings, 
and  bound  for  Alicant ;  the  other  a  frigate  manned 
with  English  and  Scotch,  and  a  few  Genoese,  who  were 
passengers,  and  bound  from  Genoa  to  the  Canaries. 
Both  were  taken  under  English  colors,  and  pretend 
that  both  ships  and  cargoes  belonged  to  Englishvien ; 
how  true  is  not  knoiun,  but  I  went  and  demanded 
them,  and  could  not  prevail. 

These  people  tell  .me  that  the  peace  with  us  has  lost 
them  many  millions,  not  only  by  transporting  of  their 
enemies'  goods,  hut  all  nations  whatsoever  carry 
English  colours,  and  if  they  have  but  3  or  4  English- 
men, they  must  pass  for  English,  dfter  which 
manner  many  vessels  have  escaped  their  hands ;  but 
for  the  future,  they  would  he  wise,  and  examine  all. 
As  this  will  cause  a  breach  on  both  sides,  I  entreat 
you  to  give  our  commanders  notice  of  what  passes,  so 
that  they  may  dispose  of  these  affairs  accordingly.

Thomson  and  the  Admiralty 
Plymouth.  Commissioners.  The  great  straits  we  of  this  squadron  are  driven 
to  enforces  me  to  inform  j^ou  that  we  have  endeavoured  to  the 
utmost  of  our  power  to  guard  the  seas,  protect  the  merchant  ships, 
and  destroy  such  of  the  enemies'  men-of-war  as  impeded  trade. 
As  we  wanted  victuals,  we  have  always  repaired  to  this  place  for  a 
supply,  which  has  been  granted  until  of  late ;  but  now,  and  especially 
since  Capt.  Hatsell  went  for  London,  the  victualler's  agent  tells  us 
plainly  he  cannot  afford  us  any  supply  of  victuals,  having  for  a 
month  engaged  his  own  credit  for  supply  of  ships,  and  now  nothing 
■^ill  serve  the  turn  but  ready  money,  without  which  provisions 
cannot  be  had. 

The  cries  of  poor  men  are  very  great,  and  enemies'  men-of-war  are 
busy,  but  we  can  neither  relieve  the  one,  nor  drive  the  other  from 
our  coast.  Six  of  our  frigates  are  in  port,  and  lie  only  for  want  of 
victuals,  and  we  expect  5  or  6  more  every  day,  who  are  in  the  like 
starving  condition  with  ourselves ;  if  we  should  be  forced,  which  God 
forbid,  to  turn  all  our  men,  which  are  many  hundreds,  on  shore, 
they  must  steal  or  rob,  having  no  money  to  relieve  themselves  and 
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poor  families,  being  long  witliout  pay,  as  only  two  of  our  ships  were 
paid  10  or  12  months  since,  and  the  rest  have  26,  32,  42  and  some 
60  months'  pay  due.  I  shall  endeavour  to  persuade  the  victualler's 
agent  to  supply  us  by  his  own  further  engagement,  if  it  be  but  with 
half  allowance,  until  the  return  of  the  post,  by  which  I  doubt  not 
you  will  send  such  directions  as  will  prevent  further  Inconveniences.

Jan.  31.  34.  Capt.  J.  Lightfoot  to  [the  Admiralt}"-  Commissioners].  We 
Nightingale,  get  Sail  from  Portsmouth  with  the  Marmaduke  and  the  Canary  fleet 
a  mout  .  £^^  Teneriffe,  where  we  arrived  14  November,  and  laid  off  and  before 
that  port  until  6  December ;  when  about  sunset,  we  met  with,  and 
had  a  short  but  very  sharp  encounter  with  a  man  of  war  of  the 
enemy,  under  Holland  colors.  We  exchanged  two  broadsides  each, 
by  which  we  had  2  men  killed  and  11  wounded,— of  whom  6  more 
are  since  dead, — one  of  our  guns  dismounted,  our  main  and  mizen 
stays  and  many  of  our  shrouds  shot  to  pieces,  our  mainmast  shot 
through,  and  quarter  very  much  shattered. 

On  13  December  Capt.  Butler  and  myself  received  letters  from 
Mr.  Beanes  and  Mr.  Steines  at  Garachio,  that  the  same  man  of  war 
(Erasmus  Brewer  of  Ostend,  and  who  had  33  guns  and  230  men) 
had  then  come  into  the  Road,  and  had  forced  them  to  take  shelter 
under  the  castle,  and  desiring  our  assistance  ;  whereupon  we  went 
before  the  road,  and  being  calm,  he  towed  and  rowed,  and  en- 
deavoured to  get  in  between  our  fleet,  which  were  all  to  the  east 
of  us  ;  but  we,  keeping  our  boat  ahead,  and  timely  assisted  with  the 
Marmaduke  and  other  merchant-men's  boats,  prevented  him.  At 
night,  a  gale  springing  up,  and  he  being  clean,  and  we  foul,  he  went 
from  us.  We  understand,  by  Mr.  Beanes  and  Mr,  Steines,  that  his 
men  confessed  on  shore  that  we  had  killed  15  of  his  men  and 
wounded  as  many  more,  and  placed  7  shot  between  wind  and 
water. 

On  the  16th  inst.  we  set  sail  from  Teneriffe  with  the  fleet,  being 
19  sail,  and  on  the  21st,  seeing  a  sail  to  windward,  we  chased  and 
took  her,  being  a  small  vessel  of  St.  Lucar,  laden  with  logwood, 
hides,  and  sugar  from  the  Havannah.  The  lieutenant  of  the  Marma- 
duke is  on  board  to  take  care  that  nothing  is  embezzled  out  of  the 
hold,  and  what  papers  I  could  procure  I  will  produce  at  the  Prize 
Ofiice  or  Admiralty.  There  are  above  50  prisoners  on  board  the 
Marmaduke  and  us,  which,  with  the  unexpected  length  of  our 
passage,  has  caused  great  want  of  drink  on  board  of  us  both,  and 
the  merchantmen  being  unable  to  supply  us,  we  have  been  at  a  pint 
of  beer,  and  the  same  quantity  of  water  a  man  per  day  for  14  days, 
and  had  but  a  hogshead  of  water  when  we  came  in  to-night.  Capt. 
Dare  with  the  Swallow,  and  Mr.  Morton  of  the  Anthony,  are  already 
at  anchor  in  the  harbour,  and  off"  the  harbour's  mouth,  Mr,  Sheere 
of  the  Eichard  and  9  others.  The  rest  of  the  fleet,  with  the  prize 
and  Capt.  Butler,  we  lost  company  with  in  the  Soundings,  but  I 
suppose  they  are  got  to  Ireland,  drink  being  as  scarce  with  them  as 
with  us,  and  bread  aboard  the  Marmaduke  much  more,  I  shall 
hasten  with  this  fleet  for  the  Downs,  when  I  hope  the  frigate's 
shattered  condition,  and  our  being  very  nearly  39  months  behind  iu 
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our  pay,  will  prevail  with  you  to  order  us  to  be  called  in  and  paid.

able, seditious,  and  scandalous  papers  and  pamphlets,  we  specially 
commend  it  to  you  to  put  that  part  of  the  laws  in  present  and 
effectual  execution,  wherein  you  will  do  a  thing  worthy  of  those 
who  have  a  tender  regard  to  the  honor  of  God,  the  Parliament, 
your  city,  and  the  whole  Commonwealth,     [/.  99,  p.  43.]

.Whitehall.  'W'e  have  considered  several  matters  represented  to  us,  as  well  by 
your  letters  as  by  some  memorials  communicated  to  us  in  your 
behalf;  and  according  to  what  you  offer,  we  have  commended  it  to 
the  special  care  of  the  Governor  of  Dover  Castle  to  have  a  vigilant 
eye  upon  all  the  creeks  thereabouts,  for  the  discovery  and  seizure  of 
all  dangerous  persons  passing  and  repassing  that  way ;  we  send 
you  a  commission  for  Mr.  Cooke  to  be  captain  of  the  company  of 

foot  in  Col. ■■'s  regiment  at  Dunkirk,  now  vacant.     We  have 

also  taken  a  way  for  apprehending  Mordaunt,  and  the  lady  to  whom 
he  pretended  himself  a  servant. 

We  have  hastened  away  the  clothes  for  the  soldiers  of  your 
garrison.  You  are  to  continue  the  allowance  to  the  20  horses  and 
40  foot  of  that  country  which  you  formerly  entertained,  until 
further  order,  and  to  entertain  one  of  the  Swiss  engineers  men- 
tioned in  your  letter.  We  suspend  our  resolution  as  to  the  con- 
tinuance of  your  secretary  at  the  Court  of  France,  until  you  have 
certified  the  usefulness  of  his  continjiance.  The  ministers  of 
Dunkirk  garrison  are  to  have  7s.  8d.  a  day,  the  same  as  if  with  the 
established  army  in  England.  For  the  better  securing  of  that 
garrison,  we  have  given  order  for  sending  6  companies  of  foot 
thither  forthwith,  being  part  of  the  regiment  lately  under  Sir  Brice 
Cockraine.  They  are  to  be  conducted  thither  by  their  late  officers, 
who,  after  their  arrival,  are  to  be  paid  off  and  dismissed ;  in  order 
whereunto,  and  for  paying  the  arrears  due  to  the  soldiers,  order  is 
taken  for  paying  2,200L  to  Edw.  Backwell,  goldsmith  of  London, 
who  has  promised  to  hand  over  the  same  to  you  forthwith,  partly  in 
foreign  coin  and  bills  of  exchange,  payable  at  Dunkirk,  at  4  days' 
sight.  On  receipt  thereof,  you  are  to  pay  the  same  among  the 
officers  and  soldiers  according  to  their  musters,  we  having  pitched 
upon  that  sum  as  sufficient,  according  to  a  computation  thereof  made 
by  the  Treasurers-at-War ;  but  if  it  shall  prove  short,  on  intimation 
from  you,  a  further  supply  shall  be  made.     If  it  be  over,  you  may 
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employ  the  residue  towards  their  future  pay.  These  soldiers  you 
are  to  receive  as  recruits,  and  dispose  of  them  at  your  garrison 
amongst  the  present  officers  thereof. 

We  have  taken  notice  of  some  other  defects  of  the  garrison,  and 
in  order  to  their  supply,  have  given  direction  for  sending  200 
chaldrons  of  coals,  1,000  quarters  of  oats,  and  150  dozen  of 
candles,  which  you  are  to  dispose  of  with  frugality,  and  charge  the 
oats  in  the  accoimts  of  the  several  persons  to  whose  use  they  shall 
be  delivered.  We  have  taken  order  for  paying  the  5001.  remaining 
of  the  2,000i.  formerly  payable  by  Mr.  Noel,  which  he  was  ordered 
to  accept  and  pay  on  your  bill  in  the  account  of  your  late  embassy, 
by  the  Treasurer  of  our  contingencies.  We  have  also  given  order 
to  the  Ordnance  officers  about  halberts,  partizans,  tarpaulins,  and 
plank. 

We  observe  by  your  letters  your  care  and  diligence  for  the  service, 
which  you  are  desired  to  continue.  We  give  you  liberty  to  come 
to  London  for  10  days,  as  desired,  when  the  recruits  now  sent  are 
landed  at  Dunkirk,  and  well  settled ;  we  have  directed  commissions 
to  be  prepared  for  some  officers  at  Dunkirk  mentioned  in  one  of 
your  letters.     [J.  99,  pp.  44-46.] 

Council  of  State  to  Gen.  Geo.  Monk.  On  the  endeavours  used

I  wish  our  next  English  letters  may  bring  us  better  news  ;  I  have 
no  hopes  of  Monk,  who  will  shortly  be  outed  again  by  the  sectaries, 
and  you  will  find  that  Vane,  Hesilrigg,  Lambert,  and  the  rest  of 
that  party  will  compose  their  animosities  to  effect  that  work  ;  for 
the  settling  of  a  republic  will  prove  a  business  of  such  difficulty  as 
they  will  despair  of  carrying  it  forward,  &c.  Though  our  late  fair 
prospect  of  good  from  Monk  may  fail,  I  cannot  despair  to  see  his 
Majesty's  restoration  by  some  other  means.

Letters  from  Rochelle  to  Col.  Fitz  Patrick,  kinsman  to  the  Earl 
of  Inchiquin,  say  that  he  and  his  eldest  son  were  either  lost  at  sea 
by  foul  weather,  or  taken  by  the  Turk,  for  so  report  the  masters  of 
those  ships  that  sailed  with  th6m  from  Eochelle,  and  have  returned 
from  Lisbon. 

Mr.  NichoUs  writes  me  from  Calais  on  ^,  that  last  Friday  Monk 
marched  into  London  with  6,000  men,  and  lodges  at  Whitehall. 
The  mutiny  was  assuaged  with  a  little  money,  so  the  700  or  800 
apprentices  who  had  taken  arms  were  left  in  the  lurch,  and 
therefore  dispersed,  30  being  taken.  The  soldiers  went  into  the 
country,  where  they  have  begun  a  new  mutiny,  of  which  I  can  give 
no  account,  except  that  it  tends  to  a  free  Parliament.  The  House, 
to  gratify  the  humours  of  the  people,  have  voted  to  fill  it  up  to  the 
number  of  400  by  elections  after  qualifactions  made,  in  which  they 
labour  constantly,  but  it  is  to  little  purpose,  for  a  free  Parliament 
must  be  at  last,  and  it  will  carry  all  before  them.  Dick  NichoUs 
writes  that  last  week  Lockhart's  men  had  taken  but  one  horse 
from  him,  as  it  was  on  its  way  to  the  Duke  of  Gloucester ;  but 
last  Monday  they  took  2  more  in  at  Calais.  The  Lieutenant- 
Governor  intends  to  prosecute  them  as  rogues,  and  has  4  of  his 
co-respondents  in  prison.  He  refuses  the  proffered  restoration  of 
the  horses,  thinking  it  more  to  our  master's  interest  to  resent  the 
wrong  than  get  back  the  horses.

The  tumultuous,  assemblies 
and  outrageous  disorders  of  the  last  night,  continued  till  this  morn- 
ing, were  notorious  in  themselves,  and  so  resented  by  us,  in  respect

He  likewise  continually  took  an  account  of  all  timber,  plank,  and 
ironwork  used  on  any  of  the  State's  ships,  at  their  refitting  in  the 
harbour,  and  when  any  frigate  came  into  Dover  Pier,  he  mustered 
the  men,  and  sent  the  muster  books  up  to  the  Navy  Commissioners.

many  vessels  that  we  daily  supplied,  both  in  the  Downs  and  in  this 
harbour,  and  it  being  faithfully  performed  by  Kennet,  and  no  man 
in  the  town  being  able  to  do  the  service  so  well,  he  having  been 
trained  up  in  it  these  5  or  6  years,  I  entreat  you  to  confirm  him 
in  the  place  of  storekeeper,  and  allow  him  such  a  salary  as  may 
enable  him  to  subsist.

We  desire  you  will  go  on  in  the  continuance  of  your 
care,  and  be  very  vigilant  to  observe  any  motion  of  the  common 
enemy  which  may  arise  in  your  parts,  and  use  your  utmost 
endeavours  to  suppress  the  same,  and  preserve  the  public  peace.

Council  of  8tate  to  Major  Robt.  Luson,  Ipswich.  We  have 
received  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant,  and  notice  your  care  and 
industry  in  communicating  our  letter  touching  the  state  of  affairs 
here,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  hearts  of  the  we]l-[affected],  and 
damping,  if  not  quieting  the  spirits  of  the  ill-affected  persons  in 
those  parts,  for  which  we  return  our  thanks,  and  desire  you  to  do 
the  same  in  our  names  to  the  mayor  of  the  town,  of  whose  fidelity 
and  diligence  in  our  service  we  have  received  from  you  a  very  fair 
character.  We  have  at  present,  through  God's  goodness,  the  same  con- 
tinuance of  our  quiet  here,  and  doubt  not  but  it  will  soon  increase, 
both  here  and  through  the  whole  nation,  the  Parliament  having 
now  passed  their  qualifications,  and  issued  their  writs  for  new 
elections  for  the  filling  up  of  the  House. 

We  take  notice  in  your  letter  of  a  servant  of  Mr.  Sicklemore, 
mentioned  to  have  come  down  thither  on  purpose  to  divulge  false 
reports  upon  the  Parliament's  interruption,  and  other  scandalous 
papers,  which,  if  it  be  true,  we  judge  a  sutticient  cause  to  move  us 
to  desire  that  he  be  sent  up  in  custody  to  attend  Council,  if  upon 
examination  of  the  matter  you  shall  find  anything  material  to  be 
fixed  upon  him  ;  if  you  see  cause  to  send  him  hither,  we  shall  see 
the  charges  defrayed.  We  desire  the  continuance  of  your  care  for 
the  prevention  of  tumults  in  your  parts,  and  your  utmost  endeavours 
for  preservation  of  the  public  peace.     [/.

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Wednesday  in  Somersetshire,  whereof,  out  of  our  respect  to  the 
public  safety,  we  thought  it  necessary  to  give  you  speedy  notice,  and 
desire  you  to  make  such  use  thereof  as  you  shall  find  most  service- 
able to  the  peace  of  the  nation ;  and  for  that  end,  to  employ  the 
forces  under  your  command  for  preventing  and  suppressing  any 
disturbances  to  the  prejudice  of  Parliament,  and  this  to  do  with  all 
expedition. 

We  thank  you  for  yours  of  the  15th  inst.  and  for  your  affection 
for  the  service,  and  thank  God  that  these  parts  remain  quiet.  The 
qualifications  for  members  to  serve  in  Parliament  are  passed,  as  also 
the  votes  for  issuing  writs  to  fill  up  the  House,  where  there  is  any 
vacancy  of  county  or  borough,  which  you  may  communicate  to 
your  friends,  that  by  the  knowledge  of  the  Parliament's  proceedings, 
better  satisfaction  may  be  received  of  their  intentions  and  endeavours 
for  a  full  and  lasting  settlement.     [J.  99,  p.  63.] 

Council  of  State  to  the  Army  Committee.  The  necessities  of  the 
Irish  brigade,  both  horse  and  foot,  have  been  represented  to  us  to  be 
so  great  that  part  thereof  being  ordered  to  march,  they  are  in  no 
capacity  to  perform  their  duties.

We  have  had  a  serious 
consideration  of  your  proposal  concerning  the  citizens  of  London, 
now  prisoners  in  the  Tower,  and  have  referred  it  to  the  Committee  of 
Council  for  Examinations,  speedily  to  represent  the  matter  of  fact  to 
us,  to  the  intent  that  the  same  may  be  reported  to  the  Parliament, 
who  having  interposed  their  order,  we  cannot  judge  it  proper  for  us 
to  intermeddle  therein,  unless  the  Parliament  shall  give  ua  special 
directions  in  that  behalf.

We  last  night  received  a  letter  containing  some  information  of  im- 
portance to  the  peace  of  your  parts,  and  enclose  an  extract  thereof, 
which  we  refer  to  your  serious  consideration,  and  desire  you  to 
satisfy  yourselves  as  well  as  you  can  of  the  truth,  and  to 
improve  that  which  shall  result  therefrom  for  the  best  advantage 
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and  security  of  the  Parliament  and  Commonwealtli.  The  arms  that 
are  said  to  be  provided,  if  you  shall  find  the  matter  to  be  in  truth 
according  to  that  which  is  certified,  cannot  safely  be  lodged  in  the 
hands  that  are  now  possessed  of  them,  and  you  are  therefore  to  take 
all  opportunities  for  their  seizure,  as  also  for  that  of  such  other  arms 
in  your  parts  as  remain  with  dangerous  and  disaffected  persons.  As 
we  find  Sir  Henry  [Cholmley]  to  be  principally  concerned  in  this 
information,  in  case, — on  receipt  of  this  and  advice  with  each  other, 
— you  find  it  convenient  and  necessary  for  the  public  peace  to  seize 
and  secure  him,  you  are  to  proceed  accordingly,  and  send  him  up 
to  us.

I. — Extract  of  a  letter  to  Luke  Robinson  of  14  Feb.  1659-60,  from 
Yorkshire.  Sir  Hen.  Cholmley  keeps  Allen  of  Rheims  at 
work  to  fix  pisfols,  is  reported  to  have  300  cases  of  them 
at  least  in  his  house,  has  more  horses  than  ordinary  in 
his  stable,  and  gives  out  that  he  inust  have  a  regiment  of 
horse  and  foot. 

Two  sons  of  a  widow  in  Welton,  one  of  them  being  a 
freeman,  xuere  enlisted  by  Sir  Henry's  servants  when  Sir 
Henry  was  at  York,  and  the  writer  heard  from  themselves 
that  they  were  to  be  ready  at  an  hour's  warning. 

Jackson  of   Kirkby    Overker,   formerly   Sir   Harry's 

servant ; of  Oswald  Kirk,  a  surgeon ; — Tankerd  of 

Arden,  a  young  gent  has  got  new  pistols; — Boulby  of 
Helmsley  has  made  a  new  charging  saddle,  and  is  very 
busy  in  Sir  Harry's  behalf.  Squire  Barton  reports  he 
shall  be  a  captain  under  him. 

Robt.  Lacon  is  active,  and  his  servant  Symon  has  bought 
3  several  arms  about  Scarborough.  Col.  Bethell  has  some 
arms,  back  and  breast,  which  Symmes  ^uould  have  had 
from  the  gunsmith  but  denied  without  Col,  Bethell' s  order. 
This  youth  seems  to  stick,  and  said  he  would  -pistol  any 
that  came  to  demand  assessments  of  him.  Nich.  Lacon 
has  had  3  cases  of  pistols  dressed  by  Harrison  of  Wilton. 
Mr.  Ledgard,  one  of  the  3  that  brings  up  the  declaration, 
has  16  cases  of  pistols,  which  were  dressing  by  some  smith 
in  the  Wolds,  and  were  lately  sent  for  in  haste.

Council  of  State  to  the  Army  Committee.  By  the  enclosed  you 
will  see  the  great  straits  which  the  Parliament  forces  at  Exeter  are 
reduced  to  for  want  of  provision  to  reimburse  the  charge  of  their 
former  quarterings,  and  to  support  the  growing  expense.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  city  being  discouraged,  and  many  of  thera  im- 
poverished thereby,  as  has  formerly  been  represented  to  us  by  the 
magistrates,  you  will  easily  see  how  inconvenient  this  may  be  at

We  have  received  notice  of 
great  meetings  in  Drury  Lane,  both  this  day  and  formerly,  of  the 
secluded  members,  which  we  have  grounds  to  believe  may  be  in 
order  to  disturb  Parliament  by  their  endeavours  to  enter  the  House 
to-morrow  morning  ;  this  being  of  so  much  concernment,  we  thought

During  the 
Holland  wars,  the  Admiralty  Commissioners  sent  down  some  Navy 
Commissioners  to  furnish  and  supply  the  fleet  under  the  generals, 
and  they  appointed  me  at  Dover  to  furnish  all  the  State's  ships 
with  accidental  necessaries,  as  masts,  yards,  sails,  anchors,  cables, 
and  other  boatswains'  stores;  also  to  supplj^  the  carpenters  with 
timber,  plank,  pitch,  lead,  and  all  sorts  of  iron  work,  they  first 
acquainting  the  general  or  the  commander-in-chief,  by  whose 
warrant  I  was  to  supply  them ;  this  I  accordingly  did. 

I  was  also  ordered  to  caulk,  tallow,  and  refit  all  such  ships  as  the 
general  or  commander-in-chief  sent  into  Dover,  and  when  any  ships 
came  into  the  Eoad,  I  sent  an  able  man  on  board  to  bring  them  in, 
and  lay  them  in  a  safe  place,  to  see  what  reparations  they  needed,  and 
then  to  set  carpenters  at  work  to  rejiair  them.  Likewise  to  muster 
the  companies  of  each  ship,  and  to  call  them  daily  to  see  who  gave 
their  attendance  on  board.  When  trimmed,  I  was  to  see  them 
ballasted,  and  fit  to  take  in  their  provisions  ;  and  when  victualled, 
to  hasten  them  out  with  the  first  fair  tide,  so  that  I  have  had  many 
of  the  6th  rate  in  and  out  in  5  days,  the  4th  rate  in  one  spring 
tide,  and  out  the  other,  and  the  smaller  sort  in  one  day  and  out 
the  other. 

The  business  being  very  great,  I  was  forced  to  employ  myself,  my 
son,  and  our  two  servants,  for  which  the  Navy  Commissioners 
allowed  me  100?.  a  year.     For   the   orderly   management   of  the 
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business,  I  being  mostly  employed  amongst  the  ships, — sometimes 
having  4  at  one  time  in  Dover  Pier, — -to  look  after  the  carpenters, 
and  the  layings  of  the  ships,  that  they  came  to  no  harm,  I 
appointed  my  son  to  give  out  materials,  as  oakum,  pitch,  tar, 
tallow,  oil,  deals,  spars,  lead,  canvas,  &c.  When  I  had  received  the 
general  or  commander-in-chief's  order  to  furnish  the  boatswains  and 
carpenters  with  stores — we  sometimes  having  10  men  in  a  day 
coming  to  receive  supplies  from  us — -I  assigned  their  demands  to 
my  son,  who  furnished  them,  and  also  received  into  the  stores  from 
them  all  superfluous  or  unserviceable  materials,  and  gave  them 
a  receipt  for  the  same.  He  likewise  received  from  the  several 
tradesmen  such  materials  as  there  was  daily  need  of.  This  some- 
times employed  us  from  morning  until  the  evening,  and  as  the  tide 
fell  out  early  or  late,  to  ship  them  to  the  Downs,  so  that  we  had 
our  hands  full  of  employment.  If  any  ships  let  slip  anchors  and 
cables  anywhere  near  our  coast,  from  the  North  Foreland  to  Dunge- 
ness,  I  hired  boats  to  take  them  up,  and  carry  them  on  board  the 
said  ships ;  or  if  the  ships  were  gone,  to  bring  them  into  the  stores 
at  Dover.  Now  my  request  to  you  is  that  you  will  be  pleased  to 
continue  my  son  as  storekeeper,  and  allow  him  what  j'ou  think 
fit.  For  my  pains  I  shall  only  desire  what  you  and  the  Navy 
Commissioners  judge  fit. 

The  ships  bound  for  Lisbon,  and  those  for  France  and  other 
parts  to  the  westward,  are  still  riding  in  the  Downs,  wishing  for 
the  company  they  expect  from  London,  and  the  convoys.  The  wind 
being  southerly  and  westerly  has  kept  nearly  30  sail  wind-bound. 
We  have  no  news  from  France,  only  that  the  soldiers  lie  in  the  sea- 
ports, and  give  out  that  they  hope  to  come  for  England ;  we  hear 
the  peace  between  Spain  and  France  is  to  be  proclaimed  at  Calais 
to-morrow.  It  is  proclaimed  all  over  France  already,  only  in  Calais 
the  people  are  to  pay  a  satisfaction,  and  until  that  is  paid,  the 
governor  will  not  let  the  peace  be  proclaimed,  as  the  money  must 
pay  off  some  soldiers  there.     [1|  pages.] 

I  hope  you  will 
send  stores  as  soon  as  possible,  or  intreat  the  Admiralty  Commis-

Feb.  25.  57.  Capt.  Jonas  Poole  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners.  At  my 
Leopard,  Zante  departure  from  Leghorn  Road,  I  despatched  letters  to  you,  intimating 
Koad.  "vvhat  ships  were  in  our  convoy,  and  for  what  port  bound  ;  on  the 
5th  instant,  the  Fleece  and  the  rest  of  the  Scanderoon  ships  left  us 
off  Cape  Passaro,  they  being  bound  down  and  we  for  Zante,  to 
which  port  we  did  not  arrive  until  the  13th,  by  reason  of  the  strong 
northerly  winds.  I  had  no  sooner  arrived  there  than  I  was  informed 
of  a  Spanish  vessel  having  put  himself  ashore,  so  I  sent  the  Preston, 
who  brought  him  off".  The  weather  breaking  up  on  the  18  th,  we  set 
sail,  and  on  the  20th  arrived  in  Clarentia  Road,  on  the  Morea,  and 
endeavoured  to  get  provisions  for  the  ships,  but  were  denied.  On 
the  22nd  we  got  under  Cape  Papas  and  there  wooded  all  the  ships, 
and  then  went  to  Clarentia  Bay,  and,  having  gotten  some  50  head 
of  cattle  and  as  many  sheep  on  board,  we  made  for  Zante,  arrived 
here  this  morning,  and  will  resail  with  the  first  fair  wind. 

In  the  interim  I  shall  make  provision  of  some  beverage  wine  and 
then  go  for  Cerigo,  and  according  to  the  intelligence  I  shall  receive 
from  the  governor  of  that  island,  endeavour  to  buy  victuals,  and 
rally  up  under  our  convoy  the  Scanderoon  and  Smyrna  ships,  which 
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will  not  be  less  than  12  sail,  and  very  ricUy  laden.  There  are  but 
4  English  ships  at  Zante  and  Cephalonia  which  will  be  ready  to 
come  along  with  us. 

Here  is  not  any  news  or  intelligence  of  an  enemy  being  at 
present  in  these  parts,  only  a  rumour  of  12  men-of-war  that  are  to 
come  from  Naples  to  molest  our  merchant  ships ;  I  shall  take  the 
best  care  I  can  to  secure  them,  and  endeavour  to  abbreviate  our 
voyage.  The  Venetians  use  me  very  unkindly,  pretending  that 
because  I  went  over  to  the  Morea  for  provisions,  I  must  stay 
40  days  for  pratique ;  but  I  shall  sail  from,  hence  the  first 
opportunity,  pratique  or  not.  It  is  frequently  reported  here  that 
the  Parliament  has  a  very  peaceable  sitting,  which  news  is  very 
satisfactory  to  us  all,  but  I  have  not  received  one  letter  from 
England  for  my  further  directions  more  than  what  were  delivered 
to  me  at  Portsmouth.

Feb.  25.  60.  Lord  Eoos  to  the  Marquis  of  Dorchester. 

You  had  better  have  been  among  your  gallipots  than  foul  so  much 
paper  with  your  vapouring  nonsense.  If  you  understand  your  own 
trade,  you  must  know  that  the  hectic  of  your  brain  is  worse  than 
the  tertian  fits  of  mine.  You  accuse  me  of  discovering  secrets, 
when  3'ou  used  j'our  tutor's  instructions  in  writing  those  letters  to 
my  parents.  Am  I  as  likely  to  divulge  secrets  as  you,  who  cannot 
forbear  printing  and  publishing?  Your  labours  are  cried  in  the 
streets  of  London,  with  ballads  on  the  Eump,  and  Hewson's 
lamentations,  and  your  name  makes  a  greater  noise  in  alleys  than 
kitchen-stuff",  or  work  for  a  tinker. 

You  say  you  have  fought  before ;  so  you  have — with  your  wife 
and  your  poet,  but  you  were  beaten  by  Lord  Grandison.  You  are 
terrible,  not  in  your  fights,  but  your  medicines  ;  your  pills  are  more 
dangerous  than  your  sword.  You  insufferably  engross  all  trades. 
You  are  D.C.L.,  barrister  and  bencher  of  Gray's  Inn,  professor  of 
physic  and  fellow  of  the  college,  mathematician,  Chaldsean, 
schoolman,  grammarian,  philosopher,  poet,  translator,  antisocordist, 
solicitor,  broker,  and  usurer ;  and  now,  like  Dr.  Tuttle,  you  must 
profess  quarrelling  too.

you  to  restrain  by  order  the  making  of  such  bonfires,  so  that  the 
peace  of  the  city  may  be  thereby  the  better  secured,  and  the 
advantages  which  some  may  seek  to  disturb  it  may  be  prevented.

62.  Capt.  Ambrose  Smith  to  the  [Admiralty  Commissioners]. 
I  put  the  Dorothy  of  London,  and  others,  in  security  over  the 
Polehead  for  Bordeaux  on  the  16th  instant,  as  ordered.  We  set 
sail  out  of  St.  Martin's  Eoad  with  34  convoys,  which  were  in  great 
distress  for  a  frigate  before  our  coming,  many  of  them  being  con- 
siderable ships  bound  to  North  Yarmouth  with  salt  for  the  Iceland 
fleet ;  they  have  now  safely  arrived  at  Spithead,  although  we  had 
very  foul  weather  at  sea.  Having  intelligence  from  France  that 
there  were  ships  laden  with  provisions  for  Spain,  it  caused  me  to 
be  more  desirous  and  diligent  to  speak  with  all  the  ships  I  could 
meet  at  sea. 

About  10  leagues  from  the  coast  of  France,  we  discovered  two 
sail  steering  for  Cadiz,  and  as  one  of  them  carried  the  Dutch  flag 
on  his  maintopmast  head,  I  came  up  with  him,  and  fired  3  guns  to 
bring  them  by  the  leaj  before  they  would  strike  their  flag,  and 
commanded  the  captains  to  come  on  board  ;  the  flagman  was  some- 
thing stiff  at  first,  having  16  guns  and  150  men,  and  the  other 
12  guns,  but  when  they  heard  my  resolution,  and  saw  our  ragged 
side,  he  was  persuaded  into  better  manners,  and  came  on  board,  with 
many  excuses  for  not  striking  his  flag  at  our  first  shot.  I  sent  the 
lieutenant  on  board  him  to  search  for  letters,  but  having  good  prOof 
that  he  was  bound  to  the  French  plantations  in  the  West  Indies, 
I  discharged  him,  as  I  would  not  hinder  his  voyage  or  breed  any 
discontent  in  France.  There  was  a  Governor  on  board  having  the 
King  of  France's  commission,  besides  some  friars  and  many  other 
men  and  women  as  passengers.  The  other  ship,  called  the  King 
David,  of  800  tons  and  12  guns,  and  bound  for  Cadiz,  having 
provisions  for  an   enemy,  I  have   brought   into  Portsmouth,  and 
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enclose  the   bills  of  lading   and   other  papers  found;    the   Dutch 
master  is  in  hopes  you  will  pay  him  his  freight. 

I  now  desire  an  order  to  tallow  and  re  victual,  as  also  to  deliver 
up  the  prize  and  her  goods  which  are  in  charge  of  my  lieutenant, 
who  says  there  are  6  bales  of  paper  between  decks  which  my  men 
claim  as  their  due,  but  are  willing  to  refer  it  to  you,  to  give  such 
encouragement  as  you  think  fit.     [1  page.] 

63.  Capt.  Giles  Shelley  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners.  On 
the  23rd  inst.  we  went  from  Gravesend  with  18  sail  for  the  north- 
ward ;  when  we  arrived  between  Whitby  and  Hound  Cliff  foot, 
there  were  40  sail  of  small  vessels,  all,  excepting  one,  bound  for 
Sunderland  and  Newcastle. 

Espying  3  sails,  one  being  a  man-of-war,  and  the  other  2  his 
prizes,  we  gave  chase,  which  he  perceiving,  sent  away  his  prizes  to 
the  southward  with  all  the  sail  they  could  make,  and  stood  himself 
to  the  northward,  to  get  in  among  our  convoys  ;  night  being  near, 
we  were  forced  to  haul  close  upon  a  wind,  and  make  sign  by  firing 
2  great  guns,  so  that  our  convoys  might  take  notice  and  stay  for  us, 
otherwise  he  would  have  been  amongst  them,  and  soon  have  taken  out 
many  of  their  masters.  Had  we  been  free  of  a  straggling  convoy, 
we  might  have  rescued  those  two  vessels  ;  but  in  our  case,  we  were 
loth  to  make  the  remedy  worse  than  the  disease,  which  undoubtedly 
would  have  befallen  our  convoys. 

She  showed  us  the  r&gged  staff,  and  might  haye  about  12  or  14! 
guns,  and,  as  I  am  informed  by  a  Scot,  more  men  than  we.  You 
might  be  pleased  to  order  2  or  3  small  vessels  such  as  the  Merlin 
and  Drake,  who  are  good  sailers,  to  fetch  them  up  for  us,  otherwise 
we  can  but  beat  them  off  the  coast.  I  desire  10  more  men  may 
be  added  to  my  number,  for  when  they  are  quartered  for  the  great 
guns,  we  have  none  for  our  small  shot ;  there  are  divers  5th  rates 
with  120  men,  but  not  one  4th  rate  but  ourselves  with  that  number.

64.  Capt.  Eob.  Robinson  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners.  I 
sent  you  an  account  of  our  actions  from  Milo,  as  also  from  this 
place.  Since  then  I  have  kept  in  a  Spanish  vessel,  manned  with 
Frenchmen,  for  several  days,  the  truth  of  which  I  found  by  letters 
intercepted  in  a  vessel  bound  for  Malta,  from  the  master  and  the 
merchant  to  their  principal  at  Messina.  I  have  with  much  care, 
both  with  the  ship  and  boats  near  the  shore,  in  the  night  watched 
him  from  going  away,  till  an  opportunity  presented  for  my 
fetching  him  out.  At  length  the  wind  came  off  the  shore,  and 
on  the  13th  instant,  I  resolved  to  venture  our  frigate  in,  as  there 
was  no  taking  her  with  boats ;  our  admiral  coming  in,  I  showed 
him  the  letters,  and  told  him  of  my  intentions,  and  as  he  forwarded 
me  therein,  I  fetched  her  off,  though  with  some  difficulty,  he  putting 
her  ashore  at  the  town  when  he  saw  me  coming.  She  has  put 
our  admiral  into  some  money,  which  I  hope  will  much  further  our 
business,  and  without  doubt  great  care  will  be  taken  by  our 
admiral  of  the  Turkey  ships,  as  also  those  at  this  place,  to  bring 
them  into   our  convoy;   but  nothing   is  resolved   here  to   hinder 
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knowledge  of  his  intents  under  whom  we  live  very  comfortably, 
and  are  in  a  very  good  condition  as  to  our  health,  and  the 
squadron's,  and  the  more  satisfied  by  the  news  of  the  Parliament 
sitting  again,  which  cannot  but  yield  much  comfort  to  every  one 
that  aims  at  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  good  of  the  three  nations.

Our 
North  Sea  fishery  having  put  to  sea,  they  are  in  extraordinary 
great  danger  of  their  enemies,  through  the  want  of  those  frigates 
you  ordered  for  their  convoys,  of  which  we  hear  no  further  than 
that  the  Fame  is  at  Harwich,  and  that  the  Brier  passed  these  roads

therefore  for  the  securing  of  the  coal,  as  also  our  Holland  trade, 
I  desire  we  may  have  some  frigates  ordered  this  way,  as  I  know  you 
are  sensible  of  the  great  concernments  of  these  trades.  There  is 
a  great  fleet  in  Holland,  as  also  here,  waiting  for  a  convoy,  and 
as  they  dare  not  stir  without,  the  trade  of  the  nation  is  obstructed.

and  the  ships  having  been  long  abroad  in  that  service,  on  their 
return  into  Plymouth  Road,  they  were  much  impaired,  and  wanting 
all  manner  of  provisions ;  order  was  given  by  the  Council  of  State 
for  issuing  such  moneys  as  would  defray  the  same,  which  were 
issued  accordingly,  but  not  one  penny  thereof  ever  came  to  his 
hands,  but  was  received  and  disbursed  by  Ant.  Skinner,  of 
Plymouth,  and  others,  who  made  the  provisions  for  those  ships. 
The  accounts  of  receipts  and  disbursements  have  been  sent  to  the 
Navy  Commissioners  for  their  examination,  in  order  to  their 
despatch  in  the  Exchequer,  but  in  regard  they  are  mixed,  part 
relating  to  the  Navy  Office,  and  the  other  to  the  Ordnance,  the 
Navy  Commissioners  will  not  meddle  with  them  without  special 
order.  With  reference  to  the  Navy  Commissioners,  who  are  to 
confer  with  the  Ordnance  officers,  so  that  petitioner  may  be  dis- 
charged in  the  Exchequer  of  so  much  as  shall  appear  to  have  been 
expended  in  the  service  of  the  Navy. 

6.  Vice-Adm.  Jno.  Lawson  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners. 
Upon  the  request  of  Capt.  King,  commander  of  the  John  ketch  of 
Colchester,  I  presume  to  tender  his  condition  to  your  consideration.

Now  he 
has  contracted  with  the  Navy  Commissioners  to  serve  again,  the 
State  paying  wages  and  victuals,  but  his  men  expect  their  wages 
for  the  time  they  served  on  the  other  contract,  which  he  is  not  able 
to  perform  except  j'-ou  help  him  to  so  much  money  upon  his  bill  of 
freight  as  will  pay  them.  Pray  order  him  900^.  which  will  do  it. 
This  has  always  been  done  in  the  like  case,  though  he  and  his 
partners  stay  for  their  freight  of  the  vessel,  and  the  money  they 
have  disbursed  for  victualling,  until  the  State  can  pay  them.  He 
has  done  the  Commonwealth  very  good  service,  and  as  much  as 
some  bigger  vessels,  and  many  poor  men  are  like  to  suffer  for  want 
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of  him  at  present  in  his  station,  which  is  from  the  Thames  Mouth 
to  Orfordness,  and  among  the  sands,  where  the  enemies'  small  men- 
of-war  have  appeared  since  his  coming  away.     [1  page.]

there  is  no  order  come  to  the  Excise  Office  concerning  it, 
and  when  it  does  come,  it  will  signify  as  little  as  if  it 
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were  for  500,00()Z,  to  he  paid  presently ;  in  matters  of 
money  it  is  with  that  offi,ce  as  I  formerly  acquainted 
you.  Of  the  5001.  from  the  Custom  House,  Mr.  Addiss 
has  received  2501.,  but  is  like  to  have  no  more ;  wages 
must  he  paid,  and  here  is  very  little  hopes  of  any 
quantity  of  goods  to  be  landed.  It  is  strange  to  me 
that  no  provision  is  made  for  m,oney  upon  the  place,  or 
punctual  payment  of  hills  at  London,  to  carry  on  the 
State's  affairs  in  this  port. 

This  day  the  Victualling  Commissioners  sent  Mr. 
Addiss  a  warrant  to  victual  for  3  months  all  ships 
that  come  in  to  refit,  but  said  not  a  word  of  money, 
without  which  the  warrant  will  do  the  State  hut  little 
service.  It  would  pity  any  mean's  heart  to  hear  the 
cries  of  poor  butchers,  baker  Sy  coopers,  pursers,  &o.  Pork 
and  peas  cannot  be  had  without  ready  money.  Wood 
and  candles  must  he  had.  We  cannot  get  one  bit  of 
harbour  victuals,  and  there  are  not  2  hogsheads  to  put 
beer  in.  One  cries,  "For  God's  sake  spare  me  201.  to 
keep  me  out  of  prison,"  another  begs  for  money  to  buy  his 
family  meat  to  eat,  and  to-  day  I  saw  a  poor  woman  beg 
of  Mr.  Addiss  10s.  of  her  due  to  buy  her  is  poor  children 
bread,  as  for  alms.  Not  long  since  a  baker  with  sad 
complaints  prevailed  with  Mr.  Addiss  for  231.,  and  was 
as  glad  of  it  as  though  the  money  had  been  a  free  gift. 

Tou  know  some  weeks  before  you  went  hence  none 
would  take  the  State's  credit ;  since  you  went  for 
Londoni,  in  hopes  that  some  speedy  and  effectual  course 
would  be  taken  for  this  port,  we  have  endeavoured  to 
keep  the  State's -affairs  here  from  sinking ;  Mr.  Addiss 
has  engaged  hinfiself  deeply,  the  pursers  have  done  more 
than  could  have  been  expected ;  Mr.  Strelly  has  promised 
to  lend  Mr.  Addiss  501.,  I  am  out  nearly  601.  on  the 
victualling  account,  and  Mr.  Blackborne  a  greater  sum. 
Credits  will  pass  no  longer,  though  the  poor  men  are 
willing  to  take  our  word,  but  cannot  because  their 
families  must  have  food. 

The  Fagons,. Colchester,  and  Warivick  are  tallowed, 
and  you  may  judge  how  hardly  we  can  victual  them, 
yet  never  was  there  more  need  for  clean  ships  to  be 
abroad.  The  Gainsborough  is  out  of  victuals,  and 
3  others  will  he  in  the  same  condition  shortly.  I  will 
endeavour  to  get  the  3  clea/n  ships  to  sea,  but  if  Mr. 
Addiss  has  nothing  to  ansiuer  the  expectation  of  his 
creditors  by  the  return  of  the  post,  I  am  afraid  we,must 
be  forced  every  one  to  shift  for  himself,  which  is  sad  to 
think  of.  I  hope  making  these  [complaints']  from  time  to 
time  has  not  given  offence  to  our  masters,  nor  to  sober 
men.  I  know  some  would  have  been  glad  to  have  seen 
us  all  scattered  abroad,  that  the  coast  might  have  been 
more  pestered  with  thieves  (may  be  some  of  themselves). 
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I  have  always  given  you  the  true  state  of  things,  and  do 
a  little  wonder  hoiv  we  have  held  out  so  long.

Our 
admiral  went  for  Cerigo,  with  the  other  frigates,  on  the  8th  instant, 
and  left  me  here  to  see  a  Malta  man-of-war  forth,  in  respect  of  the 
great  complaints  made  by  the  merchantmen  here  that  he  has  a 
Spanish  commission.  The  second  vessel  I  fetched  out  has  gone 
with  our  squadron.  If  the  Venetians  complain  of  it  as  an  affront, 
I  would  inform  you  that  when  I  had  Capts.  Wise  and  Clapp,  with 
the  Alexander,  a  rich  ship  from  Leghorn,  under  my  charge,  I  met 
two  Venetian  ships  in  the  night,  one  of  which,  under  pretence  of 
our  being  Turks,  fired  12  or  14  guns,  but  did  no  damage.  Knowing 
who  they  were,  and  considering  the  convoy  I  had  under  my  charge, 
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I  countermanded  my  order  to  fire,  but  one  gun  was  fired,  which 
killed  a  chief  carpenter,  and  spoiled  another,  upon  which  he  sailed 
away. 

I  spoke  with  the  other,  who  did  not  fire  one  gun,  and  whose 
captain  was  a  Dutchman,  and  a  Very  civil  person,  and  who  thought 
it  strange  to  see  any  of  our  men-of-war  in  these  parts,  but  the 
other  commander  was  a  gentleman  of  Venice.  They  also  fired 
some  guns  here  when  we  fetched  out  the  second  vessel,  which 
endangered  the  head  of  our  mainmast,  but  I  did  not  intend  to  have 
informed  you  of  it  until  I  had  in  some  measure  requited  it ;  I  hope 
I  have  not  offended  the  provider  here  thereby.     [1  page.] 

March  ]  1.       21.  Capt.  Jonas  Poole  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners.     I  wrote 

The  Leopard,  you  from  Zante,  under  cover  of  Rich.  Rowe,  merchant,  and  William 

Sapi'enza  and  Wombwell  to  Consul  Hobson  at  Venice,  and  Charles  Longland  at 

Matapan.      Leghorn.     Meeting  with  my  old  ship,  the  Mary  Rose,  I  thought  it 

my  duty  to  acquaint  you  as  follows.

I  advised  you 
Hull.  on  the  6th  inst.  that  the  Forester  and  Bryer  had  come  in  to  victual, 
and  that  I  had  directions  from  Mr.  Gauden,  the  contract  victualler, 
to  supply  one  with  4  and  the  other  with  3  months'  provisions,  and 
he  would  presently  and  speedily  satisfy  my  former  bills ;  and  for 
carrying  on  this  service,  would  pay  the  money  in  London  to  whom 
I  should  appoint,  and  send  down  the  party's  receipt  for  my 
satisfaction.  The  reason  of  this  is  because  his  payments  have 
formerly  been  so  dilatory  that  no  man  will  take  a  bill  upon  him, 
but  in  all  this  he  has  again  failed,  and  I  cannot  be  assured  of  any 
money,  either  to  satisfy  former  or  these  present  engagements,  which 
is  a  very  great  prejudice  both  to  my  estate  and  credit,  incapacitates 
me  from  further  proceeding  in  their  victualling,  and  is  no  small 
prejudice  to  the  service. 

I  formerly  advised  that  I  had  supplied  the  Forester  with  a  month 
and  the  Bryer  with  3  weeks'  provisions,  and  since  then  I  have 
delivered  the  latter  another  week's  of  all  sorts,  and  yet  they  are

March  13.       24.  Capt.  Anth.  Eively  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners.    I  have 

Hull.        written  several  times  as  to  my  condition  and  wants,  but  have  not 

received  any  answer.      I  have  been  15  days  out  of  the  carpenter's 
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hands,  and  riding  before  the  town,  but  cannot  get  any  victuals  but 
from  day  to  day,  Mr.  Gauden  having  none  at  Hull,  and  Mr.  Wells, 
the  victualler,  refusing  to  trust  him  any  longer,  as  he  never  pays 
his  bills  according  to  promise.

This 
Yarmouth,  morning  the  Fame,  in  company  with  a  man-of-war  ketch,  passed 
through  the  Roads  towards  Hull,  neither  of  the  captains  coming  on 
shore.  The  hopes  of  our  poor  fishermen  were  very  great  that  they 
should  have  had  the  Fame's  company  upon  their  voj'age,  but  seeing 
them  pass  the  Roads  without  stopping,  their  hopes  are  quite  frus- 
trated, and  their  hearts  almost  dead,  for  fear  that  their  voyages,  and 
their  great  expense  in  fitting  them  forth,  should  be  all  lost ;  this  has 
caused  them,  with  more  earnestness  than  formerly,  to  beg  that  I 
would  be  a  means  to  you  that  some  other  ship  may  be  ordered  for 
their  convoy. 

I  therefore  beseech  you  to  consider  and  pity  the  sad  case  of  these 
poor  people,  Whose  welfare,  as  likewise  their  families,  solely  depend 
upon  that  trade,  and  to  give  such  order  that  they  may  proceed  upon 
their  voyages  with  safety,  and  be  preserved  from  their  enemie.s,  to 
whom  most  of  them  became  a  prey  last  year,  and  thereby  their 
families  became  a  burden  to  the  town.

The  necessity 
of  your  fleet  abroad  calls  for  many  things  at  this  port,  so  that  those 
ships  that  are  in  the  Downs  and  cruising  in  the  Narrow  Seas  with 
convoj's  daily  call  here  for  necessaries,  as  cables,  anchors,  sails,  and 
something  for  boatswains  or  carpenters,  which  are  supplied  by  order 
of  .the  commander-in-chief  in  the  Downs.  As  we  have  not  been 
furnished  with  any  stores  from  London,  I  have  been  forced  to  take 
up  of  my  neighbours  what  I  could  get,  and  likewise  to  buy  with 
ready  money  what  could  not  be  obtained  without,  so  that  I  have 
expended  so  much  money  for  such  necessaries  and  poor  men's  wages, 
that  I  have  left  myself  unable  to  pay  for  those  things  that  my  family 
stand  in  need  of,  and  I  am  so  much  engaged  in  the  town  that  they 
are  very  earnest  for  their  money. 

Besides  what  I  have  engaged  for  and  disbursed,  there  are  nearly  40 
families  that  are  unable  to  follow  their  callings,  their  small  stock 
being  out  upon  the  State's  account,  and  many  of  them  wanting 
money  to  buy  their  daily  bread  ;  I  beseech  you  to  pity  our  sad  con- 
dition, and  order  the  Navy  Treasurer  to  pay  the  arrears  due  to  this 
port,  that  we  and  ours  may  have  bread,  and  bless  God  for  your 
favours  towards  us.    -  [J  page.] 

Wm.  Downeman  alias  Mr.  Mills  to  Thos.  Betts  [alias  Sec. 
Nicholas.]  This  day  the  House  was  expected  to  dissolve,  according 
to  their  votes  and  engagements  to  the  General  and  nation,  but  the 
militias  of  the  counties  not  being  yet  passed,  and  other  business 
unperfected,  they  voted  the  General  20,000^.,  haply  not  so  much 
to  preserve  Hampton  Court  to  the  right  owner,  as  to  oblige 
him  to  tolerate  their  longer  sitting,  that  they  may  do  what  they  see 
n"ow  must  be  done, — accommodate  with  the  King  for  the  public 
weal  and  their  own.  The  votes  of  the  House  that  dissolved  the 
House  of  Peers  are  now  dissolved  themselves,  and  the  engagement 
for  a  Republic,  without  King  or  House  of  Lords,  is  null  and 
vacated,  so  that  now  we  have  King  and  Lords  in  formality  of  their 
own  law,  though  not  yet  in  present  sitting  and  splendour.  Yester- 
day the  very  characters  "  Exit  tyrannus  "  that  murdered  the  late 
King,  and  were  set  over  the  place  for  his  statue  in  the  Old  Change, 
were  by  order  publicly  obliterated  at  noon,  and  "  Vive  le  Roy"  put 
up  instead.     There  were  bonfires  in  and  about  the  Change. 

The  pulpits,  the  press,  the  people  in  city  and  counties,  with  much 
impatience  call  for  their  King,  and  a  sure  peace  in  him,  and 
seemingly  the  chief  powers  incline  that  way.  I  presume  the 
present  Parliament  understands  their  interests  so  well  that  they 
will  use  all  their  master-art  to  be  the  instrument  of  restoring  the 
nation  thereto.  Many  knowing  men  think  that  Monk  aims  at  that 
honour  himself. 

The  secluded  members  are  unwilling  to  run  the  hazard  of  the 
elections.  The  counties  have  more  honesty  and  wit  than  they  had, 
and  they  paid  dearly  for  it.  They  would  fain  cast  off  those  heavy 
chains  of  an  immortal  Parliament. 
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March  16.  Monk's  own  officers  obstruct  some  of  his  actings,  and  his  difficulty 
will  be  whether  to  adhere  to  them,  or  confide  in  the  Militias,  who 
•  Mali  do  his  work  effectually,  if  he  rely  on  them.  If  he  means  as  we 
presume,  for  the  public  bliss  of  the  nation,  he  will  dispense  with 
this  House  no  longer  than  to  allow  them  to  die  fairly,  and  'set 
affairs  in  order  for  a  legal  successor.  The  nation  begins  to  be 
jealous  lest  the  House, — which  is  as  much  abhorred  as  ever  Oliver 
or  the  Committee  of  Safety  was, — intends  to  perpetuate  itself. 

The  reason  the  House  was  adjourned  last  night  was  that  the  bill 
for  the  Counties'  Militia  was  abused  and  smothered  in  the  press,  by 
the  private  act  of  Sir  A.  Hesilrigg,  and  so  unpublished.  In  that 
strength  Monk  may  be  safe,  and  play  a  good  game  effectually, 
whereas  many  of  his  own  officers  are  averse  to  the  return  of  a 
peace,  and  with  it  of  him  who  is  the  breath  of  our  nostrils.  Monk 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  House  this  morning,  but  it  is  not  yet  opened, 
less  it  enjoin  their  dissolution.  Some  believe  it  is  about  the  soldiers' 
pay,  others  to  hasten  the  Militia  Act.  We  may  know  to-night  if 
they  rise  in  time. 

My  friend  Mr.  Downeman  came  to  town  3  days  since  and  left  this 
morning.  He  is  very  affectionate  to  your  uncle  Nespin  and  your- 
self. He  spoke  on  Change  of  your  composition  with  your  creditors 
and  hopes  it  will  be  perfected.  Your  sister-in-law  Knotts  would 
then  contribute  to  your  setting  up  again,  and  I  think  she  will  soon 
show  her  affections  to  her  dear  husband,  your  brother,  by  whom  she 
had  a  great  fortune,  take  off  those  unreasonable  creditors,  and  settle 
the  debt.  I  hope  soon  to  give  you  an  account  of  your  own  and 
Mr.  Perkins'  business.  I  am  sorry  Mr.  Hover  is  so  abounding  in 
words,  and  so  backward  in  deeds. 

P.S.  Thanks  for  yours  of  the  20th.  I  wish  nothing  more  than  to 
do  you  and  your  uncle  Nespin  right. 

A  friend  just  returned   from  Westminster  says  the  House  sits 

still,  and  some  think  they'll  dissolve  to-night,  others  say  they  sit 

till  Monday.     Monk's  letter  tended  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Army, 

.  and  the  stop  of  the  counties'  Militia.     His  army  will  preserve  peace 

in  the  interval  of  Parliament. 

Overton  has  submitted,  and  surrendered  Hull  to  Col.  Chas.  Fairfax, 
uncle  of  Lord  Fairfax.  Okey's  men  in  the  west  desert  him  daily, 
and  in  most  counties  the' fanatic  party  are  as  much  out  of  power  as 
of  credit.  Your  old  friend.  Aid.  Bunch,  is  in  town  with  as  much 
freedom  as  ever.  Monk  and  the  House  promised  and  have  granted 
him  all  the  protection  and  favour  he  desired.

The  man-of-war  has  the  masters 
of  as  many  boats  as  he  has  taken  on  board,  who  are  all  engaged  for 
as  much  as  their  enemies  have  been  pleased  to  force  them  to 
promise  for  their  boats,  of  which,  if  he  should  be  met  with  and 
taken,  he  would  be  disappointed,  and  it  would  be  a  great  comfort  to 
the  town,  in  the  distress  they  are  hereby  brought  into. 

The  Fame  and  Bryer  had  orders  from  you  to  proceed  on  that 
voyage,  and  I  suppose  were  victualled  accordingly;  as  they  are  now

on  the  business  for  the  Commonwealth,  although  I  have  money  due 
to  me  for  the  quarter  between  25  Dec.  1658  and  25  Mar.  1659. 
Now  I  have  drained  myself  so  low  that  I  know  not  what  to  do, 
except  you  speedily  order  us  a  considerable  sum  to  pay  our  arrears ; 
I  beseech  you  either  to  do  so,  or  to  pardon  us  if  the  ships  come  out 
of  Dover  again  without  being  refitted.  As  I  have  strained  myself 
above  my  ability  to  do  the  Commonwealth  service,  let  me  not  sink 
under  this  burden,  but  order  me  some  money. 

Here  are  62  families  that  have  more  due  to  us  from  the  State, 
and  three  times  as  much  as  we  are  worth,  so  that  the  want  of  it 
pinches  our  endeavours,  and  it  will  be  a  great  deed  of  charity  and 
work  of  mercy  to  order  us  some,  so  that  we  may  be  freed  from  our 
engagements  and  bondage  of  our  creditors,  the  State  being  debtor 
to  this  poor  town,  upon  the  account  of  repairing  the  navy,  near

Thereupon  the  consul  and  principal  of  the 
factory  came  on  board  the  Leopard,  earnestly  entreating  me  to  go 
on  shore,  as  they  intended  to  call  a  court  of  the  whole  factory, 
which  was  accordingly  done,  and  by  reason  of  the  nation's  earnest 
and  great  importunity,  I  agreed  to  stay  until  10  April,  when,  wind 
and  weather  permitting,  I  shall  sail  with  the  frigates  and  merchant 
ships  for  Zante  to  take  up  the  Zante  ships,  and  then  proceed  as 
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instructed.  We  have  taken  2  ships  in  Zante  Road  belonging  to 
Messina,  one  of  which  we  sold,  and  the  money  is  very  useful  for 
supplying  us  with  provisions,  but  the  other,  which  is  of  little 
worth,  we  have  yet  by  us.

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We  are  not  able  to  supply  without  stores  or  ready  money,  and  the 
great  want  we  have  of  our  money  here,  makes  me  renew  my  humble 
suit,  that  we  might  have  money  ordered  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
the  Navy.  We  have  every  week  some  of  the  small  frigates  come 
in  to  wash,  taUow,  and  refit,  and  some  of  them  are  despatched  with 
so  much  speed  that  they  are  in  the  Downs  ready  fitted  before  they 
could  well  get  to  London,  or  any  other  port,  and  sometimes  in  2  or 
3  days.  Now  the  commander-in-chief  writes  me  he  has  3  vessels 
more  to  send  in,  as  soon  as  they  return  to  the  Downs.  We  are 
very  willing  to  do  what  we  possibly  can,  and  therefore  intreat  that 
our  money  due  may  be  paid,  for  most  of  the  tradesmen  here  owe 
almost  all  that  is  due  to  them  to  their  creditors  at  London,  by 
which  means  they  Cannot  have  what  they  want  to  do  further  ser- 
vice. I  therefore  beseech  you  to  speedily  help  us,  for  we  run  every 
day  in  debt,  and  can  hardly  tell  how  to  perform  -what  is  required 
of  us.  As  we  have  not  received  any  stores  these  18  months,  pray 
order  the  storekeeper  at  Deptford  to  supply  our  demands.    [|  page.] 

68.  Thos.  White  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners.  The  pinching 
necessity  for  want  of  stores  in  this  port  causes  me  to  intreat  you  to 
order  us  some  money,  that  I  may  buy  such  necessaries  as  we  need, 
to  wash  and  tallow  those  small  vessels  that  are  daily  ordered  to 
this  port.  Pardon  my  boldness,  as  I  know  that  some  of  you  under- 
stand the  benefit  that  the  State  has  by  this  harbour,  for  if  the 
generals  or  commander-in-chief  have  a  frigate  that  is  foul,  and  thus 
unserviceable  for  a  design,  she  may  come  in  one  day,  and  be 
tallowed,  and  go  out  the  next,  which  has  been  done  in  the  Holland 
war  by  the  Advice  frigate,  another  commanded  by  Capt.  Saunders, 
and  many  of  the  smaller  frigates.  It  has  so  fallen  out  that  2  have 
been  in  the  Downs,  one  of  which  has  been  ordered  for  Dover,  and 
the  other  for  Portsmouth  ;  the  one  ordered  here  has  been  refitted 
and  victualled  and  sent  back  to  the  Downs  in  4  days,  while  that 
ordered  for  Portsmouth  ate  up  all  her  victuals,  and  could  not  get 
a  passage  thither,  but  the  next  spring  tide  has  been  ordered  for 
Dover,  after  the  loss  of  10  days  for  want  of  a  fair  wind.  I  could 
give  you  the  like  instance  of  one  ordered  for  Dover,  and  another  for 
Deptford  ;  that  at  Dover  was  refitted  and  victualled  and  in  service 
3  weeks  before  the  other  arrived  in  the  Downs  from  Deptford  ;  and 
besides  the  dispatch  and  speedy  return  of  the  frigates  to  their 
stations,  we  in  nothing  exceed  the  charge  of  trimming  in  other 
places,  but  in  many  ways  lessen  it.

In  this  hour  of  temptation,  3  things  bear  up  our  spirits — 1,  the 
enraging  fury  of  the  adversary ;  2,  the  spirit  of  suffering  and  patience 
of  the  godly  ;  3,  the  spirit  of  prayer  poured  out  upon  them.  We 
fix  on  you,  as  the  faithfullest  man,  to  convey  our  thoughts  to  our 
brethren  about  London.  We  have  sent  messengers  to  our  brethren 
over  the  nation,  on  intelligence  of  their  resolution  to  stand  by  the 
good  old  cause,  and  also  to  South  Wales,  where  Hughes,  Davies, 
Jones,  Capt.  Lloyd,  Col.  Price,  and  their  congregations  are  very 
forward.  "  Dr.  Owen,  that  precious  servant  of  Christ,"  sends  us  word 
that  he  doubts  not  of  a  good  issue.

We  expect  the  discontented  part  of  the  Army  to  come  up  to 
countenance  us  till  we  can  get  together.

in  arms,  and  distributed  most  of  them.  We  have  raised  a  great 
jealousy  between  the  Cavaliers  and  Presbyterians,  and  were  we  more 
considerable,  the  latter  would  close  with  us  on  any  terms  rather 
than  "  undergo  an  intolerable  yoke  under  an  implacable  enemy."

Ask  what  Hugh 
Peters  has  heard  from  South  Wales,  and  know  his  mind.  A  general 
fast  should  be  appointed  before  the  time. 

We  want  such  books  as  your  "Plain  English."  We  hear  a 
character  of  that  villain  Monk  is  coming  out,  with  a  discovery  of 
all  his  designs.  God  will  bring  to  light  his  hidden  works  of 
darkness. 

The  breach  between  Lord  Fairfax  and  the  Yorkshire  Roysters 
comes  to  nothing.

My  humble  entreaty  is  that  my  account  may  be  taken  and 
I  discharged,  for  it  eats  my  very  heart  and  mind  to  see  the 
barbarous  dealings  that  are  done  in  this  forlorn,  disowned  piece  of 
ground,  so  much  talked  of,  and  so  little  cared  for  in  reality.

Proclamation  by  the  Council  of  State. 

The  army  officers  under  the  Lord-Ueneral  having  declared,  by 
their  late  remonstrance  and  address,  their  resolution  to  obey  the 
commands  of  his  Excellency  or  the  Council  of  State,  or  the  Parlia- 
ment then  assembled,  some  persons,  to  obstruct  the  nation's 
settlement,  have  been  trying  to  change  the  temper  of  some  in 
the  army.

I  do  not  write  without  cause.  If  you  wish  to  know  my  name, 
grant  me  this  sign.  If  in  next  week's  Public  Mercury  I  find  a 
notice,  which  would  be  true,  that  many  fields  and  beasts  in  Germany 
have  perished  through  the  prevalence  of  the  waters,  I  shall  under- 
stand that  you  wish  to  know  my  name.

The  effectual  sentence  you  have  procured  against  the  importunate 
clamours  of  Halil  Aga,  represented  to  us  by  those  at  Symrna,  is  a 
good  service,  and  will  hinder  such  impudent  pretences  in  future, 
though  that  Avania,  had  it  happened,  would  not  have  concerned  us, 
but  only  the  managers,  who  were  interested  therein. 

We  note  your  opinion  about  those  12  bales  of  Venice  cloth  seized 
by  the  late  consul  at  Smyrna,  on  account  of  the  master's  breach  of  his 
bond  for  giving  true  entries.  The  consul  may  have  been  deficient  in 
formality,  yet  considering  the  commander's  gross  abuse  in  concealing 
almost  the  whole  consulage  of  the  ship,  we  have  ordered  the  bales 
to  be  detained  till  he  produces  a  true  manifesto  of  the  lading,  and 
pays  our  duties,  and  the  charges  of  seizure. 

As  our  factors  abroad  combine  with  the  commanders  of  ships  to 
cheat  the  company  and  their  principals  in  the  matter  of  consulage — 
of  which  one-third  has  not  been  paid,  and  some,  as  Pentlow  and 
Foley,  peremptorily  refuse  to  give  notice  of  what  they  have  laden 
on  seveial  ships — we  are  determined  not  to  suffer  sucli  an  affront, 
but  to  x'edress  it  by  fair  means  if  possible. 

We  have  therefore  resolved  that  each  factor  give  a  signed  account 
to  the  treasurer  of  goods  consigned  or  received  by  him,  on  penalty  of 
double  consulage  on  goods  not  entered  or  falsely  entered,  the  penalty 
to  be  levied  on  those  or  the  next  goods  of  the  offending  factor.  The 
treasurer  is  to  give  the  factor  a  receipt  in  form  subjoined  for  the 
goods  so  entered,  which  receipts,  with  copies  of  the  entries,  shall 
be  sent  to  England,  and  an  account  of  the  duties  received.  For 
doing  this  he  is  to  have  100  dollars  a  year  more.  Everj-  commander 
of  a  ship  making  false  entries  is  to  have  his  goods  seized  and  secured 
till  he  perfects  the  entry,  and  pays  the  duties  lost  by  his  con- 
cealment. 

As  our  English  manufacturers  at  Smyrna  are  overpressed  by 
leviations,  we  have  agreed  that  in  such  cases  in  future  a  moderate 
consulage  shall  be  raised  on  goods  both  out  and  in. 

We  inform  you  of  all,  that  you  may  have  an  eye  to  our  interest  in 
our  several  factories,  execute  our  intentions,  and  punish  delinquents, 
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or  we  may  for  ever  continue  under  the  burden  cf  a  great  debt, 
whilst  what  should  diminish  it  falls  into  private  purses.

The  enclosed  from  the  Mayor  of  Dover  will  acquaint 
you  with  the  case  of  Peter  Hales,  now  prisoner  at  Ostend,  and 
I  desire  advice  therein. 

Let  the  victualling  at  Portsmouth  be  put  into  a  condition  to 
answer  our  wants,  so  that  ships  may  victual  there  and  repair  to  the 
Downs.

Lord,  who  commanded  the  prize  when  she 
was  brought  in  here,  which,  according  to  his  own  subscribed 
account,  amounted  to  VJ21.  10s. ;  this  account,  together  with  Lieut. 
Lord,  we  have  also  sent  home  by  Capt.  Potter,  to  be  proceeded 
against  as  you  judge  fit.  In  the  invoice  of  the  goods  laden  in  the 
prize,  there  are  30  casks  of  butter,  and  one  butt  and  2  hogsheads 
of  oatmeal,  which  Lieut.  Lord  received  in  exchange  for  part  of  the 
logwood  sold  by  him,  and  which  is  included  in  the  above  sum. 

We  also  find,  by  the  examinations  taken  by  commissioners 
formerly  appointed  by  the  authority  here,  that  Nich.  Eainger  and 
Rich.  Dale  were  master's  mates  in  the  prize,  and  according  to  their 
own  acknowledgment,  sold  38?.  worth  of  the  said  logwood,  and 
when  a  stop  was  put  upon  the  prize  here,  they  went  to  England  to 
seek,  for  their  wages.  Also  that  other  small  parcels  of  the  same 
were  embezzled  by  the  seamen,  and  sold  to  several  persons  in  and 
near  this  town,  which  goods  now  cannot  be  found.

Capt.  Hatsell,  and  gave  chase  to  Beach,  but  he  got  away  by  staving 

some  of  his  casks  of  liquor,  and  thus  lightened  his  frigate ;  another 

got  away  by  throwing  his  lumber  overboard. 

Hearing  there  were  two  men-of-war  in  St.  Ives'  Road,  waiting  to 
receive  some  money  for  vessels  they  had  sold,  I  went  there,  but  was 
misinformed.  Standing  ofl^,  I  chased  two  barks,  and  took  one  of 
them,  the  Youghal  Merchant  of  Bideford,  of  20  tons,  but  with 
little  in  her.  Being  uncertain  of  fair  weather,  I  anchored  in  Clovelly 
Road,  and  lest  I  might  omit  service  of  greater  importance,  I  sold 
her  to  the  owner,  who  has  paid  16L  for  salvage,  and  given  a  note  of 
hand  for  what  more  may  be  required ;  putting  into  Caldey,  I 
found  her  consort  there,  which  had  been  retaken  by  the  town  boats 
of  Tenby.  Both  of  these,  with  another  I  also  chased,  were  formerly 
Beach's  prizes. 

Putting  out  of  Caldey,  I  chased  two  more,  one  of  which  ran  ashore 
near  Mumbles  Road,  and  the  other  over  Swansea  Bar,  and  I  after 
her,  and  fearing  she  might  not  be  subdued  by  the  people  on  shore, 
I  sent  some  of  my  men  armed,  and  took  her,  and  intend  carrying 
her  to  Plymouth.  She  has  4  guns,  is  called  the  Henrietta  Maria, 
and  was  commanded  by  Geo.  Doudall,  an  Irishman,  having  the 
Duke  of  York's  commission.      She  had  taken  13   sail  within  a

week,  and  much  annoyed  the  trade  of  the  .Channel.  There  was 
over  1001.  on  board  of  her,  which  I  have  secured,  her  company 
being  in  the  custody  of  the  mayor  of  the  town.  I  desired  him  to 
send  her  comqany  to  me,  but  they  refused  to  come,  and  having 
no  warrant,  I  could  not  compel  them  by  force  ;  on  the  mayor's 
intreaty,  I  gave  him  101.  to  defray  their  charge,  so  that  they  should 
not  be  a  burden  to  the  town.  This  I  hope  will  be  allowed  me  out 
of  the  money  found  on  board.  As  the  mayor  understands  that  all 
the  prisoners  of  war  in  England  have  been  set  at  liberty,  he  intends 
giving  them  passes  to  return  home.

May  16.  30.  Capt.  Rich._  Hodges  to  the  Admiralty  Commissioners.  Sailing 
Basing,  at  Sea.  to  the  northward  last  Sunday,  and  descrying  a  sail,  I  gave  chase, 
and  after  doing  so  for  six  hours  and  firing  several  shots,  I  fetched 
her  Up,  and  entered  40  men  on  board  of  her,  which  caused  them  to 
yield.  I  brought  her  into  Whitby,  and  while  riding  at  anchor,  a 
boat  arrived  and  certified  there  was  another  small  rogue  in  Robin 
Hood's  Bay.  Having  weighed  anchor  and  sailed  there,  in  a  short 
time  I  had  possession  of  him ;  only  one  of  the  enemy  was  killed 
and  2  of  our  men  wounded,  but  they  are  likely  to  do  well.  I  have 
set  the  men  of  both  vessels,  being  60  in  number,  on  shore  at 
Scarborough,  and  have  the  vessels  still  with  me.  As  one  has 
4  guns  and  the  other  8,  I  desire  leave  to  keep  one  of  them,  as  it  is 
possible  it  may  trepan  some  of  his  consorts,  and  there  are  many  of 
them  upon  the  coast.  In  the  two  vessels  there  were  4  masters 
belonging  to  Lynn  and  Colchester,  who  were  to  pay  250Z.  each. 
If  you  have  any  order  for  ine  as  to  disposing  of  the  vessels,  I 
desire  you  will  let  me  have  it,  either  at  Yarmouth  or  Scarborough, 
where  I  intend  to  leave  one  of  them,  and  keep  the  other  until  you 
order  to  the  contrary.

As  far  back  as  the  year  1800,  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  reoom* 
mended  that  Indexes  and  Calendars  should  be  made  to  the  Public  Records,  and. 
thirty-six  years  afterwards  another  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  reite- 
rated that  recommendation  in  more  forcible  words ;  but  it  was  not  until  the 
incorporation  of  the  State  Paper  Office  with  the  Public  Record  Office  that  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls  found  himself  in  a  position  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for 
carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

On  7  December  1855,  he  stated  to  tlie  Lords  of  the  Treasury  that  although 
"  the  Records,  State  Patpers,  and  Documents  in  his  charge  constitute  the  most 
"  complete  and  perfect  series  of  their  kind  in  the  civilized  world,"  and  although 
"  they  are  of  the  greatest  value  in  a  historical  and  constitutional  point  of  view, 
"  yet  they  are  comparatively  useless  to  the  public,  from  the  want  of  proper 
"  Calendars  and  Indexes."  Acting  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  House  of  Commons  above  referred  to,  he  suggested  to  the  Lords 
of  the  Treasury  that  to  effect  the  object  he  had  in  view  it  would  be  necessai-y  for 
him  to  employ  a  few  Persons  fully  qualified  to  perform  the  work  which  he  con- 
templated. 

Their  Lordships  assented  to  the  necessity  of  having  Calendars  prepared  and 
printed,  and  empowered  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  to  take  such  steps  as  might  be 
ilecessary  for  this  purpose.

On  25  July  1822,  the  House  of  Commons  presented  an  address  to  the  Crown, 
stating  that  the  editions  of  the  works  of  our  ancient  historians  were  inconvenient 
and  defective ;  that  many  of  their  writings  still  remained  in  manuscript,  and,  in 
some  oases,  in  a  single  copy  only.  They  added,  "  that  an  uniform  and  con- 
"  venient  edition  of  the  whole,  published  under  His  Majesty's  royal  sanction, 
"  would  be  an  undertaking  honourable  to  His  Majesty's  reign,  and  conducive  to 
"  the  advancement  of  historical  and  constitutional  knowledge  ;  that  the  House 
"  therefore  humbly  besought  His  Majesty,  that  He  would  be  graciously  pleased 
"  to  give  such  directions  as  His  Majesty,  in  His  wisdom,  might  think  fit,  for 
"  the  publication  of  a  complete  edition  of  the  ancient  historians  of  this  realm, 
"  and  assured  His  Majesty  that  whatever  expense  might  be  necessary  for  this 
"  purpose  would  be  made  good." 

The  Master  of  the  Ilolls,  being  very  desirous  that  effect  should  be  given  to  the 
resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons,  submitted  to  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  in 
1857  a  plan  for  the  publication  of  the  ancient  chronicles  and  memorials  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  it  was  adopted  accordingly.  In  selecting  these  works,  it 
was  considered  right,  in  the  first  instance,  to  give  preference  to  those  of  which 
the  manuscripts  were  unique,  or  the  materials  of  which  would  help  to  fill  up 
blanks  in  English  history  for  which  no  satisfactory  and  authentic  information 
hitherto  existed  in  any  accessible  form.  One  great  object  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
had  in  view  was  to  form  a  corpus  historicum  within  reasonable  limits,  and  which 
should  be  as  complete  as  possible.  In  a  subject  of  so  vast  a  range,  it  was  im- 
portant that  the  historical  student  should  be  able  to  select  such  volumes  as 
conformed  with  his  own  peculiar  tastes  and  studies,  and  not  be  put  to  the  expense 
of  purchasing  the  whole  collection ;  an  inconvenience  inseparable  from  any  other 
plan  than  that  which  has  been  in  this  instance  adopted. 

Of  the  Chronicles  and  Memorials,  the  following  volumes  have  been  published. 
They  embrace  the  period  from  the  earliest  time  of  British  history  down  to  the 
end  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 


1.  The  Cheonicle  op  England,  by  John  Capgbave.    Edited  by  the  Eev.  E.  C. 

HiNGESTON,  M.A.,  of  Exeter  College,  Oxford.    1858. 

Capgrave  was  prior  of  Lynn,  in  Norfolk,  and  provincial  of  the  order  of  the 
Friars  Hermits  of  England  shortly  before  the  year  1464.  His  Chronicle  extends 
from  the  creation  of  the  world  to  the  year  1417.  As  a  record  of  the  language 
spoken  in  Norfolk  (being  written  in  English),  it  is  of  considerable  value. 

2.  Oheonicon  Monasteeii  de  Abingdon.    Vols.  I.  and  II.    Edited  by  the  Eev. 

Joseph    Stevenson,  M.A.,   of  University  College,  Durham,  and  Vicar  of 
Leighton  Buzzard.    1858. 

This  Chronicle  traces  the  history  of  the  great  Benedictine  monastery  of 
Abingdon  in  Berkshire,  from  its  foundation  by  King  Ina  of  Wessex,  to  the 
reign  of  Kichard  I.,  shortly  after  which  period  the  present  narrative  was  drawn 
up  by  an  inmate  of  the  establishment.  "The  author  had  access  to  the  title-deeds 
of  the  house ;  and  incorporates  into  his  history  various  charters  of  the  Saxon 
kings,  of  great  importance  as  illustratine  not  onlv  the  history  of  the  locality 
but  that  of  the  kingdom.    The  work  is  printed  for  the  first  time, 
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3.  Lives  op  Edwaed  the  Confessor.    I. — La  Estoire  de  Seint  Aedward  le  Eei 

IL — Vita  Beati  Edvardi  Eegis  et  Oonfessoris.  III. — Vita  .Slduuardi 
Eegis  qui  apud  Westmonasterium  requiescit.  Edited  hy  Henbt  Richaeds 
LuARD,  M.A.,  Fellow  and  Assistant  Tutor  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge: 
1858. 

The  first  is  a  poem  in  Norman  French,  containing  4,686  lines,  addressed  to 
Alianor,  Queen  of  Henry  III.,  prohably  written  in  1245,  on  the  restoration  of 
the  church  of  Westminster.  Nothing  is  known  of  the  author.  The  second  is 
an  anonymous  poem,  containing  .'536  lines,  written  between  1440  and  1450,  by 
command  of  Henry  VI.,  to  whom  it  is  dedicated.  It  does  not  throw  any 
new  light  on  the  reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  but  is  valuable  as  a  specimen 
of  the  Latin  poetry  of  the  time.  The  third,  also  by  an  anonymous  author,  was 
apparently  written  for  Queen  Edith,  between  1066  and  1074,  during  the  pressure 
of  the  suffering  brought  on  ihe  Saxons  by  the  Norman  conquest.  It  notices 
many  facts  not  found  in  other  writers,  and  some  which  differ  considerably  from 
the  usual  accounts. 

4.  MoNUMENTA   Peanciscana.       Vol.    I. — Thomas  de  Eocleston    de    Adventu 

Pratrum.  Minorum  in  Angliajn.  Adas  de  Marisco  Epistote.  Eegistrum 
Fratrum  Minorum  Londonise.  Edited  hy  J.  S.  Brewer,  M.A.,  Professor  of 
English  Literature,  King's  College,  London.  Vol.  II. — De  Adventu 
Minorum ;  re-edited,  with  additions.  Chronicle  of  the  Grey  Friars.  The 
ancient  English  version  oftheEule  of  St.  Francis.  Abbreviatio  Statutorum, 
1451,  &c.  Edited  hy  Eichard  Howleit,  Esq.,  of  the  Middle  Temple, 
Barrister-at-Law.     1858,  1882. 

The  first  volume  contains  original  materials  for  the  history  of  the  settlement 
of  the  order  of  Saint  Francis  in  England,  the  letters  of  Adam  de  Marisco,  and 
other  papers  connected  with  the  foundation  and  diffusion  of  this  great  body.  It 
was  the  aim  of  the  editor  to  collect  whatever  historical  information  could  bo 
found  in  this  country,  towards  illustrating  a  period  of  the  national  histoiy  for 
which  only  scanty  materials  exist.  None  of  these  have  been  before  printed. 
The  second  volume  contains  materials  found,  since  the  first  volume  was 
published,  among  the  MSS.  of  Sir  Charles  Isham,  and  in  various  libraries. 

5.  Fasciculi  Zizauiorum  Magistri  Johannis  'WYCLir  cum  Tritico.     Ascribed 

to  Thomas   Netter,   of  Waldbn,   Provincial  of   the  Carmelite  Order    in 

England,  and  Confessor  to  King  Henry  the  Fifth.    Edited  hy  the  Eev.  "W. 

W.  Shirley,  M.A.,  Tutor  and  late  Fellow  of  Wadham   College,   Oxford, 

1858. 

This  work  derives  its  principal  value  from  being  the  only  contemporaneous 
account  of  the  rise  of  the  Lollards.  When  written,  the  disputes  of  the  school- 
men had  been  extended  to  the  field  of  theology,  and  they  appear  both  in  the 
writings  of  Wycliff  and  in  those  of  his  adversaries.  Wycliff's  little  bundles 
of  tares  are  not  less  metaphysical  than  theological,  and  the  conflict  between 
NominaHsts  and  Eealists  rages  side  by  side  with  the  conflict  between  the  different 
interpreters  of  Scripture.  The  work  gives  a  good  idea  of  the  controversies  at 
the  end  of  the  14th  and  the  beginning  of  the  15th  centuries. 

6.  The  Buik  of  the  Croniclis  of  Scotland  ;  or,  A  Metrical  Version  of  the 

History  of  Hector  Boece;  by  Willum  Stewart.  Vols.  I.,  II.,  and 
III.    Edited  ly  W.  B.  Tuenbull,  Esq.,  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  Barrister-at-Law, 


1858. 


This  is  a  metrical  translation  of  a  Latin  Prose  Chronicle,  written  in  the  first 
half  of  the  16th  century.  The  narrative  begins  with  the  earliest  legends  and 
ends  with  the  death  of  James  I.  of  Scotland,  and  the  "  evil  ending  of  the 
traitors  that  slew  him."  Strict  accuracy  of  statement  is  not  to  be  looked  for ; 
but  the  stories  of  the  colonization  of  Spain,  Ireland,  and  Scotland  are  interesting 
if  not  true  ;  and  the  chronicle  reflects  the  manners,  sentiments,  and  character 
of  the  age  in  which  it  was  composed.  The  peculiarities  of  the  Scottish  dialect 
are  well  illustrated  in  this  version,  and  the  student  of  language  will  find  ample 
materials  for  comparison  with  the  English  dialects  of  the  same  period,  and  with 
modem  lowland  Scotch.

7.  JoSAUNis  Cabgeave  LtBER  DE  iLLTTSTEiBirs  Heneicis.     Edited  hy  the  Eev.  F.  0. 

HiNGESTON,  M. A.,  of  Exeter  College,  Oxford.    1858. 

This  -work  is  dedicated  to  Henry  VI.  of  England,  who  appears  to  have  been,  in 
the  author's  estimation,  the  greatest  of  all  the  Henries.  It  is  divided  into  three 
parts,  each  having  a  separate  dedication.  The  first  part  relates  only  to  the  history 
of  the  Empire,  from  the  election  of  Henry  I.,  the  Eowler,  to  the  end  of  the 
reign  of  the  Emperor  Henry  VI.  The  second  part  is  devoted  to  English 
history,  from  the  accession  of  Henry  I.  in  1100,  to  1446,  which  was  the  twenty- 
fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  The  third  part  contains  the  lives  of 
illustrious  men  who  have  borne  the  name  of  Henry  in  various  parts  of  the  world. 
Capgrave  was  borne  in  1393,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  II.,  and  lived  during  the 
Wars  of  the  Koses,  for  which  period  his  work  is  of  some  value. 

8.  HisTOEiA  MoNASTEKii  S.  Attgtjstini  Cantuaeiensis,  by  Thomas  op  Elmham, 

formerly  Monk  and  Treasurer  of  that  Foundation.  Edited  hy  Charles  Haed- 
■wiCK,  M.A.,  Fellow  of  St.  Catharine's  Hall,  and  Christian  Advocate  in  the 
University  of  Cambridge.     1858. 

This  history  extends  from  the  arrival  of  St.  Augustine  in  Kent  until  1191. 
Prefixed  is  a  chronology  as  far  as  1418,  which  shows  in  outline  what  was  to  have 
been  the  character  of  the  work  when  completed.  The  only  copy  known  is  in  the 
possession  of  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge.  The  author  was  connected  with  Norfolk, 
and  most  probably  with  Elmham,  whence  he  derived  his  name. 

9.  EuiiOGitTM  (HiSTOElAETJM  SIVE  Tempoeis)  :  Chronicon  ab  Orbe  condito  usque  ad 

Annum  Domini  1366  ;  a  Monacho  quodam  Malmesbiriensi  exaratum.    Vols. 

I.,  II.,  and  III.     Edited  ly'F.  8.  Hatbon,  Esq.,  B.A.     1858-1863. 

This  is  a  Latin  Chronicle  extending  from  the  Creation  to  the  latter  part  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  III.,  and  written  by  a  monk  of  the  Abbey  of  Malmesbury,  in 
Wiltshire,  about  the  year  1367.  A  continuation,  carrying  the  history  of  England 
down  1o  the  year  1413,  was  added  in  the  former  half  of  the  fifteenth  century  by 
an  author  whose  name  is  not  known.  The  original  Chronicle  is  divided  into 
five  books,  and  contains  a  history  of  the  world  generaUy,  but  more  especially 
of  England  to  the  year  1366.  The  continuation  extends  the  history  down  to 
the  coronation  of  Henry  V.  The  Eulogium  itself  is  chiefly  valuable  as  contain- 
ing a  history,  by  a  contemporary,  of  the  period  between  1356  and  1366.  The 
notices  of  events  appear  to  have  been  written  very  soon  after  their  occurrence. 
Among  other  interesting  matter,  the  Chronicle  contains  a  diary  of  the  Poitiers 
campaign,  evidently  furnished  by  some  person  who  accompanied  the  army  of  the 
Black  Prince.  The  continuation  of  the  Chronicle  is  also  the  work  of  a  contem- 
porary, and  gives  a  very  interesting  account  of  the  reigns  of  Kichard  II.  and 
Henry  IV.  It  is  believed  to  be  the  earliest  authority  for  the  statement  that  the 
latter  monarch  died  in  the  Jerusalem  Chamber  at  Westminster. 

10.  Memoeials  oe  Heney  the  Seventh  :  Bernardi  Andreje  Tholosatis  Vita  Eegis 

Henrici  Septimi;  necnon  alia  qusedam  ad  eundem  Begem  spectantia.  Edited 

iy  James  Gaiednee,  Esq.    1858. 

The  contents  of  this  volume  are — (1)  a  life  of  Henry  VII.,  by  his  poet 
laureate  and  historiographer,  Bernard  Andre,  of  Toulouse,  with  some  composi- 
tions in  verse,  of  which  he  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  author ;  (2)  the  journals 
of  Roger  Machado  during  certain  embassies  on  which  he  was  sent  by  Henry  VII. 
to  Spain  and  Brittany,  the  first  of  which  had  reference  to  the  marriage  of  the 
King's  son,  Arthur,  with  Catharine  of  Arragon ;  (3)  two  curious  reports  by 
envoys  sent  to  Spain  in  1505  touching  the  succession  to  the  Crown  of  Castile, 
and  a  project  of  marriage  between  Henry  VII.  and  the  Queen  of  Naples; 
and  (4)  an  account  of  Philip  of  Castile's  reception  in  England  in  1506.  Other 
documents  of  interest  are  given  in  an  appendix. 

11.  Memoeials  oe  Hbnet  the  Fieth.  I. — Vita  Henrici  Quinti,  Eoberto  Eedmanno 
auctore.  II. — Versus  Ehythmici  in  laudem  Eegis  Henrici  Quinti.  III. — 
Blmhami  Liber  Metricus  de  Henrico  V.  Edited  %  Chaeles  A.  Cole,  Esq. 
1858. 

This  volume  contains  three  treatises  which  more  or  less  illustrate  the  history  of 
the  reign  of  Henry  V.,  viz.:  A  hfe  by  Robert  Redman  ;  a  Metrical  Chronicle  by 
Thomas  Elmham,  prior  of  Lenton,  a  contemporary  author  ;  Versus  Rhythmici, 
written  apparently  by  a  monk  of  WeBtrainster  Abbey,  who  was  also  a  contempo 
rary  of  Henry  V.    These  works  are  printed  for  the  first  time. 
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12.  MuNisiENTA  GiiDHALLa;  LoNBONiENsis ;  Liber  Albus,  Liber  Custumarum,  et 
Liber  Horn,  in  arohivia  Gildhallas  asservati.  Yol.  I.,  Liber  Albus.  Vol.  II. 
(in  Two  Parts),  Liber  Custumarum.  Tol.  III.,  Translation  of  the  Anglo- 
Norman  Passages  in  Liber  Albus ,  Glossaries,  Appendices,  and  Index.  Edited 
hy  Henby  Thomas  Riiey,  Esq.,  M.A.,  Barrister-at-Law.    1859-1862. 

The  manuscript  of  the  Liber  Albus,  compiled  by  John  Carpenter,  Common 
Clerk  of  the  City  of  London  in  the  year  1419,  a  large  folio  volume,  is  pre- 
served in  the  Record  Room  of  the  City  of  London.  It  gives  an  account  of 
the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  that  City  in  the  12th,  13th,  14th, 
and  early  part  of  the  15th  centuries.  TYie  Liber  Custumarum  was  compiled 
probably  by  various  hands  in  the  early  part  of  the  14th  century  during  the 
reign  of  Edward  II.  The  manuscript,  a  folio  volume,  is  also  preserved  in 
the  Record  Room  of  the  City  of  London,  though  some  portion  in  its  original 
state,  borrowed  from  the  City  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  never 
returned,  forms  part  of  the  Cottonian  MS.  Claudius  D.  II.  in  the  British 
Museum.  It  also  gives  an  account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions 
of  the  City  of  London  in  the  12th,  13th,  and  early  part  of  the  14th  centuries, 

13.  Chronica  Johannis  de  Oxenedes.    Edited  hi/  Sir  Heney  Elms,  K.H.    1869. 

Although  this  Chronicle  tells  of  the  arrival  of  liengist  and  Horsa  in  England 
in  449,  yet  ii  substantially  begins  with  the  reign  of  King  Alfred,  and  comes 
down  to  1292,  where  it  ends  abruptly.  The  history  is  particularly  valuable 
for  notices  of  events  in  the  eastern  portions  of  the  Kingdom,  not  to  be 
elsewhere  obtain(id.  Some  curious  facts  are  mentioned  relative  to  the  floods  in 
that  part  of  England,  which  are  confirmed  in  the  Eriesland  Chronicle  of 
Anthony  Heinrich,  pastor  of  the  Island  of  Mohr. 

li.  A  Collection  ov  Political  Poems  and  Songs  kelating-  to  English  Histoky, 
PEGM  THE  Accession  op  Bdwaed  III.  to  the  Reign  oe  Heney  VIII.  Vols.  I. 
and  II.    J7c?iW  %  Thomas  Weight,  Esq.,  M. A.    1869-1861. 

These  Poems  are  pei'haps  the  most  interesting  of  all  the  historical  writings  of 
the  period,  though  they  cannot  be  relied  on  for  accuracy  of  statement.  They 
are  various  in  character ;  some  are  upon  religious  subjects,  some  may  be  called 
satires,  and  some  give  no  more  than  a  court  scandal ;  but  as  a  whole  they  pre- 
sent a  very  fair  picture  of  society,  and  of  the  relations  of  the  different  classes 
to  one  another.  The  period  comprised  is  in  itself  interesting,  and  brings  us 
through  the  decline  of  the  feudal  system,  to  the  beginning  of  our  modern 
history.     The  songs  in  old  English  are  of  considerable  value  to  the  philologist. 

15.  The  "Opus  Teetium,"  "Opus Minus,"  &c.,ofEoGEK  Bacon.  ' Editedly  3.  8. 
Beewee,  M. A.,  Professor  of  English  Literature,  King's  College,  London, 
1859. 

This  is  the  celebrated  treatise — never  before  printed — so  frequently  referred 
to  by  the  great  philosopher  in  his  Works.  It  contains  the  fullest  details  we 
possess  of  the  life  and  labours  of  Roger  Bacon :  also  a  fragment  by  the  same 
author,  supposed  to  be  unique,  the  "  Compendium  Studii  Theologice." 

16.  Bartholom^i  de  Cotton,  Monachi  Noewicensis,  Histoeia  Anglicana  ;  449- 
1298:  necnonejusdem  Liber  deAchiepiscopis  et  Episoopis  Anglia?.^AVed 
hy  Heney  Eichaeds  Luaed,  M.A.,  Fellow  and  Assistant  Tutor  of  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge.     1859. 

The  author,  a  monk  of  Norwich,  has  here  given  us  a  Chronicle  of  England 
from  the  arrival  of  the  Saxons  in  449  to  the  year  1298,  in  or  about  which  year 
it  appears  that  he  died.  The  latter  portion  of  this  history  (the  whole  of  the 
reigu  of  Edward  I.  more  especially)  is  of  great  value,  as  the  writer  was  con- 
temporary with  the  events  which  he  records.  An  Appendix  contains  several 
illustrative  documents  connected  with  the  previous  narrative. 

17.  Beui  y  Tywysogion  ;  or,  The  Chronicle  of  the  Princes  of  Wales.    Edited  hy

This  work,  also  known  as  "  The  Chron'.cle  of  the  Princes  of  Wales,"  has 
been  attributed  to  Caradoc  of  Llancarvan,  who  flourished  about  the  middle  of 
the  twelfth  century.  It  is  written  in  the  ancient  Welsh  language,  begins  with 
the  abdication  and  death  of  Caedwala  at  Rome,  in  the  year  681,  and  continues 
the  history  down  to  the  subjusration  of  Wales  by  Edward  T.,  about  the  year  1282,

This  volume,  like  all  the  others  in  the  series  containing  a  miscellaneous  selec- 
tion of  letters,  is  Taluable  on  account  of  the  light  it  throws  upon  biographical 
history,  and  the  familiar  view  it  presents  of  characters,  manners,  and  events. 
The  period  requires  much  elucidation  ;  to  which  it  will  materially  contribute.

The  "  Repressor  "  may  be  considered  the  earliest  piece  of  good  theological  dis- 
quisition of  which  our  English  prose  literature  can  boast.  The  author  was  born 
about  the  end  of  the  fourteenth  century,  consecrated  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph  iu 
the  year  1444,  and  translated  to  the  see  of  Chichester  in  1450.  While  Bishop  of 
St.  Asaph,  he  zealously  defended  his  brother  prelates  from  the  attacks  of  those 
who  censured  the  bishops  for  their  neglect  of  duty.  He  maintained  that  it  was  no 
part  of  a  bishop's  functions  to  appear  in  the  pulpit,  and  that  his  time  might  be 
more  profitably  spent,  and  his  dignity  better  maintained,  in  the  performance  of 
works  of  a  higher  character.  Among  those  who  thought  dififerently  were  the 
Lollards,  and  against  their  general  doctrines  the  "  Repressor  "  is  directed.  Pecock 
took  up  a  position  midway  between  that  of  the  Roman  Church  and  that  of  the 
modern  Anglican  Church ;  but  his  work  is  interesting  chiefly  because  it  gives  a 
full  account  of  the  views  of  the  Lollards  and  of  the  arguments  by  which  they  were 
supported,  and  because  it  assists  us  to  ascertain  the  state  of  feeling  which  ulti- 
mately led  to  the  Reformation.  Apart  from  religious  matters,  the  light  thrown  upon 
contemporaneous  history  is  very  small,  but  the  "  Repressor  "  has  great  value 
for  the  philologist,  as  it  tells  us  what  were  the  characteristics  of  the  language  in 
use  among  the  cultivated  Englishmen  of  the  fifteenth  century.  Pecock,  though 
an  opponent  of  the  Lollards>  showed  a  certain  spirit  of  toleration,  for  which  he 
received,  towards  the  end  of  his  life,  the  usual  mediseval  reward — persecution.

These  annals,  which  are  in  Latin,  commence  iu  447,  and  come  down 
to  1288.  The  earlier  portion  appears  to  be  taken  from  an  Irish  Chronicle, 
used  by  Tigernach,  and  by  the  compiler  of  the  Annals  of  Ulster.  During  its  first 
century  it  contains  scarcely  anything  relating  to  Britain,  the  earliest  direct 
concurrence  with  English  history  is  relative  to  the  mission  of  Augustine. 
Its  notices  throughout,  though  brief,  are  valuable.  The  annals  were  probably 
Avritten  at  St.  Davids,  by  Biegewryd,  Archdeacon  of  LlandafE,  the  most  learned 
man  in  his  day  in  all  Cymru.

These  volumes  contain  the  historical  works  of  Grerai.d  du  Barry,  who  lived 
in  the  reigns  of  Henry  II.,  Richard  I.,  and  John,  and  attempted  to  re-establish 
the  independence  of  "Wales  by  restoring  the  see  of  St.  Davids  to  its  ancient 
primacy.  His  works  are  of  a  very  miscellaneous  nature,  both  in  prose  and 
verse,  and  are  remarkable  chiefly  for  the  racy  and  original  anecdotes  which 
they  contain  relating  to  contemporaries.  He  is  the  only  Welsh  writer  of  any 
importance  who  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  mediaival  literature  of  this 
country,  or  assumed,  in  consequence  of  his  nationality,  so  free  and  independent 
a  tone.  His  frequent  travels  in  Italy,  iu  Erance,  in  Ireland,  and  in  Wales,  gave 
him  opportunities  for  observation  which  did  not  generally  fall  to  the  lot  of  mediaeval 
writers  in  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries,  and  of  these  observations  Giraldus 
has  made  due  use.  Only  extracts  from  these  treatises  have  been  printed  before 
and  almost  all  of  them  are  taken  from  unique  manuscripts. 
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The  Topographia  Hibernica  (in  Vol.  V.)  is  the  result  of  Ghaldus'  two  visits  to 
Ireland.  The  first  in  1183,  the  second  in  1185-6,  when  he  accompanied 
Prince  John  into  that  country.  Curious  as  this  treatise  is,  Mr.  Dimock  is  of 
opinion  that  it  ought  not  to  he  accepted  as  sober  truthful  history,  for  Giraldus 
himself  states  that  truth  was  not  his  main  object,  and  that  he  compiled  the  work 
for  the  purpose  of  sounding  the  praises  of  Henry  the  Second.  Elsewhere,  how- 
ever, he  declares  that  he  had  stated  nothing  in  the  Topographia  of  the  truth  of 
which  he  was  not  well  assured,  either  by  his  own  eyesight  or  by  the  testimony, 
with  all  diligence  elicited,  of  the  most  trustworthy  and  authentic  men  in  the 
country  ;  that  though  he  did  not  put  just  the  same  full  faith  in  their  reports  as 
in  what  he  had  himself  seen,  yet,  as  they  only  related  what  they  had  themselves 
seen,  he  could  not  but  believe  such  credible  witnesses.  A  very  interesting  portion 
of  this  treatise  is  devoted  to  the  animals  of  Ireland.  It  shows  that  he  was  a  very 
accurate  and  acute  observer,  and  his  descriptions  are  given  in  a  way  that  a 
scientific  naturalist  of  the  present  day  could  hardly  improve  upon.  The  Expug- 
natio  Hibernica  was  written  about  118S  and  may  be  regarded  rather  as  a 
great  epic  than  a  sober  relation  of  acts  occurring  in  his  own  days.  No  one  can 
peruse  it  without  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  rather  a  poetical  fiction 
than  a  prosaic  truthful  history.  Vol.  VI.  contains  the  Itinerarium  Kambrise 
et  Descriptio  Kambriae :  and  Vol.  VII.,  the  lives  of  S.  Ee  migius  and 
S.  Hugh.

These  letters  and  papers  are  derived  chiefly  from  originals  or  contemporary 
copies  extant  in  the  Bibliotheque  Imperiale,  and  the  Depdt  des  Archives,  in 
Paris.  They  illustrate  the  policy  adopted  by  John  Duke  of  Bedford  and 
his  sucpessors  during  their  government  of  Normandy,  and  other  provinces  of 
France  acquired  by  Henry  V.  Here  may  be  traced,  step  by  step,  the  gradual 
declension  of  the  English  power,  until  we  are  prepared  for  its  final  overthrow.

This   Chronicle,   extending  from  the  earliest  history  of  Britain  to  1154,  is 
justly    the   boast  of  England  ;    no   other   nation   can   produce    any   history, 
V  written   in  its   own   vernacular,  at   all   approaching  it,  in  antiquity,  truthful- 

ness, or  extent,  the  historical  books  of  the  Bible  alone  excepted.  There  are  at 
present  six  independent  manuscripts  of  the  Saxon  Chronicle,  ending  in  different 
years,  and  written  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  In  this  edition,  the  text 
of  each  manuscript  is  printed  in  columns  on  the  same  page,  so  that  the  student 
may  see  at  a  glance  the  various  changes  which  occur  in  orthography,  whether 
arising  from  locality  or  age.

The  Papers  are  derived  from  the  MSS.  in  Public  Kecord  Office,  the  British 
Museum,  and  other  repositories.  The  period  to  which  they  refer  is  unusually 
destitute  of  chronicles  and  other  sources  of  historical  information,  so  that  the 
light  obtained  from  them  is  of  special  importance.  The  principal  contents 
of  the  volumes  are  some  diplomatic  Papers  of  Richard  III. ;  correspondence 
between  Henry  VII.  and  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  of  Spain ;  documents  relating 
to  Edmund  de  la  Pole,  Barl  of  Suffolk ;  and  a  portion  of  the  correspondence 
of  James  IV.  of  Scotland.

TheLetters  of  Eobert  Grosseteste  (131  in  number)  are  here  collected  from  varicus 
sources,  and  a  large  portion  of  them  is  printed  for  the  first  time.    They  range  ic 
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date  from  about  1210  to  1253,  and  relate  to  various  matters  connected  not  only 
with  the  political  history  of  England  during  the  reign  of  Henry  III.,  but  mth 
its  ecclesiastical  condition.  They  refer  especially  to  the  diocese  of  Lincoln,  of 
■which  Grosseteste  was  bishop.

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  publish  notices  of  all  known  sources  of  British 
history,  both  printed  and  unprinted,  in  one  continued  sequence.  The  materials, 
when  historical  (as'  distingiiished  from  biographical),  are  arranged  under  the 
year  in  which  the  latest  event  is  recorded  in  the  chronicle  or  history,  and  not 
under  the  period  in  which  its  author,  real  or  supposed,  flourished.  Biographies 
are  enumerated  under  the  year  in  which  the  person  commemorated  died,  and  not 
under  the  year  in  which  the  life  was  written.  This  arrangement  has  two 
advantages  ;  the  materials  for  any  given  period  may  be  seen  at  a  glance  ;  and 
if  the  reader  knows  the  time  when  an  author  wrote,  and  the  number  of  years 
that  had  elapsed  bet  ween  the  date  of  the  events  and  the  time  the  writer  flourished, 
he  will  generally  be  enabled  to  form  a  fair  estimate  of  the  comparative  value  of 
thenarrative  itself.  A  brief  analysis  of  each  work  has  been  added  when  deserving 
it,  in  which  original  portions  are  distinguished  from  mere  compilations.  If 
ppssible,  the  sources  are  indicated  from  which  compilations  have  been 
derived.  A  biographical  sketch  of  the  author  of  each  piece  has  been  added,  and 
a  brief  notice  of  such  British  authors  as  have  written  on  historical  subjects.

The  letters  contained  in  these  volumes  are  derived  chiefly  from  the  ancient 
correspondence  formerly  in  the  Tower  of  London,  and  now  in  the  Public  Kecord 
Office.  They  illustrate  the  political  history  of  Englaijd  during  the  growth  of 
its  liberties,  and  throw  considerable  light  upon  the  personal  history  of  Simon  de 
Montfort.  The  affairs  of  France  form  the  subject  of  many  of  them,  especially 
in  regard  to  the  province  of  Gascony.  The  entire  collection  consists  of  nearly 
700  documents,  the  greater  portion  of  which  is  printed  for  the  first  time.

In  the  first  two  volumes  is  a  History  of  England,  fbom  the  death  of 
Henry  III.  to  the  death  of  Henry  V.,  by  Thomas  Walsingham,  Precentor 
of  St.  Albans,  from  MS.  VII.  iu  the  Arundel  Collection  in  the  College 
of  Arms,  London,  a  manuscript  of  the  fifteenth  century,  collated  with  MS. 
]  3  E.  IX.  in  the  King's  Library  in  the  British  Museum,  and  MS.  VII.  in  the 
Parker  Collection  of  Manuscripts  at  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge. 
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In  the  3rd  volume  is  a  Chronicle  of  English  History,  attributed  to  William 
Kishanger,  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.,  from  the  Cotton  MS. 
Faustina  B.  IX.  in  the  British  Museum,  collated  with  MS.  14  C.  VII.

Claudius  E.  III.  fols.  306-331  an  account  of  transactions  attending  the 
award  of  the  kingdom  of  Scotland  to  John  Balliol,  1291-1292,  from  MS.

In  the  4th  volume  is  a  Chronicle  of  English  History,  1259  to  1296, 
from  MS.  Cotton.  Claudius  D.  VI.  :  Annals  of  Edward  II.,  1307  to  1323, 
by  John  de  Trokelowe,  a  monk  of  St.  Alban.s,  and  a  continuation  of  Trokelowe's 
Annals,  1323, 1324.  by  Henry  de  Blaneforde,  both  from  MS.

D.  VI.  :  a  full  Chronicle  of 'English  History,  1392  to  1406,  from  MS.  VII.  in 
the  Library  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge ;  and  an  account  of  the 
Benefactors  of  St.  Albans,  written  in  the  early  part  of  the  15th  century  from 
MS.

The  5th,  6th,  and  7th  volumes  contain  a  history  of  the  Abbots  of  St.  Albans, 
793  to  1411,  mainly  compiled  by  Thomas  Walsingham,  from  MS.  Cotton. 
Claudius  E.  IV.,  in  the  British  Museum  :  with  a  Continuation,  from  the 
closing  pages  of  Parker  MS.  VII.,  in  the  Library  of  Corpus  Christi  College, 
Cambridge. 

The  8th  and  9th  volumes,  in  continuation  of  the  Anuals,  contain  a 
Chronicle,  probably  by  John  Amundesham,  a  monk  of  St.  Albans. 

The  loth  and  1 1  th  volumes  relate  especially  to  the  acts  and  proceedings 
of  Abbots  Whethamstede,  Albou,  and  Wallingford,  and  may  be  considered  as  a 
memorial  of  the  chief  historical  and  domestic  events  during  those  periods. 

The  12th  volume  contains  a  compendious  History  of  England  to  the  reign  of 
Henry  V.,  and  of  Normandy  in  early  times,  also  by  Thomas  Walsingham,  and 
dedicated  to  Henry  V.  The  compiler  has  often  substituted  other  authorities  in 
place  of  those  consulted  in  the  preparation  of  his  larger  work.

The  Chronicle  of  Evesham  illustrates  the  history  of  that  important  monastery 
from  its  foundation  by  Egwin,  about  690,  to  the  year  1418.  Its  chief  feature  is 
an  autobiography,  which  makes  us  acquainted  with  the  inner  daily  life  of  a 
great  abbey,  such  as  but  rarely  has  been  recorded.  Interspersed  are  many 
notices  of  general,  personal,  and  local  history  which  will  be  read  with  much 
interest.     This  work  exists  in  a  single  MS.,  and  is  for  the  first  time  printed.

The  compiler,  Richard  of  Cirencester,  was  a  monk  of  Westminster,  1355- 
1400.  In  1391  he  obtained  a  licence  to  make  a  pilgrimage  to  Rome.  His  history, 
in  four  books,  extends  from  447  to  1066.  He  announces  his  intention  of  con- 
tinuing it,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that  he  completed  any  more.  This  chronicle 
gives  many  charters  in  favour  of  Westminster  Abbey,  and  a  very  full  account 
of  the  lives  and  miracles  of  the  saints,  especially  of  Edward  the  Confessor, 
whose  reign  occupies  the  fourth  book.  A  treatise  on  the  Coronation,  by 
William  of  Sudbury,  a  monk  of  Westminster,  fills  book  iii.  c.  3.  It  was  on  this 
author  that  C.  J.  Bertram  fathered  his  forgery,  De  Situ  Brittanice,  in  1747.

The  volumes  known  as  the  "  Year  Books  "  contain  reports  in  Norman-Frenoh 
of  Cases  argued  and  decided  in  the  Courts  of  Common  Law.  They  may  be  con- 
sidered to  a  great  extent  as  the  "  lex  non  scripta "  of  England,  held  in  the 
highest  veneration  by  the  ancient  sages  of  the  law,  and  received  by  them  as 
the  repositories  of  the  first  recorded  judgments  and  dicta  of  the  great  legal 
luminaries  of  past  ages.  They  are  also  worthy  of  attention  on  account  of  the 
historical  information  and  the  notices  of  public  and  private  persons  which  they 
contain,  as  well  as  the  light  which  they  throw  on  antiient  manners  and  customs.

This  volume  contains  the  narrative  of  an  eye-witness  who  details  with  con- 
siderable power  and  minuteness  the  circumstances  which  attended  the  final  ex- 
pulsion of  the  English  from  Normandy  in  1 450.  Commencing  with  the  infringe- 
ment of  the  truce  by  the  capture  of  Eougeres,  and  ending  with  the  battle  of 
Formigny  and  the  embarkation  of  the  Duke  of  Somerset.  The  period  em- 
braced is  less  than  two  years.

This  work  consists  of  two  parts,  the  History  and  the  Cartulary  of  the  Monastery 
of  St.  Peter,  Gloucester.  The  history  furnishes  an  account  of  the  monastery 
from  its  foundation,  in  the  year  681,[to  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Richard  II., 
together  with  a  calendar  of  donations  and  benefactions.  It  treats  principally  of 
the  affairs  of  the  monastery,  but  occasionally  matters  of  general  history  are 
introduced.  Its  authorship  has  generally  been  assigned  to  Walter  Prouoester 
the  twentieth  abbot,  but  without  any  foundation.

Meckam  was  a  man  who  devoted  himself  to  science,  such  as  it  was  in  the 
twelfth  centuary.  In  the  "  De  Naturis  Kerum"  are  to  be  found  what  may  be 
called  the  rudiments  of  many  sciences  mixed  up  with  much  error  and  ignorance. 
Neckham  was  not  thought  infallible,  even  by  his  contemporaries,_for  Eoger  Bacon 
remarks  of  him, "  this  Alexander  in  many  things  wrote  what  was  true  and  useful ; 
"  but  he  neither  can  nor  ought  by  just  title  to  he  reckoned  among  authorities." 
Neckam,  however,  had  suflcient  independence  of  thought  to  differ  from  some 
of  the  schoolmen  who  in  his  time  considered  themselves  the  only  judges  of  litera- 
ture. He  had  his  own  views  in  morals,  and  in  giving  us  a  glimpse  of  them,  as 
well  as  of  his  other  opinions,  he  throws  much  light  upon  the  manners,  customs, 
and  general  tone  of  thought  prevalent  in  the  twelfth  century.  The  poem  entitled 
"  De  Laudibus  Divinae  Sapientias "'  appears  to  be  a  metrical  paraphrase  or 
abridornent  of  the  "DeNaturis  Eerum."  It  is  written  in  the  elegiac  metre, 
and  though  there  are  many  lines  which  violate  claEsioal  rules,  it  is,  as  a  whole, 
above  the  ordinary  standard  of  media;val  Latin.

This  work  illustrates  not  only  the  history  of  science,  but  the  history  of  super- 
stition. In  addition  to  the  information  beariug  directly  upon  the  medical  skill 
and  medical  faith  of  the  times,  there  are  many  passages  which  incidentslly  throw 
light  upon  the  general  mode  of  life  and  ordinary  diet.  The  volumes  are  interesting 
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not  only  in  their  scientific,  but  also  in  their  social  aspect.  The  manuscripts  from 
which  they  have  been  printed  are  valuable  to  the  Anglo-Saxon  scholar  for  the 
illustrations  they  aiford  of  Anglo-Saxon  orthography.

The  present  collection  of  Monastic  Annals  embraces  all  the  more  important 
chronicles  compiled  in  religious  houses  in  England  during  the  thirteenth 
century.  These  distinct  -works  are  ten  in  number.  The  extreme  period 
which  they  embrace  ranges  from  the  year  1  to  1432,  although  they  refer  more 
especially  to  the  reigns  of  John,  Henry  III.,  and  Edward  I.  Some  of  these  narra- 
tives have  already  appeared  in  print,  but  others  are  printed  for  the  first  time.

This  work  coutains  a  number  of  very  curious  and  interesting  incidents,  and 
being  the  work  of  a  contemporary,  is  very  valuable,  not  only  as  a  truihful 
biography  of  a  celebrated  ecclesiastic,  but  as  the  work  of  a  man,  who,  from  per- 
sonal knowledge,  gives  notices  of  passing  events,  as  well  as  of  individuals  who 
were  then  taking  active  part  in  public  affairs.  The  author,  in  all  probability, 
was  Adam  Abbot  of  Evesham.  He  was  domestic  chaplain  and  private  confessor 
of  Bishop  Hugh,  and  in  these  capacities  was  admitted  to  the  closest  intimacy. 
Bishop  Hugh  was  Prior  of  Witham  for  11  years  before  he  became  Bishop  of 
Lincoln.  His  consecration  took  place  on  the  21st  September  1186  ;  he  died  on 
the  16th  of  November  1200  ;  and  was  canonized  in  1220.

The  authorship  of  the  Chronicle  in  Vol.  I.,  hitherto  ascribed  to  Geoffrey 
Vinesauf,  is  now  more  correctly  ascribed  to  Eichard,  Canon  of  the  Holy  Trinity 
of  London.  The  narrative  extends  from  1187  to  1199  ;  but  its  chief  interest 
consists  in  the  minute  and  authentic  narrative  which  it  furnishes  of  the  exploits 
of  Richard  I.,  from  his  departure  from  England  in  Decembar  1189  to  his  death 
in  1199.  The  author  states  in  his  prologue  that  he  was  an  eye-witness  of  much 
that  he  records ;  and  various  incidental  circumstances  which  occur  in  the  course 
of  the  narrative  confirm  this  assertion. 

The  letters  in  Vol.  II.,  written  between  1187  and  1199,  are  of  value  as 
furnishing  authentic  materials  for  the  history  of  the  ecclesiastical  condition  of 
England  during  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  They  had  their  origin  in  a  dispute  which 
arose  from  the  attempts  of  Baldwin  and  Hubert,  archbishops  of  Canterbury,  to 
found  a  college  of  secular  canons,  a  project  which  gave  great  umbrage  to  the 
monks  of  Canterbm-y,  who  saw  in  it  a  design  to  supplant  them  in  their  function 
of  metropolitan  chapter.  These  letters  are  printed,  for  the  first  time,  from  a  MS. 
belonging  to  the  archiepiscopal  library  at  Lambeth.

This  curious  chronicle  extends  from  the  fabulous  period  of  history  down  to  the 
return  of  Edward  IV.  to  England  in  the  year  1471  after  the  second  deposition  of 
Henry  VI.  The  manuscript  from  which  the  text  of  the  work  Is  talceu  is  pre- 
served in  the  Imperial  Library  at  Paris,  and  is  believed  to  be  the  only  complete 
and  neaily  contemporary  copy  in  existence.  The  work,  as  originally  bound, 
was  comprised  in  six  volumes,  since  rebound  in  morocco  in  12  volumes,  folio 
maximo,  Vellum,  and  is  illustrated  with  exquisite  miniatures,  vignettes,  and  initial 
letters.  It  was  written  towards  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century,  having  been 
expressly  executed  for  Louis  de  Bruges,  Seigneur  de  la  Gruthuyse  and  Earl  of 
Winchester,  from  whose  cabinet  it  passed  into  the  library  of  Louis  XII.  at  Blois.

This  is  one  of  the  many  mediaeval  chronicles  which  assume  the  character  of  a 
history  of  the  world.  It  begins  with  the  creation,  and  is  brought  down  to  the 
author's  own  time,  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  Prefixed  to  the  historical  portion,  is 
a  chapter  devoted  to  geography,  in  which  is  given  a  description  of  every  known 
land.  To  say  that  the  Polychronicon  was  written  in  the  fourteenth  century  is  to 
say  that  it  is  not  free  from  inaccuracies.  It  has,  however,  a  value  apart  from  its 
intrinsic  merits.  It  enables  us  to  form  a  very  fair  estimate  of  the  knowledge  of 
history  and  geography  which  well-informed  readers  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth 
centuries  possessed,  for  it  was  then  the  standard  work  on  general  history. 

The  two  English  translations,  which  are  printed  with  the  original  Latin,  afford 
interesting  illustrations  of  the  gradual  change  of  our  language,  for  one  was  made 
in  the  fourteenth  century,  the  other  in  the  fifteenth.  The  differences  between 
Trevisa's  version  and  that  of  the  unknown  writer  are  often  considerable.

These  two  treatises,  though  they  cannot  rank  as  independent  narratives,  are 
nevertheless  valuable  as  careful  abstracts  of  previous  historians,  especially  "  L  e 
Livere  de  Eeis  de  Engletere."  Some  various  readings  are  given  which  are 
interesting  to  the  philologist  as  instances  of  semi-Saxonized  French.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  Peter  of  Ickham  was  the  supposed  author.

The  Abbey  of  Meaux  was  a  Cistercian  house,  and  the  work  of  its  abbot  is  both 
curious  and  valuable.  It  is  a  faithful  and  often  minute  record  of  the  establishment 
of  a  religious  community,  of  its  progress  in  forming  an  ample  revenue,  of  its 
struggles  to  maintain  its  acquisitions,  and  of  its  relations  to  the  governing 
institutions  of  the  country.  In  addition  to  the  private  affairs  of  the  monastery, 
some  light  is  thrown  upon  the  public  events  of  the  time,  which  are  however  kept 
distinct,  and  appear  at  the  end  of  the  history  of  each  abbot's  administration.  The 
text  has  been  printed  from  what  is  said  to  be  the  autograph  of  the  original 
compiler,  Thomas  de  Burton,  the  nineteenth  abbot.

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the  Conquest.  This  minor  ohroniole  is,  however,  based  on  another  work  (also 
written  by  Matthew  Paris)  giving  fuller  details,  which  has  been  called  the 
"  Historia  Major."  The  chronicle  here  published,  nevertheless;  gives  some 
information  not  to  be  found  in  the  greater  history.

The  "  Book  of  Hyde  "  is  a  compilation  from  much  earlier  sources  which  are 
usually  indicated  with  considerable  care  and  precision.  In  many  cases,  however, 
the  Hyi]  e  Chronicler  appears  to  correct,  to  qualify,  or  to  amplify — either  from 
traditition  or  from  sources  of  information  not  now  discoverable — the  statements, 
which,  in  substance,  he  adopts.  He  also  mentions,  and  frequehtly  quotes  from 
writers  whose  works  are  either  entirely  lost  or  at  present  known  only  by  fragments. 

There  is  to  be  found,  in  the  "  Book  of  Hyde,"  much  information  relating  to  the 
reign  of  King  Alfred  which  is  not  known  to  exist  elsewhere.  The  volume 
contains  some  curious  specimens  of  Anglo-Saxon  and  Medijeval  English.

There  is,  in  this  volume,  a  legendary  account  of  the  peopling  of  Ireland  and  of 
the  adventures  which  befell  the  various  heroes  who  are  said  to  have  been  con- 
nected with  Irish  history.  The  details  are,  however,  very  meagre  both  for  this 
period  and  for  the  time  when  history  becomes  more  authentic.  The  plan  adopted 
in  the  chronicle  gives  the  appearance  of  an  accuracy  to  which  the  earlier  portions 
of  the  work  cannot  have  any  claim.  The  succession  of  eveuts  is  marked  year  by 
year,  from  a.m.  1599  to  a.d.  1150.  The  principal  events  narrated  in  the  later 
portion  o?  the  work  are,  the  invasious  of  foreigners,  and  the  wars  of  the  Irish 
among  themselves.  The  text  has  been  printed  from  a  MS.  preserved  in  the 
library  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  written  partly  in  Latin,  partly  in  Irish.

It  is  probable  that  Pierre  de  Langtoft  was  a  canon  of  Bridlington,  in  York- 
shire, and  lived  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.,  and  diiring  a  portion  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  II.  This  chronicle  is  divided  into  three  parts;  iu  the  first,  is 
an  abridgment  of  Geoffrey  of  Monmouth's  "  Historia  Britonum ;"  in  the  second, 
a  history  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Norman  kings,  to  the  death  of  Henry  III. ; 
in.  the  third,  a  history  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  The  principal  object  of  the 
work. was  apparently  to  show  the  justice  of  Edward's  Scottish  wars.  The  language 
is  singularly  corrupt,  and  a  curious  specimen  of  the  French  of  Yorkshire.

The  work  in  its  present  i'orm,  in  the  editor's  opinion,  is  a  comparatively 
modern  version  of  an  undoubtedly  ancient  original.  That  it  was  compiled  from 
contemporary  materials  has  been  proved  by  curious  incidental  evidence.  It  is 
stated  in  the  account  given  of  the  battle  of  Clontarf  that  the  full  tide  in  Dublin 
Bay  on  the  day  of  the  battle  (23  April  1014)  coincided  with  sunrise  ;  and  that 
the  returning  tide  in  the  evening  aided  considerably  in  the  defeat  of  the  Danes. 
The  fact  has  been  verified  by  astronomical  calculations,  and  the  inference  is 
that  the  author  of  the  chronicle,  if  not  an  eye-witness,  must  have  derived  his  in- 
formation from  eye-witnesses.  The  contents  of  the  work  are  sufficiently 
described  in  its  title.  The  story  is  told  after  the  manner  of  the  Scandinavian 
Sagas,  with  poems  and  fragments  of  poems  introduced  into  the  prose  narrative.

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This  chronicle  of  the  reigns  of  Henry  II.  and  Richard  I.,  known  commonly 
under  the  name  of.Benedict  of  Peterborough,  is  one  of  the  best  existing  speci- 
mens of  a  class  of  historical  compositions  of  the  first  importance  to  the  student.

This  work  will  supply  materials  for  a  History  of  Academical  Life  and  Studies 
in  the  University  of  Oxford  during  the  13th,  14th,  and  15th  centuries.

This  work  has  long  been  j  astly  celebrated,  but  not  thoroughly  understood  until 
Mr.  Stubbs' edition.  The  earlier  portion,  extending  from  732  to  1148,  appears 
to  be  a  copy  of  a  compilation  made  in  Northumbria  about  1161,  to  which 
Hoveden  added  little.  From  1148  to  1169 — a  very  valuable  portion  of  this 
work — the  matter  is  derived  from  another  source,  to  which  Hoveden  appears  to 
have  supplied  little,  and  not  always  judiciously.  Erom  1170  to  1192  is  the 
portion  which  corresponds  with  the  Chronicle  known  under  the  name  of 
Benedict  of  Peterborough  (see  No.  49)  ;  but  it  is  not  a  copy,  being  sometimes 
an  abridgment,  at  others  a  paraphrase;  occasionally  the  two  works  entirely 
agree ;  showing  that  both  writers  jhad  access  to  the  same  materials,  but  dealt 
with  them  differently.  Prom  1192  to  1201  may  be  said  to  be  wholly  Hoveden's 
work  ;  it  is  extremely  valuable,  and  an  authority  of  the  first  importance.

•which  has  been  followed  in  this  Edition  is  supposed  by  Mr.  Hamilton  to  he  the 
author's  aU|tograph,  containing  his  latest  additions  and  amendments.

A  collection  of  original  document?,  elucidating  mainly  the  history  and  condition 
of  the  municipal,  middle,  and  trading  classes  under  or  in  relation  with  the 
rule  of  England  in  Ireland, — a  subject  hitherto  in  almost  total  obscurity. 
Extending  over  the  first  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  the  Anglo-Norman 
settlement,  the  series  includes  charters,  municipal  laws  and  regulations,  rolls  of 
names  of  citizens  and  members  of  merchant-guilds,  lists  of  commodities  wiin 
their  rates,  correspondence,  illustrations  of  relations  between  ecclesiastics  and 
laity ;  together  with  many  documents  exhibiting  the  state  of  Ireland  during  the 
presence  there  of  the  Scots  under  Eobert  and  Edward  Bruce.

This  important  and  unique  survey  of  the  greater  portion  of  England*  is  the 
oldest  and  juost  valuable  record  in  the  national  archives.  It  was  commenced 
about  the  year  1084  and  finished  in  1086.  Its  compilation  Tiras  determined 
upon  at  Gloucester  by  William  the  Conqueror,  in  council,  in  order  that  he  might 
know  what  was  due  to  him,  in  the  way  of  tax,  from  his  subjects,  and  that  each 
at  the  same  time  might  know  what  he  had  to  pay.  It  was  compiled  as  much 
for  their  protection  as  for  the  benefit  of  the  sovereign.  The  nobility  and  people 
had  been  srrievously  distressed  at  the  time  by  the  king  bringing  over  large  num- 
bers of  French  and  Bretons,  and  quartering  them  on  his  subjects,  "  each 
"  according  to  the  measure  of  bis  land,"  for  the  purpose  of  resisting  tlio  invasion  of 
Cnut,  King  of  Denmark,  which  was  apprehended.  The  Commissioners  appointed 
to  make  the  survey  were  to  inquire  the  name  of  each  place  ;  who  held  it  in  the 
time  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor ;  the  present  possessor ;  how  many  hides 
were  iu  the  manor ;  how  many  ploughs  were  in  the  demesne ;  how  many  homagers ; 
how  many  villeins  ;  ho w  many  cottars ;  how  many  serving  men ;  how  many  free 
tenants ;  how  many  tenants  in  soocage ;  how  much  wood,  meadow,  and  pasture ; 
the  number  of  mills  and  fish  ponds  ;  what  had  been  added  or  taken  away  from 
the  place  ;  what  was  the  gross  value  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor;  the 
present  value  ;  and  how  much  each  free  man  or  soc-man  had,  and  whether  any 
advance  could  be  made  in  the  value.  Thus  could  be  ascertained  who  held  the 
estate  iu  the  time  of  King  Edward ;  who  then  held  it ;  its  value  in  the  time  of 
the  late  King  ;  and  its  value  as  it  stood  at  the  formation  of  the  survey.  So 
minute  was  the  survey,  that  the  writer  of  the  contemporary  portion  of  the  Saxon 
Chronicle  records,  with  some  asperity — "  So  very  narrowly  he  caused  it  to  be 
"  traced  out,  that  there  was  not  a  single  hide,  nor  one  virgate  of  land,  nor  even, 
"  it  is  shame  to  tell,  though  it  seemed  to  him  no  shame  to  do,  an  ox,  nor  a  cow, 
"  nor  a  swine  was  left,  that  was  not  set  down." 

Domesday  Survey  is  in  two  parts  or  volumes.  The  first,  in  folio,  contains  the 
counties  of  Bedford,  Berks,  Bucks,  Cambridge,  Chester,  and  Lancaster,  Corn- 
wall, Derby,  Devon,  Dorset,  Gloucester,  Hants,  Hereford,  Herts,  Huntingdon, 
Kent,  Leicester  and  Rutland,  Lincoln,  Middlesex,  Northampton,  Nottingham, 
Oxlord,  Salop,  Somerset,  Stafford,  Surrey,  Sussex,  Warwick,  Wilts,  Worcester, 
and  York.  The  second  volume,  in  quarto,  contains  the  counties  of  Essex, 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 

Domesday  Book  was  printed  verbatim  et  literatim  during  the  last  century,  in 
consequence  o£  an  address  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  King  George  III.  iu  1767. 
It  was  not,  however,  commenced  until  1773,  and  was  completed  early  in  1783. 
In  1860,  Her  Majesty's  Govermnent,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Master  of  the 
Eolls,  determined  to  apply  the  art  of  photozincography  to  the  production  of  a 
fae-simile  of  Domesday  Book,  under  the  superintendence  of  Colonel  Sir  Henry 
James,  R.E.,  Director-General  of  the  Ordnance  Survey,  Southampton.  The 
fac-simile  was  completed  in  1863, 

•  For  some  reason  left  unexplained,  many  parts  were  left  unsur»eyed;  Northumberland,  Cumber- 
land, Westmoreland,  and  Durham,  are  not  described  in  the  survey ;  nor  does  Lancashire  appear  under 
its  proper  name  ;  but  Furness,  and  the  northern  part  of  Lancashire,  as  well  as  the  south  of  Westmore- 
land, with  apart  of  Cumherland,  arc  included  within  the  West  llidinp;  of  Yorkshire.

The  first  Part  extends  from  William  the  Conqueror  to  Heary  VII.,  and  contains 
autographs  of  the  kings  of  England,  as  well  as  of  many  other  illustrious  per- 
sonages famous  in  history,  and  some  interesting  charters,  letters  patent,  and 
state  papers.
